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DECLARATION 


The Northern Baptist Convention declares its belief in the independence 
of the local church, and in the purely advisory nature of all denomina- 
tional organizations composed of representatives of churches. It believes 
also that, in view of the growth of the Baptist denomination and its 
extension throughout our country, there is need for an organization to 
Serve the common interests of the entire denomination as State and dis- 
trict organizations serve their respective constituencies. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION 
OF THE 


NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


Chapter 384 of the Laws of New York of 1910. 
Became a Law June 6, 1910. 


Secrion 1. Alt persons who are now or who hereafter may become 
members of the organization called the Northern Baptist Convention, 
formed in the city of Washington, in the District of Columbia, in the 
year nineteen hundred and seven, are hereby constituted a body corporate 
with the name “Northern Baptist Convention,” and under that name 
shall have perpetual succession and shall have the right to purchase or to 
acquire by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, and to sell, convey, or other- 
wise dispose of, any real or personal property. 

Sec. 2. The object of the corporation shall be to give expression to 
the opinions of its constituency upon moral, religious, and denominational 
matters, and to promote denominational unity and efficiency in efforts for 
the evangelization of the world. 

Sec. 3. The corporation, at any time it shall determine so to do, may 
elect or appoint such officers and may adopt such by-laws or regulations 
in relation to its organization, to the management, disposition, and sale 
of its real or personal property, to the duties and powers of its officers, 
and to the management and conduct of its corporate business and affairs 
as it shall think proper, provided such by-laws or regulations are not 
inconsistent with the laws of the United States or this State. 

Sec. 4. Meetings of the corporation may be held at such time or times 
and at such place or places in the United States as the corporation may 
determine from time to time. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE 1 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The Convention shall be composed of accredited delegates 
as follows: 


(a) Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one delegate 
and one additional delegate for every one hundred members, provided the 
church during the year immediately preceding the annual meeting of the 
Convention shall have cooperated in the financial support of the work of 
at least one of the cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, or the work of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, or the work of the Board of Education 
of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Accredited officers and members of Boards of Managers of coop- 
erating organizations shall be delegates ex officio. 

(c) Officers and members of committees of the Convention during their 
terms of service shall be delegates ex officio. 


ARTICLE I 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers shall be a President, a First Vice-president, a 
Second Vice-president, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, 
a Statistical Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention 
and of the Executive Committee, and shall exercise a general super- 
vision over the affairs of the Convention. 

Sec. 3. In the case of the absence of the President or his inability to 
serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president in attendance 
who is first in numerical order. 

Sec. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Convention, shall_send notices to the members of the Executive 
Committee of the times and places of its meetings, shall inform the 
chairman of each committee of the names of its members and of the pur- 
pose for which it was appointed, and shall perform such duties as the 
Executive Committee may direct. : 

Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings 
of the Convention in a book provided for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. The Statistical Secretary shall collect, tabulate, and prepare for 
publication in the Convention Annual all statistics relating to the work of 
the Convention down to the first day of October preceding the publication 
of the Annual. 
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Should the officers of any State Convention fail to furnish the statistics 
of its own territory to the Statistical Secretary, it will be the duty of the 
latter to collect such statistics from any available source. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer, under the instructions of the Executive Com- 
mittee, shall administer the financial affairs of the Convention except so 
far as they are connected with the raising of moneys for the prosecution 
of the work of the Convention, of its cooperating organizations, and of 
the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board; shall receive all moneys 
belonging to the Convention, keep an accurate account thereof and of the 
sources from which they were derived, and shall deposit and pay them 
out on the direction of the Convention or of the Executive Committee, 
and at each annual meeting make a written financial report. 

Sec. 8. Each officer shall be elected by ballot and shall serve from 
the close of the meeting of the Convention at which he is elected to the 
close of the next annual meeting, and until his successor is elected. 

Sec. 9. Any member of a Baptist church in the United States is eligible 
to any office or to serve on any committee, except where otherwise 
provided. 


ARTICLE III 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Convention shall meet annually on the Wednesday be- 
fore the first Sunday in June, at such place as shall be fixed by the Con- 
vention. For a special reason the Executive Committee, on conference 
with the Boards of Managers of the cooperating organizations, may desig- 
nate some other place or some other time for the annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. Each delegate to an annual meeting shall pay a registration 
fee. of two dollars and shall be entitled to receive a copy of the Annual. 


ARTICLE IV 


COMMITTEES 


Section 1, (a) There shall be an Executive Committee composed of 
the officers, of former presidents who have served as such within the 
last three years preceding the annual meeting, and of thirty others elected 
- by: ballot, of whom at least fifteen shall be laymen. Of the thirty elected, 
ten shall serve for three years, ten for two years, and ten for one year. 
And thereafter shall be elected annually ten to serve for three years. 
Vacancies caused by death, resignation, or refusal to act of any of the 
thirty may be filled by the remaining members of the committee. 

(b) No one, other than an officer and a former president who has 
served as such within the last three years preceding the annual meeting, 
shail be eligible to membership in the Executive Committee after service 
thereon for six consecutive years, until the expiration of one year after 
the termination of such service. 

(c) It shall be the duty of this committee to make arrangements for the 
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meetings of the Convention, and to care for its interests between the 
meetings. It shall have the control and disposition of the real and personal 
property of the Convention, and the sale, leasing, and mortgaging thereof. 
It shall prepare for recommendation to the Convention a budget of its 
receipts and expenditures, and present the same to the Budget Committee 
of the General Board of Promotion one month before the annual meeting 
of the Board. It shall appoint annually one of its members, whose term 
does not expire the current year, to act as an additional member of the 
Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. It shall present at 
each annual meefing of the Convention the names of persons to be 
appointed by the Convention to fill such vacancies in the Board of 
Managers of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention and in the Board of Managers of the Board 
of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention as shall exist at the 
annual meetings of said Boards. 

(d) No appeals for money shall be made and no collections shall be 
taken at the meetings of the Convention which have not been approved 
by the Executive Committee. 

Sec, 2. There shall be a Finance Committee consisting of nine persons. 
It shall be the duty of this committee to provide for the examination and 
auditing of the accounts of the Convention, of its Committees and agents, 
of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, of the 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, of The Baptist, and of the cooperating organizations, and to 
receive from the General Board of Promotion a proposed combined 
budget of the Convention and its cooperating organizations prepared 
by the General Board. The committee shall have the power to approve 
or disapprove in whole or in part any budget included in the combined 
budget received from the General Board, and shall present a combined 
budget to the Convention at its annual meeting. In case of any 
emergency arising between meetings of the Convention the Finance 
Committee may approve the incurring of indebtedness by a cooperating 
organization. Should such approval be given, the Finance Committee 
shall report its action with the reasons therefor to the Convention at 
its next annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. There shall be a Law Committee consisting of six persons. It 
shall be the duty of this committee to consider and report upon all 
matters referred to it by the Convention or the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 4. There shall be a Committee on City Missions consisting of fifteen 
persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to-study questions related 
to cooperation between city mission organizations and State Conventions, 
and the cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
and also all other general questions related to city mission work through- 
out the country. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a Committee on Social Service consisting of 
twelve persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study social 
conditions and needs, to ascertain the activities of Baptist churches in the 
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field of social service, to organize and enlist Baptists in practical and 
definite lines of community service in city and country, to cooperate with 
similar agencies of other religious bodies, and from time to time to report 
its findings and recommendations through the religious press. 

Sec, 6. There shall be a Committee on Denominational Day consisting 
of nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to acquaint the 
denomination with the facts of its history, its distinctive principles, and its 
missionary and educational enterprises, and to provide for and to promote 
the observance of Denominational Day. 

Sec. 7. There shall be a Committee on the Coordination of Baptist 

Bodies Using Foreign Languages consisting of eighteen persons. It shall 
be the duty of this committee to study and report on the best methods 
for coordinating Baptist bodies using foreign languages with one another 
and also with other Baptist bodies, and also to report such other facts and 
such statistics related to the work of the committee as to it may seem 
proper. 
- Sec. 8. There shall be a Committee on Enrolment consisting of five 
persons; which shall be appointed at the first session of each annual 
meeting. To this committee shall be presented the credentials of dele- 
gates to the Convention, and the committee shall prepare from these 
credentials and shall report to the Convention a roll of delegates. 

Sec, 9, There shall be a Committee on Order of Business, which shall 
report each day to the Convention a proposed order of business for the 
next day. : 

Sec. 10. There shall be a Committee on Nominations of Officers and for 
vacancies in the Executive Committee. No one shall be a member of the 
committee who is a salaried executive officer or an employee of the Con- 
vention, or of a cooperating or of an affiliating organization, or of a 
Standard City Mission Society, other than a pastor, or who is a member of 
the Board of Managers of a cooperating organization, or a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Convention, unless under the authority of a 
by-law he shall be appointed a member of the Committee on Nominations 
without the right to vote. 

Sec. 11. There shall be a Committee on Resolutions which shall consider 
and report upon all resolutions referred to it by the Convention, and may 
originate and report others. A motion to refer to this committee shall 
not be debatable. The final report of the committee shall be presented in 
printed form not later than at the morning session of the day prior to the 
last day on which the Convention meets. After the final report shall have 
been presented, no proposed resolution referring to a subject not included 
in the report shall be referred to the committee, but, without debate, shall 
be sent to the Executive Committee for submission to the Committee on 
Resolutions at the next annual meeting of the Convention. This by-law 
may be suspended by a three-fourths vote. 

Sec. 12. There shall be a Committee on Selection of a Place for the 
Next Annual Meeting, which shall report before the adjournment of the 
‘last session of the Convention at which the committee is appointed. 
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Sec. 13. Of the members first appointed on the Finance Committee, 
the Law Committee, the Committees on City Missions, on Social Service, 
cn Denominational Day, and on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using 
Foreign Languages, one third shall serve for three years, one-third for two 
years, and one-third for one year, and thereafter there shall be appointed 
annually one-third of the number of members to serve for three years. 
The members of these committees shall be appointed by the President 
on the nomination of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 14. The Executive Committee, the Finance Committee, the Com- 
mittees on City Missions, on Social Service, on Denominational Day, and 
on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages shall 
report in writing at each annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 15. The Committees on Order of Business, on Nominations, on 
Selection of a Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on Resolutions 
shall be composed of one of the delegates from each State to be nom- 
inated by such delegates and elected by the Convention at the second 
session of each annual meeting. A vacancy in any one of these com- 
mittees shall be filled by the delegates from the unrepresented State. 

Sec. 16. The President shall appoint all committees, and shall fill any 
vacancy in any committee, except when otherwise provided. 

Sec. 17. The word “State” means any State, Territory, district, or 
dependency of the United States. 


ARTICLE V 
COOPERATING ORGANIZATIONS 


SEcTion 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention by 
a two-thirds vote, any general denominational missionary, educational, or 
philanthropic organization, whose constituency resides in the States repre- 
sented in the Convention, may become a cooperating organization. 

Sec. 2. A cooperating organization must agree: 

(a) To insert in its by-laws a provision that all accredited delegates to 
the Northern Baptist Convention shall be members of the organization 
during the period of their appointment; 

(b) To regulate its expenditures in accordance with a budget to be 
annually approved by the Finance Committee of the Convention; 

(c) To solicit funds only on the approval of the Convention, or of its 
Finance Committee given between the annual meetings of the Convention; 

(d) To incur no indebtedness without the previous approval of the 
Convention, or of its Finance Committee; 

(e) To submit its books and accounts to the inspection of the Fiche 
Committee of the Convention; to prepare its budgets and to make its 
financial reports in such form as the General Board of Promotion shall 
request. 

Sec. 3. The Convention, through its Executive Committee and General 
Board of Promotion, will aid in raising funds needed to carry on the 
work of each cooperating organization. 
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Sec. 4. Cooperation between the Convention and a cooperating organiza- 
tion shall be terminated on the expiration of a year after written notice 
of a desire to terminate cooperation shall have been given by one to 
the other. 

ARTICLE VI 


BOARDS 


Section 1. (a) There shall be a General Board of Promotion whose duty 
it shall be, always subject to such regulations as the Convention may from 
time to time adopt, to prepare and present to the Finance Committee of 
the Convention by the first day of March in each year a combined budget 
of the Convention and its cooperating organizations; to make advisory 
recommendations respecting the budgets of the affiliating organizations 
and such standard City Mission Societies as are in Class A as that class 
is defined by the Standing Resolution of the Convention; to recom- 
mend the amount to be apportioned to each of the affiliating organi- 
zations, and to communicate to the Apportionment Committee of each of 
said organizations the amount apportioned to it; to hire and lease in the 
name of the Convention such property, both real and personal, as may be 
necessary for the purposes of the Board; to pledge the credit of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in borrowing funds necessary to the prosecu- 
tion of any work duly authorized by the Convention or its Executive 
Committee; to disseminate among the constituency of the Convention 
information concerning the work of the Convention, its Boards and its 
cooperating and affiliating organizations, and of the Ministers and Mis- 
sionaries Benefit Board; to aid in developing a spirit of beneficence among 
the constituency; to devise and promote ways and means for raising the 
money necessary for the prosecution of the work of all the organizations 
last mentioned; to receive all moneys raised for the prosecution of such 
work; to attend to the distribution of such money or property as may 
come into its hands, and in conformity with any condition imposed by a 
donor and accepted by the organization for which the money or property 
may be received; in the prosecution of these ends to work in close confer- 
ence and cooperation with these organizations, and with the organizations 
affiliating with the Convention, to seek the cooperation of all these bodies 
and to avail themselves of the services of the officers of the cooperating 

organizations in presenting their work to the denomination. It shall make 
a full written report to the Convention at each of its meetings. 

The Board shall consist of (1) The President of the Northern Baptist 
Convention; (2) four members of the Executive Committee of the Con- 
vention, to be elected by the Committee; (3) an administrative officer and 
three members of the Board of Managers of each cooperating organization, 
each Board to elect its own representatives; (4) an administrative officer 
and three managers of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, to 
be elected by its Managers; (5) an administrative officer and three mem- 
bers of the Board of Education, to be elected by that Board; (6) an 

administrative officer of each affiliating organization, and one other mem- 
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ber (pastor, layman, or woman) of a church within the organization, both 
to be elected by the latter; (7) a representative of each Standard City 
Mission Society in said “Class A,” to be elected by the Society; and (8) 
thirty-six members at large, to be appointed by the Executive Committee 
of the Convention. Of each class of twelve appointed in any year, at least 
six shall be laymen, and at least four shall be women. If at the time of 
his election either the Executive Secretary or the Treasurer of the Board 
be not a member of the Board, he shall become such by virtue of his 
election. 

(b) The members of the General Board of Promotion named in the 
preceding subdivisions (2), (3), (4), and (5) shall be elected on the 
Wednesday before the fourth Sunday in June or as soon thereafter as 
practicable, and each shall serve from the time of his election until the close 
of the next annual meeting and until his successor is elected. 

(c) The members named in the preceding subdivisions (6) and (7) 
shall be elected annually and each shall serve until his successor is elected. 

(d) One-third of the thirty-six members named in the preceding sub- 
division (8) shall be appointed annually and each shall serve until his 
successor is elected. 

Sec. 2. A vacancy in the General Board of Promotion caused by the 
death, resignation, or refusal to act of an elected member, except a 
member at large, shall be filled at its next meeting by the body electing 
such member; but a vacancy caused by the death, resignation, or refusal to 
act of any member at large may be filled by the Board itself, the person 
so elected to hold office until the close of the next meeting of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 3. On the adoption of this by-law the Executive Committee shall 
appoint as members of the General Board of Promotion: 


(a) The representatives of each affiliating organization. 


For such appointments its chief Executive Board may present nomina- 
tions, but if any such Executive Board shall fail so to do the delegation 
from the unrepresented State Convention may present such nominations 
to the Executive Committee. 

(b) The representative of each Standard City Mission Society in said 
\Cliss Aas 


Each person thus appointed by the Executive Committee shall hold 
office until his successor is elected by the organization which he repre- 
sents; which election shall take place at the first regular meeting of such 
erganization after the adoption of this by-law. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall divide the affiliating organiza- 
tions and also the City Mission Societies named in the preceding sub- 
divisions (6) and (7) into three equal classes, as near as may be. The 
representatives of the affiliating organizations and of the City Mission 
Societies in the first class shall serve for three years from their election 
by the organization which they represent; those in the second class shall 
Serve for two years; those in the third class shall serve for one year; and

those thereafter elected as successors to those whose terms of office expire 
shall serve for three years. 


Sec. 5. The Board shall appoint the following Standing Committees: a 
Budget Committee; an Apportionment Committee; an Administrative 
Committee; such other committees as the Board may from time to time 
deem necessary. 


Sec. 6. The Budget Committee shall consist of nine persons, a ma- 
jority of whom shall be laymen. 

Sec. 7. The Appropriations Committee shall consist of a representative 
from each of the following bodies: the Executive Committee of the Con- 
vention, the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, the Board of 
Education, the Board of Managers of each of the cooperating organiza- 
tions, a city church, a rural church, and a State Convention Appor- 
tionment Committee, together with an administrative officer of a State 
Convention. 

Sec. 8. The Administrative Committee shall consist of nineteen mem- 
bers of the General Board of Promotion, as follows: the Chairman of 
the Board, the Treasurer of the Board, one representative, not a 
salaried officer, of each of the cooperating organizations, of the 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board and of the Board of Education, 
two representatives of the State Conventions, and one representative of 
the Standard City Mission Societies, each of said representatives to be 
nominated by the body or bodies to be represented, and one representative 
of Schools and Colleges, and six additional members to be appointed by 
the Board. Of the six additional members, two must be women, two must 
be laymen, and two must be pastors. 


Sec. 9. Of the members first appointed to the Budget and Apportion- 
ment Committees respectively, one-third shall serve to the close of the 
next annual meeting, one-third to the close of the second annual meeting, 
and one-third to the close of the third annual meeting of the Board, and 
thereafter there shall be appointed annually one-third of the number of 
the members to serve for three years. The members of the Administra- 
tive Committee shall be appointed at the first meeting of the Board to serve 
to the close of the next annual meeting, and thereafter the committee 
shall be appointed annually to serve to the close of the next annual meeting. 

Sec. 10. It shall be tlie duty of the General Board. of Promotion: 

(a) To recommend a combined budget for the Convention and its 
cooperating organizations for the next ensuing fiscal year, and also the 
amount to be apportioned to each of the affiliating organizations, and to 
communicate to the Apportionment Committee of each such organization 
the amount apportioned to it. 

(b) Not less than three months before the annual meeting of the Board, 
through the Executive Secretary, to request from each affiliating organiza- 
tion and each Standard City Mission Society in said “ Class A,” a report of 
its proceedings, its proposed budget for the next ensuing fiscal year, and 
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other information respecting its plans. Each affiliating organization shall 
be requested also to make recommendations respecting moneys proposed or 
necessary to be raised by or for the denominational educational institu- 
tions in the State, and concerning any other contemplated financial 
campaign. The Board may express its judgment upon and may make 
recommendations respecting these budgets and campaigns. 

(c) To report its proceedings to the Executive Committee, to the Board 
of Managers of each of the cooperating organizations, to the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, to the Board of Education, to each 
affiliating organization, to the State Boards of Finance and Promotion, 
and to the Standard City Mission Societies. It shall also make a full 
report to the Convention at its next annual meeting. 

Sec. 11. Always subject to such regulations as the Convention may 
from time to time adopt, the Board may adopt by-laws for its government 
which are not inconsistent with the Act of Incorporation or the by-laws 
of the Convention, and also may elect its own Treasurer and other officers 
and define the duties of such other officers. 

Sec, 12. The Treasurer of the Board, under its instructions, shall re- 
ceive all moneys raised for the prosecution of the work of the Northern 
Baptist Convention, of its cooperating organizations, of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, and of the Board of Education, by means 
of such collecting agencies as may be appointed by these bodies in 
cooperation with the General Board of Promotion. He shall keep an 
accurate account of all moneys received by him and of the sources from 
which they were derived, and shall deposit and pay them out on the 
direction of the Board or of the Administrative Committee, and when- 
ever required by them shall make a written financial report. 

Sec. 13. The Administrative Committee of the Board shall appoint 
annually a member of the Board to act as an additional member of the 
Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. 


ARTICLE VII 
AFFILIATING ORGANIZATIONS oes 


Secrion 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention any 
Baptist State Convention in any State represented in the Convention may 
become an affiliating organization. 

Src. 2. An affiliating organization should agree: 

(a) To adopt the following statement of its objects: 

Tospromote in the State Olea. .5u5. 98 feats the preaching of the gospel, 
ministerial and general education, the establishment, maintenance, and 
assistance of Baptist churches and Bible schools, and the care of worthy 
pastors, their wives or widows, and their dependent children. _ 

To give expression to the opinions of its constituency upon moral, 
religious, and denominational matters, to promote denominational unity 
and efficiency in efforts for the evangelization of the world, to support 
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the affirmative, the matter shall be deemed settled; but if the Convention 
votes not to concur, the matter shall be dismissed from further considera- 
tion at that meeting of the Convention. 


(b) On a vote by States, each State shall be entitled to as many votes 
as it has State Conventions and an additional vote for every ten thousand 
members of Baptist churches within each State Convention in affiliation 
with the Northern Baptist Convention. 


If in any State there be no State Convention in affiliation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention, but there be in such State twenty-five 
Baptist churches which contribute money for said Convention and its 
cooperating organizations, said State shall be entitled to one vote and 
an additional vote for every ten thousand members of such contributing 
churches. 


(c) The vote of each delegation from a State shall be determined by 
the majority of its delegates voting. 


(d) A motion to vote by States shall be in order at any time while 
a motion is pending, shall not be debatable, and shall not close debate 
on the original motion. 

(e) For use at each annual meeting the Statistical Secretary shall 
prepare a statement of the number cf votes to which each State shall be 
entitled according to the best denominational statistics available. The 
statement thus prepared, when approved by the Executive Committee, shall 
be authoritative. 


ARTICLE IX 


AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended at any annual meeting of the Con- 
vention, either on the recommendation of the Executive Committee, given 
at a previous session of the Convention at which such amendment is sub- 
mitted, or after written notice of the proposed amendment, given at a 
previous annual meeting and signed by at least twenty-five delegates, 
representing not less than five States.

DEBATABLE MOTIONS IN WRITING 


Resolved, That all debatable motions shall be reduced to writing, and 
be in the hands of the Recording Secretary before a vote by the Con- 


peste. (Annual 1913, pages 1, 24.) 


NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF COMMITTEES 


Resolved, That, when the time for electing committees at the first 
afternoon session is reached, a recess of thirty minutes shall be taken 
to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Convention to 
meet, organize, and nominate to the Convention the committeemen on the 
Committees on Order of Business, on Nominations, on Selection of a 
Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on Resolutions. The mem- 
bers of the Committee on Nominations shall be nominated by ballot. 

That, at the close of the recess, the Recording Secretary of the Con- 
vention shall call the roll of States; that the chairman of each delegation, 
from his place on the floor, shall announce the names of the committeemen 
nominated to the Convention (a list of names having previously been sent 
to the Secretary’s table) ; and that then the Convention shall proceed to 
the election of the committees thus nominated. 

Immediately after the election, it shall be the duty of the President 


_ to announce the rooms in which the several committees so elected shall 


meet on adjournment of the session. The convener of each committee 
shall be the committeeman from the State or territory in which the 
Convention is meeting, or, in his absence, the committeeman from the 
State or territory in which the Convention met the previous year.

PROCEDURE IN A VOTE BY STATES 
Resolved, Whenever a vote by States is ordered, as provided in the by- 


laws, either of two undebatable motions shall be in order: 
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(1) That the debate now close, that the Convention recess for fifteen 
minutes to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Conven- 
tion to meet in their designated places on the floor of the Convention to 
take the vote, and that at the close of the recess the vote be reported to 
the Secretary, recorded, and announced, or, 


(2) That the vote by States be reported, recorded, and announced at a 
certain hour at some future session of the Convention, that the delegates 
from the territory of each State Convention meet at the close of this 
session of the Convention, in their designated places on the floor, and 
either then and there take their vote, or provide for further discussion 
within the delegations at their convenience at some other time and place, 

In case the second of these motions should prevail, debate on the main 
question may continue at the pleasure of the Convention, but a motion to 
close the debate shall be in order at any time. 

When the vote by States has been reported, recorded, and announced, 
the motion to concur, provided for in the By-laws, shall follow imme- 
diately without the intervention of any other business and without dis-

STANDARD City Mission SOocr£TIES 


At a meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention held in 1921 the 
standing resolution defining a Standard City Mission Society was 
amended so as to read as follows: 


There shall be three classes of City Mission Societies—Class A, Class B, 
and Class C. 

A Society of Class B is an incorporated Society located in a city having 
a population of 500,000 or more, or having at least ten thousand members 
of Baptist churches, and which expends annually not less than $10,000. 

Such a Society must annually submit its budget to the General Board 
of Promotion, must report annually its receipts and expenditures to the 
Convention of the State with which the Society is affiliated, and must 
maintain an office with an executive officer. 

A Society of Class B is an incorporated Society located in a city having 
a population of from 100,000 to 500,000 and which expends annually not 
less than $5000. 

Such a Society must annually submit its budget to the State Convention 
with which the Society is affiliated and must maintain an office with an 
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officer, whose election shall be subject to the approval of the 
Board of said State Convention and of the Board of Managers 
nerican Baptist Home Mission Society. 
y of Class C is a Society located in a city having a population 
100,000 and in which there are at least three Baptist churches. 
Society must annually submit its budget to the State Convention 
h the Society is affiliated and must be a constituted agent of

Section 2. COMMITTEE SERVICE 


(1) Meetings. The Committee held frequent meetings during the Con- 
vention at Indianapolis. It met also in Chicago, November 2, 1922, with 
thirty-one members present; and February 2, 1923, with twenty-five 
members present. All absentees from both meetings sent regrets. 


(2) Bereavement. Although the membership of F. W. Ayer in the 
Executive Committee had terminated, we cannot forbear to mention his 
long service to the Convention as a member of the Executive Committee 
and as its President during the year 1919-1920. His services to the king- 
dom of God were manifold. He’gave all of himself in a consecration that 
was noteworthy. His death was for him translation, while it bereaves us 
of splendid services faithfully rendered. 


(3) Financial. It is our duty to call attention to a practise which has’ 
grown up. Possibly it has been inevitable. The Convention budget pro- 
vides for the expenses of Convention work and administration so far as 
these can be foreseen. It should be kept in mind that all action of the Con- 
vention which provides for appointments of committees whose services 
require expenditure of money necessarily increases our expenses. It is 
difficult to finance the work of these committees in view of our limited 
resources. We therefore suggest to the Convention that extreme care be 
taken in adopting resolutions which provide for outlay of money unless at 
the same time the Convention shall devise measures for raising the money 
necessary to execute its action. We have no source of income applicable 
to the expenses of the Convention except our proportion of the receipts 
collected by The General Board of Promotion.

II. MATTERS REFERRED TO THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
(References are to Annual for 1922) 


The following matters were referred to the Executive Committee by 
the Indianapolis Convention: 


SECTION 6 


(1) Page 161, Item 217. The work of the American Bible Society had 
been previously endorsed by the Convention in the adoption of the reports 
of the Committees on Resolutions at the meetings in Denver in 1919, Buf- 
falo in 1920, Des Moines in 1921, and in Indianapolis in 1922. It was 
therefore not necessary for the Executive Committee to give special con- 
sideration to this matter. The Executive Committee would urge upon the 
Convention the inadvisability of endorsing any interdenominational or 
undenominational Christian enterprise simply by resolutions without ade- 
quate investigation. Furthermore, the Executive Committee wishes to 
express its opinion that the Convention should not agree to appoint 
members of Boards of Managers or Advisory Committees of any such 
organizations. Such action was taken some years ago by a resolution 
hastily passed. The appointment of a Convention representative upon 
such official bodies would logically commit us to the reception of the 
reports of such bodies from a duly accredited representative; to adding to 
our already overburdened program in providing opportunity for the pres- 
entation of the work of such organizations; and would morally obligate 
us as a Convention to financial support of such enterprises. 

(2) Basis of Representation in the Convention. (Page 28, Section 8; 
page 46, Items 35, 36.) At the last meeting of the Convention the Execu- 
tive Committee recommended that Article 1, Section 1 (a) be amended 
to read as follows: 


“Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one dele- 
gate and one additional delegate for every one hundred members, pro- 
vided the church during the year immediately preceding the annual 
meeting of the Convention shall have made a contribution of money 
for the work of at least one of the cooperating organizations of the 
Convention, or for the work of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board of the Northern Baptist Convention, or for the work of the 
Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention.” 


The Executive Committee recommends that Article I, Section 1 (a) be 
amended to read as follows: 


“ Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one delegate 
and one additional delegate for every one hundred members provided 
the church during the year immediately preceding the annual meeting 
of the Convention shall have cooperated in the financial support of 
the work of at least one of the cooperating organizations of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, or the work of the Ministers and Mis- 
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sionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Convention, or the 
work of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention.” 


(3) The Participation in the Observance of the Tercentenary of the Wal- 
loon-Huguenot Settlement in Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jersey, and 
New York. (Page 179.) The Executive Committee authorized the 
President to appoint a committee consisting of Rev. Albert G. Lawson, 
Rey. Charles L. White, and Rev. William H. Allison, to confer and 
cooperate with the committee of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America and other bodies interested in the observance of this 
Tercentenary. 


(4) The Baptist World Alkiance. (Page 183, paragraph at bottom of 
page.) The Committee authorized the President to appoint Rev. Maurice 
A. Levy and Rev. George A. Briggs on the committee constructed as 
indicated. This committee has been active in its work. 


Ill CHANGE IN THE PLACE OF THIS MEETING 
SECTION 7 


At its November meeting the Executive Committee received authorita- 
tive information that probably a place for the meeting of the Convention 
in the city of Washington, D. C., would not be ready in time for the 
meeting. Later an official communication was received from the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Columbia Baptist Association of the District of 
Columbia to the effect that it would be impossible to entertain the Con- 
vention properly in the city of Washington. At the first intimation of 
the possibility that the Convention would be obliged to meet elsewhere the 
Corresponding Secretary opened negotiations with those who have charge 
of Convention hospitality at Atlantic City, New Jersey. When positive 
assurance of the inability of our Washington brethren to extend to us their 
hospitality was received, all arrangements for the present place of meeting 
had been made. The Executive Committee, in accordance with power con- 
ferred upon it by the By-laws, Article III, Section 1, and in strict con- 
formity therewith, changed the place of meeting to Atlantic City. 


IV. CHANGES IN THE BY-LAWS 
Section 8 


The Executive Committee recommends the following changes in the 
By-laws, Article VI: 

(1) Section 1 (a). For the words “If at the time of his election the 
Executive Secretary be not a member of the Board, he shall become such 
by virtue of his election,” substitute the words “If at the time of his 
election, either the Executive Secretary or the Treasurer of the Board be 
not a member of the Board, he shall become such by virtue of his 
election.” 
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(2) Section 8. For the words. “shall consist of seventeen members 
of the General Board of Promotion, as follows,” substitute the words 
“shall consist of nineteen members of the General Board of Promotion, 
as follows: the Chairman of the Board, the Treasurer of the Board.” 


(3) Section 11. Strike out the words, “It shall report annually to the 
Convention.” 


SEcTION 9. Proposition or IMMANUEL Baptist CHuRCH, CHICAGO 


In November, 1922, some members of the Immanuel Baptist Church, 
Chicago, Ill, presented to the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention the possibility of a transfer of the church property to the 
Convention or to some Society or Societies cooperating with the Conven- 
tion, provided the transfer should be deemed feasible. The matter was 
discussed with the Finance Committee and with representatives of the 
Society and,Board who had been asked to be present, and as a result, 
Rev. Charles L. White, D. D., the Executive Secretary, and Mr. Samuel 
Bryant, the Treasurer of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
were requested to go to Chicago to examine the situation and to report 
to the Executive Committee of the Society. Doctor White and Mr. 
Bryant went to Chicago and on November 28, 1922, had a conference with 
Dr. Johnston Meyers, Mr. John Nuveen, and Mr. John C. Elsdon repre- 
senting the church. Doctor White and Mr. Bryant made a report of the 
conference to the Executive Committee of the Society, and the matter 
was dismissed from further consideration by the Executive Committee. 
The proposed transfer was later called also to the attention of the 
Executive Committee of the Convention which voted to authorize the 
President to appoint a special committee to consider any proposition that 
might be officially made by the Immanuel Church and presented by duly 
authorized representatives. This Special Committee consisted of repre- 
sentatives of the Executive Committee of the Convention, and of its Law 
Committee, and of each of the cooperating organizations of the Conven- 
tion, and of each of the Boards. The Committee met February 1, 1923, in 
Chicago. Officially appointed representatives of the Immanuel Church 
were present. After full opportunity for statements by these representa- 
tives, the Special Committee adopted the following: 


“This committee desires to express its appreciation of the splendid 
offer of the Immanuel Baptist Church of Chicago to transfer its 
property in such a way as to promote the interest of the constituency 
of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

“The committee is of the opinion that it has no authority or com- 
mission to make any recommendation regarding a change in the loca- 
tion of the headquarters of the cooperating organizations of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, and considers that the present is not an 
advantageous time to raise that question. 

“Having been advised by the Law Committee of the Northern 
Baptist Convention that the Northern Baptist Convention cannot 
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under its charter, granted by the State of New York, acquire the 
property offered by the Immanuel Baptist Church, and that The 
American Baptist Home Mission Society under its charter and espe- 
cially under the provisions of Section 3 of its charter can take the 
property either absolutely or under such trusts as may be mutually 
agreed upon, 

“We, therefore, recommend the favorable consideration by the 
Executive Committee of the offer of the Immanuel Baptist Church ‘to 
donate its property to the Baptist Denomination for Baptist uses,’ 
and further recommend that the Executive Committee, at once, 
arrange a conference between the representatives of the church, repre- 
sentatives of the Executive Committee, the Law Committee, of The 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, or some other proper and 
suitable organization, for the purpose of transferring the property of 
the church for the promotion of the work of the church and the 
general uses of the Baptist Denomination.” 


Next day, February 2, 1923, the Executive Committee of the Convention 
considered and adopted this report. Representatives of the Immanuel 
Church were present at this meeting of the Executive Committee and 
made statements. 

The Conference provided for in the recommendation of the Special 
Committee and by action of the Executive Committee was held in the 
city of New York, March 6 and 7, attended by representatives of all 
factors in the Conference mentioned in the action of the Executive 
Committee, and as a result of this Conference the following resolution 
was adopted : 


“ After full and free discussion of the proposition of the Immanuel 
Baptist Church of Chicago relating to the transfer of its property, 
this Conference declares its appreciation of the generous motives 
of said Church, but on account of the many serious legal and prac- 
tical questions which we consider are involved in this matter, we 
recommend to the Immanuel Baptist Church that they take up this 
matter with the Baptist Executive Council of Chicago, looking to 
the transfer of its property to that body under such terms and agree- 
ments as may be made between the two organizations.” 


It will be seen from the preceding recital of events that, because of 
many serious legal and practical questions involved, the proposition of 
the Immanuel Church to transfer its property was not regarded as feasible 
by the Committee of Thirteen, the Executive Committee, or the Special 
- Committee. 

It is needless to recite in detail either the legal or the practical reasons 
developed in all these meetings why the Convention could not accept the 
offer. At all the conferences the votes were unanimous except as stated 
‘above. Patient and prolonged consideration was given to this matter.

President’s Address 


Following the example of my illustrious predecessors I shall at this 
time bring to you the message of the President. 

Last year at Indianapolis, when you honored me with the office of the 
President of the Convention, I was deeply conscious of the honor, and 
I haye never ceased to be sensible of the great responsibility which the 
office carries with it. To the best of my ability I have tried to serve the 
Convention up to the present moment. Hearty thanks are due the officers 
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and members of the First Church of Indianapolis for the gracious way 
in which they have carried the work of the church in order that their 
Pastor might be released for the service of the Convention. Many things 
have had to be left undone, and perhaps many more might have been 
done much better, but where there have been mistakes or errors they 
have been of the head and not of the heart. The loyal support of every- 
body with whom the President has had to consult has been delightful; 
and the instant response to every call for assistance on the part of the 
leaders in our work has made the task a pleasure. 

While, so far as I know, every committee of the Convention has faith- 
fully performed the duties required, I cannot refrain from expressing my 
appreciation of the remarkable service rendered by the Committee on 
Future Denominational Program under the leadership of Dr. J. F. Vichert. 
The fidelity of the members; the large amount of thought and time given 
to the meetings; the deep devotional atmosphere which characterized every 
meeting, will long remain fragrant in the minds of the members of the 
committee. At their last meeting, after two days and nights of hard 
service, one of the members—the pastor of a great church—arose and 
thanked the President for naming him a member of the committee, and 
in a voice vibrating with feeling expressed his thanksgiving to God for 
the privilege of the fellowship of those never-to-be-forgotten days. Every 
soul in the room was in hearty accord with the sentiments expressed. 
Whether the report of that Committee shall he accepted or rejected you 
will determine; but be sure of this: The work was done in absolute 
dependence upon the leadership of the Spirit of God, and we shall do 
well to consider it in the same spirit when it comes before us. 

I suppose that every President who has preceded me has felt the sym- 
pathetic and tireless cooperation of our Corresponding Secretary, Dr. W. 
C. Bitting. But whether that be true or not, I] am sure that no one has 
ever appreciated his helpfulness more than myself. I am confident that 
few of us have the remotest idea of the time and strength given to the 
work of the Convention by our Corresponding Secretary, and we owe 
him a great debt of gratitude for his devotion to our work. 

Now perhaps a few words as to my stewardship may not be amiss. 
Almost immediately after the close of the Convention at Indianapolis the 
President sailed for Europe, as one of a party sent abroad by our Foreign 
Mission Society. We were received graciously by a large company of our 
Baptist ministers on our arrival in London, and I had the privilege of 
bringing to our English brethren the greetings of the Northern Conven- 
tion and the still greater privilege when, with the others of the party, I 
was a guest in the home of England’s grand old Baptist hero, saint, and 
scholar, Dr. John Clifford. In Paris I had the opportunity of speaking 
in four churches on the one Sunday that I was in the city, and on every 
occasion extended the greetings of our Northern Baptist Convention. 

But the real objective was Czechoslovakia, and there, beginning at 
Prague, Doctor Jones and the President traveled all over that beautiful 
country preaching the gospel. It was a great joy to address audiences 
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every night that filled to overflowing the largest theaters and halls, and to 
see the look of surprise that always came when we said we brought the 
greetings of seven million Baptists from the United States. Every night 
we delivered an address on religious liberty and then preached an evan- 
gelistic sermon. Scores and hundreds responded to the appeal and ac- 
cepted Christ as Saviour and Lord. Everywhere we were received with 
cordiality, and the people greatly appreciated the interest of their American 
brethren. They had never supposed there were as many Baptists in the 
world as we said there were in the United States. 

In Prague the government, through Mr. Stepanik, Ambassador to the 
United States, and Mr. Spacek, who is at the head of the Czechoslovakian 
legation in Washington, both of whom were there at the time of our 
visit, graciously entertained Doctor Jones and myself, attended our meet- 
ings, introduced us to the Lord Mayor of Prague, and assured us of the 
appreciation of the government of our addresses on religious liberty, 
which they felt were especially helpful at this time when their new 
Republic is in the making. 

On my return to this country I found an abundance of opportunity to 
further the cause by addressing meetings of our brethren all over the 
country. Of course only a limited number of invitations could be ac- 
cepted, but it was my privilege to address large gatherings of Baptists in 
Boston, Hartford, Newark, Trenton, Chicago, Denver, Minneapolis, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Detroit, and other places, and also to visit the State Con- 
ventions of Illinois, Indiana, New Jersey, and Massachusetts. I have at- 
tended conferences: and committee meetings in various places and carried 
on correspondence incident to the great Convention. Much time had to 
be given to the offer of the Immanuel church of Chicago, and perhaps 
more time was given to that matter than to any other one thing con- 
nected with our work. So much for the report on my stewardship. 

Now let me speak a word of gratitude for the things which have been 
and are being accomplished by the Convention. 

We have many reasons for thanksgiving as we gather here by the sea. 
I shall mention just a few of the achievements of the past four years. I 
am afraid we have allowed ourselves to think too much about things 
undone, and not enough about the things done. At Denver we enthusi- 
astically and heartily indorsed a program which was to cover five years. 
We listened to the survey of our needs and opportunities that gave us a 
vision of our respongibilities and, led by the Spirit of God, we arose and 
said, “ We will not be disobedient to the heavenly vision.” 

While it is true we did not secure pledges for a hundred million dollars, 
as we had hoped, we did secure pledges for at least forty-eight million 
dollars, and whatever may be said about our failure to reach the larger 
goal, we certainly have reason to thank God for one of the greatest 
achievements in our history as Northern Baptists. We were disappointed 
of course, but not nearly so much so as our missionaries were, and yet 
with characteristic consecration they have crowded back their tears and 
made the cuts necessary and carried on. 
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Some of us remember the first attempt to raise one million dollars, 
then six millions, and we remember the desperate struggle we made to 
get that six millions. How insignificant that seems now! Let us keep 
before us the fact that the same people, inspired and enlightened, went 
out and raised forty-eight millions and put the Northern Baptists at the 
head of the list of per-capita givers of any of the large denominations. 
Is not this something for which to praise God? More than this, we 
raised the standard of giving in our churches to a level never before 
thought possible. Churches that would have been amazed at an appor- 
tionment of $10,000 accepted a pledge of $50,000. Churches that were 
giving an average of $10,000 a year to missions pledged $200,000 and in 
some cases over $300,000 for the four years, and they are paying their 
pledges. We have taken a long step forward because of the New World 
Movement, and we shall never go back to the old standards again. 

Again let us be grateful for the fact that many individuals have been 
awakened to the needs of our work and have been led to consecrate 
money in larger amounts than ever before to the work of the kingdom. 
I think of a woman who visited China and saw the need for a dormitory 
for boys. She gave the money necessary, and that building will soon be 
dedicated. The other day that same lady sent a check for $1,000 to help 
on this year’s work. Another lady visited Japan, saw the heart-breaking 
scenes when students were turned away, and the nervous strain under 
which the principal was working. She came back and at a great sacrifice 
to herself gave the money needed. The balance was raised by a group of 
her friends, and the school was saved to a career of continued and in- 
creasing usefulness. 

In India, through a gift of Doctor Cole, the Woman’s Society has been 
enabled to erect greatly needed buildings in Nellore, which it was impos- 
sible for them to supply. Another very interesting event in the women’s 
work is the buying of property for a Nurses’ Training School and Baptist 
Headquarters in Lodz. There was a wonderful building there, a private 
hospital, built and equipped by a group of physicians for their private 
clinic, before the war. The war ruined their practise and left the people 
so poor that it was impossible for them to continue using the hospital. 
The women were able to get this property for the sum of $25,000, which 
was still further reduced by a drop in the price of the Polish mark, until 
the actual payment was less than $14,000. This money did not come to 
the women through the New World Movement, a$ it was not in the 
original budget. Mr. Sheppard, one of the men sent out by the Foreign 
Society to visit Northern Europe, gave the first $1,000, and individual 
givers made up the rest, but the New World Movement gave the inspira- 
tion that led to all these gifts. ; 

But the gifts of individuals have not only been for the foreign field. 
A half-million dollar gift recently came to the City Mission Society of 
New York, and in fact the New World Movement has placed these City 
Mission Societies on a much higher level than they ever occupied before. 
In the city of Detroit the other evening I attended the annual meeting of 
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the City Mission Society and heard the Superintendent, Doctor Gleiss, 
say that four years ago when a budget of $225,000 was suggested as a 
bare possibility for the next four years they all thought they were facing 
a heroic task, but they have raised and expended over a million dollars 
in the city mission work of that City. 

Still another achievement of the past four years has been the enrol- 
ment of thousands of our people as tithers. The B. Y. P. U. has given 
a great impetus to this work, and the young people of our constituency 
are not only dedicating their money to God, but they are consecrating 
their lives for service as never before. At every summer conference one 
of the most impressive and indeed thrilling services has been the calling 
of our young people to dedicate their lives to Christian service. Thou- 
sands have responded, and in the years to come we shall see many of 
these in the work of the ministry or on the mission field. Indeed there 
are scores of these young men and young women already preparing for 
the work of the ministry or for some mission field, who caught their 
vision at these summer conferences. 

Perhaps that which causes us to rejoice the most is the wonderful 
spirit of evangelism which has characterized the denomination all during 
this period of the New World Movement. There were some of us who 
feared that the concentration of our minds on the raising of such a vast 
sum of money as $100,000,000 would cause us to lose our spiritual fervor, 
but we have been gratified beyond words to see the splendid spirit of 
evangelism at home and abroad during these years. Pentecostal showers 
haye fallen on some of our foreign fields, and in Kengtung in Burma the 
harvest was so great that probably thousands will be unshepherded be- 
cause of our inability to care for the converts as fast as they come. 
Doctor Lerrigo’s story of what he witnessed in Africa as thousands were 
baptized on one station, is one of the most thrilling stories of missionary 
victory of recent years. In Europe, especially in Central Europe, people 
are turning from darkness to light in such large numbers that the figures 
are astounding. In Czechoslovakia over one million people have turned 
from Catholicism to Protestantism within the past three years. The gos- 
pel of religious liberty, which is the gospel of Christ, has borne fruit, and 
the people of the land of John Huss are turning to the teachings of the 
man who, although dead for five hundred years, seems to be the most 
vital force in the country today. His picture is found wherever there 
are Protestants. A great statue has been erected to him in the public 
square of Prague, displacing the statue of the Virgin Mary which was 
thrown down by the legionaries on their return from the war. The 
harvest there is great, but again the laborers are few. The people are 
hungering and thirsting for the pure gospel of Christ, and they are deter- 
mined to have religious liberty. What a mission we Baptists have there! 
In only one other place can it be equaled, and that is Russia. Russia is 
ripe and ready for evangelism, and we are told that over three million 
Baptists are ready and anxious to carry on the work of evangelism once 
the way opens. Brethren, we all ought to pray for Russia. Indeed, 
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“Each breeze that sweeps the ocean 
Brings tidings from afar 
Of nations in commotion 
Prepared for Zion’s war.” 


The Home Mission Society is rejoicing over the remarkable revival that 
has swept over Cuba, where a thousand inquirers have come forward 
and where classes have been formed to train converts for church-member- 
ship. This revival spirit is prevalent in Porto Rico and among the 
Spanish-speaking population of the southwest. 

In the Indian schools of those countries evangelism has been the domi- 
nant note, and at Bacone, Okla., practically the entire student body has 
come to Christ, and among the Indians along with the evangelistic spirit 
has come a spirit of generosity which has resulted in gifts totaling over 
$1,053,000, approximately $700,000 last year. 

In many of our schools and colleges special evangelistic meetings held 
this year have resulted in entire institutions being permeated with the 
revival spirit, and the atmosphere of some schools has been completely 
changed within the past year. 

One must not overlook the fact that the New World Movement has 
greatly enhanced the work of our State Conventions and City Mission 
Societies. As go our cities so will go the nation, and we are learning 
that it is positively dangerous to keep pouring money into some hopeless 
situation in a small country place and to neglect our cities. If the gospel 
of Christ cannot reach and change life in the city we are lost. But we 
have seen the advantage of giving our City Mission Society a larger 
place in our budget and in our thought. 

We are gratified for the recent gift of $500,000 to the work in the metro- 
politan area and for the spirit of our City Mission men who are charged 
with tremendous responsibility in these great centers of population. Never 
were there such great strides made in planning to take our cities for 
Christ as in the last four years. 

Interest in all State Convention work has greatly increased in recent 
years, and I doubt not that almost every State Secretary has had his heart 
eladdened as he has seen the large sums of money released for the king- 
dom, by those hitherto thought impossible to reach with the ordinary 
appeal. 

In one State with which I am familiar we are raising a new order of 
men, the Order of Barnabas. We are having men come to the State 
Secretary and hand over their farms, literally following the example of the 
good man of apostolic days who sold his land and laid the money at the 
apostles’ feet. And so one could go on and mention other things which 
have come to pass in these days, but I commend to your careful. reading 
the best seller of the past year, a little book called “On the March,” 
which is in itself an achievement worthy of any denomination. 

But, my brethren, we know well that there are difficulties. There are 
obstacles; there are dangers. We have achieved; but we have had to 
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overcome tremendous odds during these days, and if we are to go on to 
victory it will not be along any pathway of ease. The past four years 
have been years to try men’s souls; years which for some of our leaders 
have been heart-breaking, but years when some of them have learned as 
never before the power, the love, and the friendship of God. In fact, if 
God had not been in this Movement from the beginning it would have 
been killed long ago. We did not all see “eye to eye” as time passed. 
Even though at Denver we voted the Movement enthusiastically, we soon 
faced much criticism. Some of it was fair and just, and some of it was 
utterly unfair and very unjust. It ought to be kept clearly in mind that 
in every instance where criticism has arisen, every organization involved 
has been willing and glad to face the criticism, investigate the facts, and 
do everything possible to remedy the trouble. In spite of this there are 
those who, for some reason, do not care to know the truth, but prefer 
to criticize rather than to take hold and help in our great program. 

One of the obstacles to progress has been the disposition to change. 
Too much valuable time and money has been spent in an effort to change 
every plan and meet every criticism that has come. If we could only stay 
put long enough we could readily accomplish what we once decided to do. 
It was inevitable that changes would have to be made as the faults of the 
plan were discovered, but it would have been much better if these changes 
could have been made without creating trouble and destroying the morale 
of the whole constituency. 

It was said that the schools and colleges were hot-beds of infidelity and 
false teaching. An investigation was made, and Doctor Goodchild’s 
report greatly assured us on that matter. 

It was said there were too many salaried persons on the staff: so very 
competent, and in the thinking of some, very necessary assistants have 
béen released. 

It was said that missionaries were teaching false doctrines, and at great 
expense of time careful investigation has been made, and these reports 
have proved to be unfounded. 

It was said that if gifts could be designated vast sums would come 
into the treasury. That defect was remedied, but no extra clerks have 
been necessary to care for the vast sums, because either the people who 
were holding up their contributions on that account have decided not to 
give their money, or have not learned that the change has been made. 

It has been said that some way must be found so that every church, as 
well as any individual, can have certain objects for which the church or 
the individual can contribute. The report of the committee on Future 
Denominational Program may solve that problem. 

In other words, everything possible has been done to meet the criticism 
of every fair-minded person; therefore, let us go forward into the last 
year of the program assured that we can all have, and ought to have, a 
vital interest in its success. 

Some time ago a letter was sent to a number of our leaders, asking 
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some questions. Among these questions was this one: “ What shall we 
emphasize during the last year of the campaign?” 

The answers were remarkable for the unanimity of the opinion ex- 
pressed. Practically all say the same things. As, for instance, ‘ Steward- 
ship of life and gifts,” “ Payment of all pledges,” or, in other words, as 
much honor in religious affairs as there is in ordinary business morality. 
One writer says: “We need to emphasize the completion of the New 
World Movement with honor; the satisfaction on the part of subscribers 
of paying their pledges in full; the satisfaction on the part of the denomi- 
nation of paying in full the accumulated indebtedness of the Societies; 
the joy of actually doing new items of work projected in the survey; 
laying secure the foundations upon the principles of stewardship for 
future denominational work.” 

This writer also says: “I feel that a word of caution at this point is 
necessary, for it would be very easy to expect the impossible from the 
Stewardship Campaign. Educational processes, especially with a mass of 
people, are always, it seems, slow. It will take a full generation of per- 
sistent missionary education and emphasis upon the principles of steward- 
ship to bring our denomination beyond the point of special financial efforts. 
We should not deceive ourselves at this point.” f 

Another says: “ We need to emphasize most of all the fact that when 
we launched the new World Movement we had a vision as to our duty 
and responsibility as a great denomination for the world service. While 
mistakes have been made, it would have been a far greater mistake for 
us not to have attempted a program in keeping with the magnitude of the 
task which Christ committed to his church. We need to see again the 
vision which held us in its power at Denver. We need to forget the 
mistakes which we have tried to correct, and from which we are profiting, 
and get again that great vision, and with renewed courage and consecra- 
tion address ourselves unitedly to the realization of the goal before us. 

“ Where would we be today had we not had the vision at Denver? 
There is scarcely any limit to what we might accomplish in the last year 
of this program if we could again come to the mountaintop experience of 
the presence and power of Christ and agree to throw our hearts and souls 
into the forward movement.” Now, my brethren, I agree with all that 
is said, but I am sure the most important is that which is mentioned last, 
namely, a new vision. On the mountain at Denver we saw a world in 
need. As that wonderful survey was read to us we listened for hours 
with growing interest. When the whole program was fairly before us 
we enthusiastically indorsed it. Perhaps Paul’s words to the Galatians are 
true of us, “ Ye did run well for a season.” Perhaps we have lost our 
vision. Perhaps we need again to see our Leader, and it may be we are 
like one of old who started on a venture of faith and then took his eyes 
off his Lord and fixed them on the boisterous waves. 

If this is so I believe that if we recognize our need the same Christ 
who saved Peter will save us. 

I am glad that the Convention text is “Thy kingdom come.” I have 
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been hoping and praying that the Christ who loved the sea and at the 
seaside performed miracles and called forth leaders, who fed the multitude 
and quieted the storm and spake parables of the great kingdom; the 
Christ who encouraged the toilers of the sea who were tired and weary 
with a night of fruitless effort, will meet us here as we wait by the sea 
during these days. I am hoping that here he will open our eyes and let us 
see the world as he sces it, feel the need as he feels it, and give unto us 
the same passionate desire to save it as he always had. 

May we give every speaker our prayerful attention. May we listen care- 
fully to the returned heroes of the mission fields; may we see the men 
and women of burning hearts who are fighting so desperately to hold 
the lines, and may our hearts respond to the call to a new consecration of 
life and gifts. We need a renewed faith in an omnipotent God who is 
still our leader, a renewed faith in our own ability as a denomination to 
meet the needs of our part of the world field; and we need a faith that 
will enable us to do the impossible. 

One of the boys who was at the Chateau Thierry and who was badly 
wounded, was carried back to the hospital, and when the surgeons began 
their work with him his whole soul was still aflame with the enthusiasm 
of the fight and, looking up into the face of the surgeon, he said, “TI tell 
you, sir, they did things out there that can’t be done.’ And I am hoping 
and praying that in these days we shall catch that spirit which shall lead 
us out to do the things that cannot be done. 


12. On motion of Sec. J. H. Franklin, it was voted that the 
fraternal greetings of the Northern Baptist Convention be sent 
to the Baptists of Japan, meeting to celebrate their semicentennial 
at Tokyo, on Sunday, May 27. 

13. Pres. W. H. P. Faunce, of Rhode Island, addressed the 
Convention on “ Thy Kingdom Come.” 
14. The Convention observed a period of prayer. 


15. On motion the Convention adjourned until 2 p. m. that the 
State Delegations might meet to nominate members of the Com- 
mittees of the Convention, as provided in the Standing Resolution.

‘ 17. Rev. F. A. Hayward, of Indiana, offered prayer. 
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18. The Recording Secretary read the names of Committeemen 
nominated by the State Delegations (see Appendix A), and on 
his motion the persons named were elected members of the 
several committees as nominated. 

19. On motion of Rev. H. A. Heath, of Massachusetts, it was 
voted that the Committee on Nominations be instructed to make 
its report to the Convention on Friday and that the election of 
officers be held not later than Saturday noon. 

20. Rev. A. A. Shaw, of New York, addressed the Convention

a The Convention observed a period of prayer. 

22. D. C. Shull, of Iowa, announced on behalf of the Hnales 
Committee that the presentation of its report would be delayed 
until a later session. 

23. The Corresponding Secretary presented the recommenda- 
tion contained in Section 6, paragraph 2, of the Report of the 
Executive Committee (See Item 5) relating to an amendment 
to Article I, Section 1 (a), of the By-laws of the Convention, and 
on motion of F. W. Freeman, of Colorado, after discussion by 
Max Schimpf, of New York, the recommendation was adopted. 

24. On motion of Pres. C. A. Barbour, of New York, a reso- 
lution prepared by the New York delegation, requesting the Goy- 
ernor of New York not to sign but to veto the act repealing the 
Mullan-Gage Enforcement Act, was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

25. The following report of the Committee on Baptist Service 
was presented by the Recording Secretary, and on his motion 
was received : 


Report of the Committee on Baptist Service 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Nearly three hundred years have passed since the first Baptists came to 
America. Those three centuries have witnessed a remarkable growth in 
numbers, a steady gain in public respect, and the attainment of a position 
of influence both at home and abroad. They contain a record of staunch 
maintenance of civic principles that have been accepted by the nation, 
of splendid devotion to missionary evangelism, of loyalty to the person 
and teachings of Jesus Christ. The service that has been rendered by 
individuals and ‘organizations must not be forgotten by us. We may 
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well pause in our concern for contemporary issues, and hark back in ap- 
preciative thought to the achievements of those who have gone before us. 

The colonial period is the time of beginnings, when the foundations 
of churches were being laid and the Baptists were winning a place 
in the sun. The struggle for existence and freedom to expand was a 
necessary preliminary to the swift expansion of later days. Freedom is 
not positive, definite, reliable enough to be a corner-stone in the construc- 
tion of a religious system, but it is necessary for the growth of sincere 
spiritual religion. Religion is not a mechanical structure, but a growing 
organism, and it must have freedom in order to expand. For many years 
our fathers suffered personal hardships from the established ecclesiastical 
order in both Massachusetts and Virginia, but in both colonies they 
agitated successfully for religious freedom and the separation of Church 
and State. Roger Williams at Providence and John Clarke at Newport 
were the Baptist statesmen who showed in Rhode Island that it was 
possible to build a colony with freedom in religion, and because they in 
Rhode Island and the Quakers in Pennsylvania demonstrated the possi- 
bility, the new nation adopted freedom and equality before the law as 
a cardinal principle of American faith and practise. So axiomatic does 
this seem to us that we are likely to forget how revolutionary it was at 
that era, but we should remember that it was the almost universal rule 
among Protestants in Europe that the State should determine the religion 
of its people. Truly it was a new world in America when the heavy 
hand of the State was removed from the Church, and men and women 
were free to think, to worship, and to organize as they believed them- 
selves taught by Scripture or inspired by the Holy Spirit. 

The winning of religious freedom cleared the way to achievement. It 
became possible for the churches to make other contributions. These 
are implicit in a free Christianity, but they were new experiments in 
church organization. They are voluntarism, democracy, and denomi- 
nationalism. 

Voluntarism is the principle of free and willing maintenance of an insti- 
tution without the necessity of taxation or endowment. Neither Catholics 
nor Protestants had dared to trust to the good-will of their people to main- 
tain the institutions of religion. The Baptists in America had to support 
their own churches besides paying taxes for the support of a religious 
establishment, and in that hard school they learned how to give, so that 
when all churches were thrown upon their own resources they were 
ready not only to support themselves, but also to contribute to the prop- 
agation of the Christian faith on American frontiers and in the far- 
flung missionary areas overseas. The missionary enterprise is a stu- 
pendous undertaking, when it is remembered that the societies that direct 
it are voluntary, that its directing boards are unpaid, and that its re- 
sources are the generous hearts of its constituents. Greater sums are 
devoted to the support of local churches, but they too are the voluntary 
gifts of the members, yet for generations ministers have labored, Sunday- 
school teachers have instructed, workers have toiled for little return be- 
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cause of their love for the cause. Voluntarism must be reckoned as one 
of the unique, revolutionary, invaluable contributions that America has 
made to the making of the Christian church, and Baptists were its pioneers. 

Democracy is so familiar to us in Church as in State that we do not 
realize how revolutionary it was to give ecclesiastical affairs to the people. 
Catholics and Episcopalians depended on the clergy. Presbyterians trusted 
to an aristocracy of ministers and elders. Even Congregationalists feared 
to go the full limit of their principle at first. But the Baptists demon- 
strated the right and the ability of the local church to manage its own 
affairs, and of all the members of the church to share in responsibility. 
As with religious liberty, so with ecclesiastical democracy, the Baptists 
blazed a path for others who should follow, until every variety of Protes- 
tant organization that has counted for much in this country is organized 
democratically. Authority may be delegated, but the ultimate on rests 
with the individual members of the churches. 

Denominationalism is possible because men are free to think and or- 
ganize as they please, and because they discovered common beliefs and 
common interests that justified denominational organization. Because 
of their intense individualism and localism, Baptists were slow to organize 
their associations and conventions and to realize a strong denominational 
consciousness, but when we consider their loose organization during most 
of their history, it is remarkable how they have held together, have grown 
to power as a denomination, and have consistently maintained their loy- 
alty to the basic principles of the Baptist faith. Slow as they were to 
appreciate denominational fellowship on a large scale, they are slow now 
that they have won it to surrender any denominational values to federa- 
tion of denominations, but there is every reason to believe that we shall 
learn to cooperate more and more while we lose none of the values of 
the denomination to which we have pledged our loyalty. 

Liberty, voluntarism, democracy, denominational fellowship—these are 
the achievements of the colonial period that loom large in our history. 
Against that background Baptists of the national period have made their 
achievements. 

The outstanding fact in American church history is the expansion of 
religion that has come with freedom and democracy. That expansion has 
been due in the main to evangelism. The free, voluntary character of 
religion made necessary the personal appeal. No man in America could 
be forced to assume religious responsibilities. He must be persuaded. 
Out of that necessity sprang the evangelism that began with Roger Wil- 
liams and Peter Folger among the Indians of New England, that continued 
with Isaac Backus and Hezekiah Smith and Isaac Case on the frontiers of 
colonial New England, and with John Gano and Shubael Stearns and 
Daniel Marshall in the South, and that developed into home and foreign 
missions in the nineteenth century. 

Evangelism was of the genius of the Baptists. Untrained exhorters 
gave of their best to the people among whom they itinerated. Among the 
elemental passions of the frontier religious emotionalism found vent in 
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the camp-meeting. In the older sections revivals were less exciting, but 
the evangelistic preaching of thousands of pulpits brought continual acces- 
sions to the churches. 

As evangelism broadened out from local centers to the farther areas 
it needed regulation and support. A group of churches could do this better 
than one. Already the association of churches had come into existence. 
The desire for fellowship and counsel brought into being first the Phila- 
delphia Association as early as 1707. Philadelphia Baptists made notable 
contribution to Baptist development. They commissioned evangelists to 
the South, helped to plant a Baptist college in the North, and demon- 
strated the usefulness of the association so fully that similar groups of 
churches were organized both South and North. 

All these colonial undertakings required leaders, and they were forth- 
coming. Singularly enough, it was Middle colony men who became the 
prominent leaders in New England, and Northern or Middle colony men 
who pioneered in the South. James Manning went from Princeton to 
Rhode Island to become the first President of Brown University, and to 
introduce the idea that eventuated in the Warren Association. Hezekiah 
Smith, likewise from Princeton, became pastor at Haverhill, evangelist 
at large, chaplain in the Revolution, and a coworker in Baptist enter- 
prises with Manning. Samuel Stillman went from the South to the 
pastorate of the First Baptist Church in Boston. The first evangelists 
to the South were from New England and the Middle colonies, and the 
Philadelphia Confession of Faith fashioned the creed of Southern Bap- 
tists so firmly that they remain the bulwark of orthodox Calvinism. 

Among the leaders of the colonial period, most of them great preachers, 
were Elisha Callender, of Boston; Samuel Shepard, of New Hampshire; 
Valentine Wightman, of Connecticut; Isaac Backus, of Massachusetts, 
the historian of the New England Baptists and agent of the Warren 
Association in championing the rights of the Baptists of that section; 
Abel Morgan, of Philadelphia, first American defender in print of be- 
lievers’ baptism; Samuel Jones and Morgan Edwards of the same city— 
all of them worthy representatives of the Welsh, who gave John Myles 
to Massachusetts as its first Baptist pastor, and supplied the sinew of the 
Baptists in the Philadelphia region; in the South, John Gano, John Leland, 
and Oliver Hart. Pillars of truth and righteousness as they understood 
those qualities, those men stood manfully in their places while lesser men 
labored at the building of the denomination. 

Almost without exception the Baptists were sympathetic with the Revo- 
lution, They constituted a considerable part of the fighting force in the 
South, and ministers like Hezekiah Smith, John Gano, and David Jones 
served as chaplains in the army. When the war was over, and the critical 
period of national organization came on, they showed a similar patriotism. 
As Baptists had been represented among the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, so there were Baptists, both ministers and laymen, in 
the convention that made the national Constitution. Isaac Backus by his 
words in the Massachusetts convention that was called to ratify that 
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Constitution helped to furnish the small majority that voted in favor 
of its adoption. Into that Constitution went the provision that there should 
be no establishment of religion in the American nation, a principle that 
was Baptist from the beginning. Baptists have been loyal citizens from 
that time to this, when they are proud to number among them the Presi- 
dent of the United States and two members of his Cabinet. 

Baptists have been more than most denominations a people of the local 
church. Magnifying the principle of the independence of the local group, 
they have been loyal to that group. They know that in the local church 
are the direct personal contacts that give Christian stimulus and fellow- 
ship. There religion is visible and tangible, and one feels the tie that 
binds in Christian love. There is realized the power of the spoken 
word. Perhaps the greatest modern contribution that the Baptists have 
made is their evangelical pulpit. With faithful iteration ministers have 
urgently, chidingly, persuasively declared the way of eternal life. Some, 
well-trained, have been able to guide wisely the inquiring minds of thought- 
ful persons in the pew; others with spiritual zeal and untamed native 
eloquence have gripped their audiences of average folk, whether farmers, 
mechanics, or trades people, and have won them by the thousands to 
allegiance to Jesus Christ. So numerous have been the-preachers who 
have won distinction as leaders that it is difficult to choose among them 
for special mention. 

In the North the most notable preachers were pastors of churches in 
prominent centers, especially Boston and Philadelphia. Baldwin and 
Sharpe, Stow and Neale, Gordon and Gifford in Boston for long years 
made the Baptist pulpit eminent. Colver and Lorimer and Henson spoke 
in Tremont Temple to crowds of eager listeners, as they had done in 
other cities. Cone and Armitage and MacArthur gave a prominence to 
the Baptist pulpit in New York City that it has not always enjoyed © 
equally with other cities. In Philadelphia Staughton and Conwell have 
been educators as well as preachers; Hoyt and Boardman are names that 
remind us of families that served bravely and well in more than one 
field of service. 

Not a few men have gained a well-deserved reputation as preachers 
who at the same time have proved themselves able leaders in education. 
Wayland, Robinson, Andrews, Faunce, were all conspicuous homiletically 
before they became presidents of Brown University, and similar examples 
might be named from all parts of the country. 

The North has had its flaming evangelists, men like Jacob Knapp and 
Jabez Swan, who could call down the lightnings of God’s wrath, and 
many gentler spirits who in their quieter way have Seas men and women 
to the Cross by the cords of divine love. | 

In the South there have been fewer opportunities to shine in city pulpits, 
but Baptist ministers as a rule have preferred rural churches. From 
Richard “Furman and Andrew Broaddus to J. B. Gambrell and G. W. 
Truett the Baptist pulpit of the South has echoed to the eloquence of men 
convinced that they had an urgent, vital message, and burning with a 
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divine passion for the salvation of immortal souls. Brantly and Broad- 
dus, Jeter and Hatcher, Furman and Fuller, Marshall and Manly, Williams 
and Whitsitt, these names fall from the lips with alliterative repetition, 
but with little of the significance that those names had to their contempo- 
raries. 

It has been characteristic of Baptist preachers as a group that they 
have been preeminently Biblical preachers, expounding the Book that 
to them was the fountain of life and the memorial of the Lifegiver. 
They have been self-sacrificing men, from colonial times working in 
thousands of cases for a mere pittance in a rural parish, where, like the 
flower in the crannied wall, they have lived true to type but unhonored 
and unsung. Illustrious as the prominent names may be, the real 
strength of the denomination has been and still is in the devoted service 
of the rank and file of men everywhere who have stood unflinchingly in 
their pulpits Sunday after Sunday as ambassadors of the Most High. 

When the national period began about 1790, there were approximately 
sixty-five thousand members of American Baptist churches, a number 
equal to those baptized into membership in the Baptist churches of Massa- 
chusetts alone during the twenty years from 1900 to 1920. Between 1790 
and 1810 Baptists rapidly increased. The so-called Evangelical Reawaken- 
ing quickened the churches, and out of it came new enterprises that have 
broadened and deepened the religious thought and experience of the 
denomination. The interest of the people broadened out from the local 
church to Christian missions and religious education, enterprises that 
have enriched and fructified areas of thought and endeavor undreamed of 
by the fathers of the colonial churches. 

By 1790 frontier missionaries were ranging among the settlements from 
the Maine coast to the fringes of New York and Canada, and from the 
seaboard of Virginia and the Carolinas over the mountains into Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. Within the next twenty years New England mis- 
sionary societies were making themselves responsible for definite under- 
takings, and Baptist pioneers were finding their way north of the Ohio 
into the Old Northwest. Baptists had begun their inevitable march 
toward the setting sun. 

Meantime English Baptists had started their foreign missionary enter- 
prise in India. Within twenty years American Baptists followed their 
example. 

Nothing has so stirred the hearts of American Baptists as the foreign- 
mission enterprise. Its organization marks a very definite step in Baptist 
history. Its deep underlying cause was the evangelistic spirit of the 
denomination. Its incentives were the English Baptist mission of Carey 
in India, and the home-missionary experiments that had begun already 
along the expanding frontiers of America. Its immediate occasion was 
the conversion of Judson and Rice to Baptist principles on their way to 
India. The call of Judson to the Baptist churches of America crystallized 
the missionary spirit that was in solution and made possible the national 
organization of the Triennial Convention in 1814. Thomas Baldwin and 
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Lucius Bolles of New England, William Staughton of Philadelphia, and 
W. B. Johnson and W. T. Brantly in the South, were foremost supporters 
of the new undertaking. Luther Rice, returning from India, went about 
among the churches to arouse their zeal, knight errant for the heathen, 
doing for them in America what he was not privileged to do in their 
midst. 

The contribution of such a pioneer as Adoniram Judson to the universal 
kingdom of God cannot be measured in words. Like Carey, he found 
his task in laying the foundations on which others reared the structure, 
and right manfully he toiled and endured with brain and heart and the 
utmost capacities of his whole personality. Beside him and after him 
stand those who opened the doors of faith and hope to the Karens. 
Boardman, Wade, Vinton, Cushing, Smith, are names that must not 
be forgotten in the history of the Baptists in Burma, and Abbott and 
Carpenter, prophets of the self-support that in time was to distinguish 
the Burma mission among all the missions of the world. American Bap- 
tists have made their greatest foreign-missionary contribution in their 
successful demonstration of the power of Christianity among primitive 
peoples, of the practicability of self-support of native churches and schools, 
and of the value of intensive effort on a comparatively small territory. 

The patient courage of the early missionaries among the Telugus in 
South India is another contribution. The pioneer work of Samuel Day, 
the sublime faith of Lyman Jewett on Prayer-meeting Hill at Ongole 
and again in the meeting of the Missionary Union in America, when 
he championed the cause of the Telugus, the wise helpfulness of John 
Clough and his willingness to spend himself for the despised outcastes, 
are fruits of the spirit of God that have delighted the hearts of millions 
who have read the story of their sacrifice and faith. True to the genius 
of the denomination, the missionaries in India, talking with individuals, 
preaching to small or large groups at the regular stations, itinerating 
among the villages, have stressed the work of evangelism and have 
gathered in their converts by the tens of thousands, but in the later 
years they have learned how necessary are Christian schools and hospitals 
and agricultural and domestic training to make strong and capable men 
and women. 

In Bengal-Orissa the Free Baptists found their opportunity to plant 
and water the seeds of the gospel. Never large in numbers nor rich 
in material wealth, Free Baptists have carried the torch of Benjamin 
Randall to the hill villages of northern New England and the newer. 
towns by the Western lakes, have maintained at Bates and Hillside worthy 
institutions for the training of their young people, and under a foreign 
sun have been true to the Great Commission of the Master. Benjamin 
Randall was anathema to the sturdy Calvinists of old New England, but 
he had caught before others the gentler message of peace and good-will 
which his followers repeated in opposition to Negro slavery, and which 
we have learned to preach and practise with the passing years. 

Baptist missions in Assam have not been blazoned on the screen, but 
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preachers and teachers in the far interior have toiled among the hill 
and river peoples patiently, persistently, as missionaries always toil, have 
baptized their converts, gathered them into schools, taught them the rudi- 
ments of civilization and of Christian living, and have laid down their 
sheaves at the Master’s feet. 

Baptists have spent their greatest strength in those provinces of India. 

There they have achieved conspicuous success and will maintain prom- 
inence in leadership. Elsewhere they have shared in a minor way with 
other evangelical denominations. In China they early found a place 
in the South and sent the Ashmores to hold the fort in Swatow, and to 
advance militantly into the regions round about, and they responded nobly, 
they and their successors. They planted a field in East China, and 
appointed the Goddards to be master husbandmen. They sent the Adams 
family to Hanyang as an experiment station in the Yang-tze valley, and 
away up the valley into the distant West of China they sent the banner 
of the Cross to Chengtu. Only now are the harvests revealing the faithful 
cultivation of the missionary workers, but we are beginning to realize 
something of the value of a Christian China in the future history of 
the world. 
-In Japan Nathan Brown pioneered, learning a new language in his 
ripening years that he might give the Bible to the people in their own 
tongue. John Dearing made the Baptists highly respected in spite of 
the few who bore the Baptist name. Captain Bickel made a unique 
contribution in his ministry to the people of the Inland Sea, the more 
noteworthy because missionary efforts in Japan have been so generally 
concentrated in a few urban centers. In the Philippines Baptists accepted 
the responsibility of a certain section of the country after the Spanish 
War, sent Eric Lund in to blaze a path, and are making history that will 
multiply its honorable records by and by. 

In two other areas Baptists have made their foreign missionary con- 
tribution. Among sophisticated Europeans with their stereotyped forms 
of state religion they have preached the message of individual regenera- 
tion, and today are reaping a harvest scarcely imagined a few short 
years ago. Among the primitive Africans in the Congo valley they have 
turned thousands from superstition and idolatry to the worship of the 
one God, and to a willing acceptance of Jesus Christ as Lord and Saviour. 
The story of Henry Richards at Banza Manteke reads like a romance, 
and can be compared in our foreign-mission annals only with the Telugu 
Pentecost and the more recent ingatherings along the northern border 
of Burma. 

The story of foreign missions would be quite incomplete without men- 
tion of the devoted women who counted not their lives precious, if 
they might serve Christ. Women were among the first to kindle with 
zeal for missions. The Boston Female Society for Missionary Purposes 
was founded in 1800, and its secretary, Mary Webb, though a cripple, 
by her tireless enthusiasm kept up the local interest. This was but the 
beginning of local women’s organizations of various names. 
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It did not seem advisable to the Foreign Mission Society to commission 
single women to the perilous service in India and Burma, though such 
women were candidates for appointment, and missionaries like Judson 
would have welcomed their assistance. But from the beginning the wives 
of missionaries did yeoman service. The faithful industry and dauntless 
courage of Mrs. Judson and Mrs. Boardman, of Mrs. Mason and Mrs. 
Ingalls, are evidence of the pioneer spirit that animated women in the 
midst often of the loss of the dearest members of their families and 
always in the midst of ignorance, squalor, and the most dispiriting in- 
difference of the people. 

These women urged the women of the American churches to organized 
cooperation, when they were on furlough in this country. Through the 
influence of Mrs. Mason a group of Boston women, nearly all Baptists, 
organized in 1860 the Society for the Promotion of Female Education 
in the East. This was intended to be the first of many such societies 
in the cities of the United States. It was in the work of education that 
women missionaries found their most useful field of effort. They had 
the sympathetic understanding that could win the children, and the 
patience to teach day after day until results should appear. The schools 
on the mission fields that owe their existence to women are among the 
memorable achievements of the denomination. 

By 1870 the time seemed ripe for a national organization of Baptist 
women. In that year Mrs. Carpenter of Burma made the suggestion 
in a letter to her sister, Mrs. Alvah Hovey, and through their initiative 
the Woman’s American Baptist Mission Society was organized in Boston 
the next year. In the same year 1871 the women of the Middle West 
organized their Society of the West separately for geographical reasons, 
arid three years later a Society of the Pacific Coast came into existence. 
These Societies ventured to send out unmarried women, and their decision 
was more than justified. A tendency toward unity brought the two 
Western Societies together after twenty years, and in 1914 a merger of 
East and West took place. 

The thrilling story of the achievement of Baptist women in the mission- 
ary field must not obscure remembrance of the women of the American 
churches who supplied the sinews of their efforts. Thousands of mission 
circles in local churches stimulated interest in Eastern peoples, and ac- 
cumulated annual gifts from the members, many of them hard-earned. 
In fifty years they increased their offerings from $13,400 to over a 
million in the jubilee year, and the number of missionaries from twelve 
to two hundred and thirty-five. Children, too, were organized by earnest 
women into mission bands and taught the elements of missionary practise 
and missionary history. 6 

Endurance and sacrifice abroad, diligent endeavor and abiding faith 
at home—these are the gifts that have been laid on the altar of foreign 
missions in addition to huge sums of money. And the work goes on in 
ever wider circles and with both old and new methods. Missionaries 
began as evangelists, and they still go on tour. They started elementary 
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schools, and they have lengthened their cords and strengthened their 
stakes until Judson College in Burma and Shanghai College in China are 
leaders among higher institutions, and the theological seminaries at Insein 
in Burma and Ramapatnam in South India are graduating into the ranks 
of native churchmen the future leaders of their people in increasing 
numbers. They sent out Christian physicians to heal bodies as well 
as souls, and Christian hospitals and dispensaries give evidence that 
Christians today have not forgotten the dual ministry of Jesus. Missionary 
scholars have pored for weary hours over difficult languages, and have 
spent years in the work of translating the Bible, until they have put 
the message into thirty or more languages or dialects. They have pre- 
pared dictionaries and lexicons and other paraphernalia for language 
study. The Rangoon Press for a hundred years has been increasingly 
useful in serving the intelligent Christians in Burma. Agriculture and 
handicrafts are taught that the people may not remain in misery and 
poverty like their fathers. Institutional churches at Tokio and Swatow 
have been organized that the people may know how to apply Christianity 
to their daily needs. Conventions of churches have been organized in 
Burma and among the Telugus that the churches may be conscious of 
their oneness, and the beginnings of a transfer of responsibility to the 
“native constituency have been made in China and in South India. On 
occasion they have relieved famine sufferers in India and China, and 
have sent help on a large scale into Russia and the Baltic countries of 
Europe. All this has been possible because the missionaries have labored 
uncomplainingly on the field, and devoted officials from Warren to Mabie, 
and from Mrs. Hovey to Mrs. Montgomery, and the consecrated Boards 
of men and women, have borne the burden of anxiety and have carried 
the load of administration. 

Hardly had the foreign-mission enterprise been started, when the Trien- 
nial Convention enlarged its operations to include home missions. More 
definite organization was necessary than had been possible in the colonial 
period. Emigrants in increasing numbers were trekking over the passes 
of the Eastern mountains into the Ohio and Mississippi valleys. The 
missionary responsibility was fast becoming national, and the new Con- 
vention felt deeply the responsibility. Under its auspices James Welch 
went out as a pioneer to Missouri, and John M. Peck commenced in 
IWinois a career that was to make an abiding mark upon the history 
of the denomination. His is the great name among the pioneers of 
Baptist home missions. Devoted to missionary enterprise at a time when 
many Baptists were opposed to it, a strong supporter of education when 
many churches were satisfied with unlearned exhorters in their pulpits, 
a defender of the faith in his own newspaper against such disturbers 
as Alexander Campbell and Daniel Parker with his two-seed-in-the-spirit 
doctrine, and inspirer of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
John M. Peck deserves one of the prominent niches in the Baptist hall 
of fame. — 

The Triennial Convention found it necessary to give its whole attention 
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to foreign missions, and Peck turned for support to Massachusetts, but 
he was convinced that the national scope of the enterprise demanded a 
national organization of home missions. He enlisted Jonathan Going, 
pastor in Worcester, in a Western survey, and so inspired him with 
enthusiasm that he resigned his pastorate, became a partner in the field 
as well as a promoter and secretary of the new organization, laid the 
foundations of Denison University as Peck did of Shurtleff College, and 
merits from the historian unstinted praise for his self-sacrificing devotion. 

These are the men who set an example for the home missionary who 
for ninety years has been pushing out into the West over prairie and 
mountain plain to the ocean gateways of the Pacific. Giving up all the 
comforts of settled life in a normal community, struggling through a 
wilderness of forest or over a trackless plain, braving the perils of 
swollen streams and dry deserts, of venomous reptiles and still more 
venomous hearts of men, pressing on through summer heat and winter 
storms, stopping for a meal in a lonely cabin, sleeping where night found 
him, preaching in a house or out-of-doors wherever he could find a 
group to listen, the home missionary pioneer blazed a path for Christ 
in the new country beyond the mountains. 

Following him came the gatherers of churches, the organizers of Sunday 
schools, the men who brought into being education societies and State Con- 
ventions, becoming pastors of local churches, evangelists to the country- 
side, leaders in the enterprises of the denominations. Baptist progress was 
hampered by the opposition to missions, Sunday schools, and educational 
institutions, an opposition that lost to the West the sympathy of the 
Triennial Convention, but with the progress of The American Baptist 
Home Mission Society after 1832, especially in the growing cities, the 
hindrances were removed. 

It is difficult to realize that the strong city churches of the Mississippi 
Valley and the Lakes ever needed missionary assistance, but few are the 
churches west of the Alleghenies that did not receive home-mission aid 
for a time. With the rapid growth of population the churches were 
able to stand on their own feet and presently were having as pastors 
men who rivaled the leaders of Eastern churches. Ashmore, Hoyt, Ellis, 
Hague, Duncan, Mabie, Hobart, Galusha Anderson, Gifford, Lorimer, Hen- 
son, all went from the West to Eastern pastorates or schools or into 
missionary service. Those who remained helped to organize churches, to 
unite them into Associations and State Conventions, to promote educa- 
tional institutions, and to contribute to the leadership of a religious press. 

Beyond the great central valley were the wide spaces of the plains and 
the towering ranges of the Great Divide. On ranches and among the 
mines and in infant settlements along the railroads were people who 
needed the comfort and the spur of religion. To them went the col- 
porteurs with Bible and tract; for them the evangelist pushed his jaded 
horse over endless miles to a meeting-place; over the tiny churches that 
sprang up in their midst the Home Mission Society placed shepherds 
of souls and gave general oversight to a regional secretary. So the 
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Baptists moved west through Kansas and Nebraska and the Dakotas, 
sent Dwight Spencer to spy out the mountain country and C. A. Wooddy 
to arouse the people of the farthest territories. At some promising point 
the missionary agencies started a school that grew into a college. Where 
it was impossible to build a church they sent a chapel car. At another 
point they organized an association of churches or held a conference of 
lonely ministers. Where the field was hopelessly large, they learned to 
work with other evangelical denominations, and it was a Baptist Home 
Mission secretary who conceived the “Montana Plan” of cooperation. 
It is the secretaries who have been the strategists and commanding gen- 
erals. Their names deserve inscribing, every one. Among them all the 
people of our churches cannot soon forget the towering figure of Henry 
L. Morehouse and his statesmanlike career as master workman of the 
Home Mission Society. 

Nor were the Indians neglected in the swift passing of the white man. 
In colonial times evangelists went among them in the East. As they 
were crowded West they were not forgotten. Isaac McCoy and others 
labored among them in Illinois. It was he who encouraged the Govern- 
ment at Washington to open Indian reservations, and himself in Kansas 
put the plan into successful operation. It was “ Tauy” Jones, a half- 
breed Indian, educated at Hamilton, who planned Ottawa University for 
Indian education. Bacone University perpetuates the Baptist interest in 
the red man, and more than one Indian Christian has richly repaid that 
interest in’ the consecration of life and money to the Christian cause. 

In the religious history of the American nation nothing compares in 
scope or importance with the home-mission enterprise. It was not 
planned, but was genetic in character. It was the result of a conviction 
that the people of the expanding frontier could not get along without 
the gospel, that the growing West must not be permitted to become pagan 
or only nominally adherent to the Christian church. Without home mis- 
sions the West would have been played upon by forces that would have 
endangered the Republic, and the Eastern churches at the same time 
would have lost the stimulus that has come with the call to action else- 
where. The West would have had the same prominence in national 
affairs, for its material resources and its growing population would have 
given it a commanding position, but there would not have been the 
idealism and moral influence with which the .West is credited. If 
the Baptist Home Mission Society had done nothing but post its sentinels 
along the Western trail, it would deserve credit as one ot the constructive 
agencies of the expanding nation. 

It has done more. After the Civil War was over it went into the 
South, and, at a time when that prostrate section could not if it would 
give adequate aid to freedmen, the Society planted schools and appointed 
teachers to guide their first essays in the path of liberty. Who can measure 
the service that has been rendered at Richmond and Atlanta and Raleigh 
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From the days when Andrew Bryan had preached hundreds of his race 
into the kingdom of God, and Lott Carey had gone as a pioneer missionary 
to the people of his color in Liberia, colored Baptists had held religious 
meetings on the plantations and had sat in the galleries of the white 
churches. For twenty-five years Robert Ryland, while President of Rich- 
mond College, was pastor of a large Negro church in that city. Before 
the war was over Roger Williams University was founded, and only 
two years later the North Carolina Colored Baptists organized the first 
State Convention for their people. The Home Mission colleges gave 
them trained leaders. Institutions have multiplied. The National Bap- 
tist Convention binds the churches together, and the Lott Carey Foreign 
Mission Convention keeps up the supply of missionaries to Africa. Low 
as are the standards of thousands of untrained country ministers, 
they have gathered their people into the churches until colored Baptist 
church-members are about equal in number to white Baptists in the 
South and are more than twice as many as all the Baptists in the North. 
Already in the fifty years that have passed since the War colored Baptists 
have begun to show their worth. They have established their own schools 
and seminaries, and supplied teachers and historians, ministers and phy- 
sicians. They have organized a National League on Urban Conditions 
among the Negroes that has been in large measure under the direction 
of graduates of Virginia Union University. In all their efforts they 
have had the encouragement and, where necessary, the cooperation of 
the Home Mission Society. ; 

Baptist women have responded to the home-mission call, as they did 
to foreign missions. Joanna Moore went into the South before the Civil 
War was over, and began a lifelong ministry to those who had been 
serfs of the soil. Her urgent appeals met with the response of the 
‘women of the Middle West. After a State society had existed in Michigan 
for four years the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Society was organized 
in Chicago in 1877, of which Mrs. Crouse was President for thirty years. 
In the same year the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society 
was formed in Boston. Among the freedmen and other needy peoples 
of the country these three Societies worked independently until 1909, 
when a union took place under the name of the Woman’s American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. In 1922 Baptist women were giving for 
home missions the sum.of $325,000, and one hundred and seventy women 
were in active service. 

In recent years Baptist women have been leaders in interdenominational 
mission circles. They have written study books, and edited papers and 
leaflet literature. The books of Mrs. Montgomery and Mrs. Mason, and 
Mrs. Peabody’s editorial management of Everyland have been a dis- 
tinct contribution to missionary literature. Baptist women have lectured, 
have taught mission classes, and have guided the fortunes of regional 
and national organizations. The denomination pays them its tribute while 
they bring honor to the denomination that they represent. 

Within the territorial limits of the home mission Societies are the 
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Latin American peoples over the Southern border. For them the Societies 
have built churches and schools, instituted community centers of Christian 
influence, furnished literature, and organized progressive effort. American 
Baptists by these means have contributed to the rise of a backward race 
in Mexico, Central America, and the West India Islands, especially Cuba 
and Porto Rico. 

Within the United States the home-mission task became complicated 
by the presence of increasing numbers of aliens from the Old World. 
Some of them in their Western homes needed to be assimilated with 
America, and this became part of the missionary’s task. In Eastern 
cities the problem became so acute that the Society has found its latest 
frontier there. Meantime foreign-speaking Baptists here and there were 
gathering into churches and churches into associations, and the Home 
Mission Society assumed the task of finding and educating their leaders. 

American Baptists are proud to include in their fellowship representa- 
tives of other races who speak foreign languages. They are serving 
the common cause, sometimes at great cost, holding up the torch of 
freedom and a pure faith. German Baptists organized their Conference 
in the days when the last battles of the Civil War were being fought, 
and after the growth of a half century they were able to carry through 
to success a recent campaign to raise a million dollars, while the Board 
of Promotion was struggling toward its larger goal. With these funds 
they have enlarged their missionary undertakings among the peoples of 
Central and Eastern Europe. The Swedish Conference was the second 
to be organized, and the Swedish Baptist churches are to be reckoned 
among the solid, substantial assets of the denomination. The Norwegian 
Conference cooperated actively in the New World Movement. Danish 
Baptists are fast being assimilated to American ways and speech. Italian 
churches and missions dot the older States; faithful French ministers 
serve their countrymen who have come out of bondage to Catholicism; 
the Portuguese are planting strongholds of their new faith in the older 
cities. Finns and Russians, Hungarians and Roumanians and Poles, and 
not least of all the Czechoslovaks, have become imbued with the mis- 
sionary spirit, and are eager to haye a share in the awakening that has 
come to their fatherlands. 

Baptist seminaries have helped to provide training for foreign-speaking 
students contemplating special Christian service, but the new International 
Theological Seminary deserves special mention as a statesmanlike enter- 
prise for building the future. There, as in Robert College at Con- 
stantinople, it is possible to create a spirit of understanding, appreciation, 
and cooperation among diverse racial groups that may prove a leaven in 
the disorder and distrust that permeates the feud-ridden lands of Europe. 

To Baptist. achievement in evangelism and missionary expansion must 
be added the contributions that have been made in the department of 
education. 

In colonial days when Baptists were struggling for existence and prop- 
agating their faith in the back settlements they had little time to think 
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of education. Even then the first schools were started, a preparatory 
school by Isaac Eaton at Hopewell, New Jersey, and a college in Rhode 
Island of which James Manning became the first President, but the mass 
of Baptists were uneducated men and women, :and they were slow to 
realize the importance of a trained ministry or a cultivated laity. But 
as time passed the denomination as a whole realized that high Christian 
standards included both religious*and secular education. This growing 
conviction has resulted in three systems of schools. 

The first of these is the Sunday school. Baptists were among the 
first to make a Sunday school for children one of the auxiliaries of 
a church. Their leaders have specialized in the organization of the 
primary department and the cradle roll, and they were pioneers in pro- 
viding Sunday-school papers for the young people. In recent years they 
have contributed the vacation Bible school, and have been among those 
most interested in plans\for week-day instruction in religion. Through 
The American Baptist Publication Society lesson helps have been sup- 
plied and the Society has been able to provide superintendence of religious 
instruction to the schools through the cooperation of the State Conven- 
tions. Teachers have been trained, curricula and text-books have been 
improved, and a committee of the Northern Baptist Convention on relig- 
ious education made a notable contribution a few years since in standard- 
izing and stimulating Sunday schools. B. F. Jacobs and W. N. Harts- 
horn were interdenominationally and internationally known. Next to 
the idea of religious education, first for children and then for adults also, 
the significance of the Sunday-school movement lies in the employment of 
the laity in Sunday-school service. Through activity in that department 
both men and women have been drawn into the service of the church 
in many ways that would have been thought impossible, when the clergy 
constituted a unique ecclesiastical class. The contribution of service 
by the laity is one of the evidences that Baptist devotion is more than lip 
service and passive assent to the ambitions of their ministers. 

The lay interest in education is conspicuously evident in the munificent 
gifts of men and women of wealth to Baptist schools of higher learning. 
The names of such institutions, their buildings and funds, fittingly bear 
the names of generous donors from Brown and Colby in New England, 
Vassar and Colgate and Crozer and Bucknell in the Middle States, Stetson 
and Mercer and Baylor in the South, to Denison and Shurtleff, Stephens 
and William Jewell in the Middle West, and Linfield College on the 
Pacific Coast. Princes among all the laymen have been the Rockefellers, 
not only making possible the new University of Chicago with its magni- 
ficent equipment, but contributing also to the endowment of other de- 
nominational institutions in this country and to the development of mis- 
sionary enlargement abroad. ‘ ; 

The academies and colleges constitute a second system of Baptist educa- 
tion. Their promoters, like Chaplin of Colby, Furman of South Carolina, 
and Peck of Illinois, were the far-sighted men of their generation. 
Heroic teachers whose names are unremembered, toiling on small salaries, 
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made the continuance of unendowed schools possible. Skilful educators 
administered economically their small resources, and at the same time 
gave their institutions an enviable reputation for scholarship. Their 
names crowd the roster, but who would forget especially Francis Wayland 
and Barnas Sears, or Martin B. Anderson and Ebenezer Dodge, or William 
R. Harper and his successors? Who would overlook the long service of 
men like Greene of William Jewell or Stetson of Des Moines and 
Kalamazoo? It is under the instruction of such teachers and the uni- 
versity pastors of our own day that the young people of the denomination 
have been able to square their religious faith with the science and history 
and philosophy of the modern schools. Our denomination cannot fail to 
honor the reverent scholarship of men whom the nation honors among 
its spiritual assets. The American Baptist Education Society had its part 
in the extension of education, and the Board of Education of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention with fewer years but with conspicuous success 
has stimulated the best education that our colleges can give and has 
greatly increased their endowments. Not yet do our Baptist people ap- 
preciate fully the value of untrammeled education, but the denomination 
has registered great gains. 

For the young people who cannot have the benefit of the higher schools 
the Missionary Education Department of the Board of Education and the 
Young People’s Department of the Publication Society have cooperated 
with the Baptist Young People’s Union in providing courses of stimulating 
study. For closer contacts the young people of the denomination have 
joined with others at Silver Bay and Lake Geneva, and at Ocean Park 
in Maine have a conspicuously successful Baptist summer assembly. 
Such agencies of religious and intellectual culture, like the earlier Chau- 
tauqua and similar summer gatherings, create a spiritual fervor and a 
mental quickening that react upon the churches everywhere. 

The third line of intellectual advance is the schools that train for pro- 
fessional service, of which the theological seminaries are chief. A hun- 
dred years ago it seemed feasible to combine literary and theological in- 
struction in the same school. Institutions that are now strictly colleges 
were founded on that plan. The Triennial Convention fathered an edu- 
cational enterprise at the capital of the nation that was designed to serve 
as a model. The method was not a success. Irah Chase went from 
Columbian College to Newton, Massachusetts, where Hovey and Hackett 
maintained the high standards that he set up. Kendrick gave standing 
to the seminary at Hamilton, and Northrup to the Chicago seminary at 
Morgan Park. Rochester more than once attracted able scholars from 
other schools. Henry G. Weston built the character of Crozer, and a 
flourishing correspondence department has widened the usefulness of 
that seminary. 

The theological seminaries have not only supplied the churches with 
well-balanced leaders and trained preachers, but through the teaching 
and writing of their professors they have molded the thinking of the 
denomination. Hovey and Strong and Johnson put their stamp upon the 
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men of their classrooms in an earlier generation, as Mathews and Smith 
and Burton at Chicago and Hill at Berkeley have molded the thinking 
of younger men in the West. The publications of the Faculty of the 
University of Chicago Divinity School are on the study tables of theolo- 
gians everywhere, and the progressive thought of William Newton 
Clarke has made its influence felt far beyond the confines of central 
New York and even of the denomination. Stern Calvinists in their early 
theology, tempering their faith with the gentler breezes that blow from 
the throne of a loving God, adjusting their religious thinking to all the 
revelation that God has given, but never forgetting that faith is greater 
than reason and the will of God of higher moment than any system or 
creed, Baptist ministers and, imitating them, the lay leaders of the 
churches have kept their faith alike in the mind and heart of God. 
Through their long and honorable history in America Baptists have kept 
admirably free from theological strife. Their divisions have come from 
other causes. They have made as real a contribution to Christian unity 
and harmony in spite of their loosely organized democracy as denomina- 
tions that have been eager for the merging of denominational bodies but 
have not been able themselves to escape divergent tendencies. 

Among the means of education must be reckoned the religious press. 
This term ‘includes newspapers, missionary magazines, and reviews. Be- 
cause The Watchman or The Examiner, The Standard or The Journal 
and Messenger entered week by week so many homes, individuals kept 
an interest in denominational affairs, felt the impact of current thought, 
and found help and comfort in spiritual need. Because missionary intelli- 
gence was broadcast by the monthly magazine, the churches felt con- 
tact with the work that was being done on home or foreign frontier. 
Because a quarterly review came to his study, a minister gained fresh 
insight into Biblical and theological questions, and knew more intimately 
the larger problems of the denomination. Local papers have been num- 
erous and have been absorbed in the more successful weeklies that catered 
to a larger constituency, but it is remarkable that a State paper like 
Zion’s Advocate of Maine should have existed for most of a century, 
generally under able editorship. It is remarkable how many men have 
graduated from the editor’s to the professor’s chair, an indication that 
both are means of Baptist education. Edward Bright went from a home 
secretaryship of the Missionary Union to the editorial chair of The 
Examiner, and made an enviable record over a term of many years. 

The Baptist Missionary Magazine was one of the oldest religious 
publications in the country, originating as the organ of the State society 
in Massachusetts in 1803. The different foreign and home Societies had 
their organs until all were united in Missions, which during its brief his- 
tory has greatly increased the interest of the people in the world task. 

It is unfortunate that The Christian Review and The Bibliotheca Sacra 
of earlier days, so capably edited, should have failed of adequate support. 
Perhaps that type of magazine is no longer in demand, and the denomina- 
tion is fortunate in having The Review and Expositor of Louisville and 
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The Journal of Religion from the University of Chicago. The South 
still has its State papers. Through a process of consolidation and elimina- 
tion two Northern weeklies survive with a national circulation. Upon 
them rests the responsibility of maintaining a worthy tradition from 
the past and of presenting a vision of an even better future. 

Not long since the Baptist Congress provided a form for the exchange 
of opinion, but that too has gone the way of most of the Baptist period- 
icals. Like the Bible Societies of the Baptists, it developed irritation at 
times while it accomplished a real purpose. The Bible Societies gave over 
their task to the Publication Society, which prints Bibles in many tongues, 
and the Baptist Congress has left the forms of discussion to the news- 
papers and the ministers’ conferences. 

Through The American Baptist Publication Society and other pub- 
lishing houses Baptist authors have made contribution to current thought 
and interpretation in books without end. They had part in the stirring 
polemical debates over ordinances. They expounded the Bible in com- 
mentaries. They discoursed on ethics and church history and _ social 
reform. Biography and autobiography perpetuated the influence of men 
of note. Hymns and other verse have charmed the mind and strengthened 
faith. Baptists could not forget the hymns of S. F. Smith, even if 
the nation should cease to sing “My country, ’tis of thee.” Gilmore, 
Doane, and Bradbury, not to mention others, have enriched our heritage 
of sacred music. Science and general literature owe a debt to Baptist 
writers. Fanny Forrester and Grace Truman showed that Baptist women 
could make their literary contribution, a contribution that has been 
notably increased by women now among us. To name a tenth of the 
products of Baptist pens would be to list most of the scholars of the 
denomination. 

Baptists have made distinguished contribution to the social awakening 
of the churches. Early in the nineteenth century a humanitarian impulse 
blossomed into philanthropies and organized itself in temperance, prison 
aid, anti-slavery and similar societies, and eventuated in wide-spread social 
reforms. Baptist women were active in the organization and administra- 
tion of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, as they still are both here and in mission lands. 
The early humanitarian impulse has been succeeded by a conviction that 
the teaching of Jesus requires that Christian sympathy find ways to pre- 
vent as well as to remedy social ills. Baptists in common with other 
denominations adopted declarations of social principles and appointed 
committees of social service. Men who have caught the vision of a new 
social order on earth have preached and lectured in church and seminary 
and on the lecture platform, and have written social interpretations of 
Scripture and contemporary life. The history of this awakening some 
day will take its place alongside the evangelical awakenings of earlier 
days, and names of men now among us will be held in honor as seers 
of a better day. Prince among them was Walter Rauschenbusch, 
prophet of the social gospel, welcome interpreter of Jesus alike to theo- 
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logical students and to working men. His writings have stirred a nation; 
his life has interpreted God. 

The social idea has given to religious workers in city and country 
larger conceptions of applied Christianity. It has broadened the vision 
of rural churches to include the whole community in their sphere of 
responsibility, not only for the salvation of souls, but also for the 
building of personal character through helpful human relations. It has 
brought the churches into a better understanding of social problems, 
and has produced the open forum after the pattern wrought out by George 
W. Coleman, for the free discussion of principles and methods. It has 
expanded city missions to church societies for cooperation in every 
religious and social effort that rightfully demands the inspiration and 
-assistance of the churches. It is inaugurating Christian centers, like the 
Judson Neighborhood House in New York, a fitting memorial of father 
and son, one lighting a beacon for the pagans beyond the sea, the other 
making a haven for people of every race in lower New York City. At 
Judson House through Christian friendship and service people are drawn 
closer together, their children are cared for in health and sickness, 
and the spirit of the Master is reflected in the contacts of daily life. 
Catching the same vision of better community life, the home mission 
Societies in cities East and West have planted similar oases in the dreary 
desert of the drab life of the poor, and the foreign mission Societies 
are finding that the same methods in the cities of the Far East are winning 
men and women to Christ whom the more direct method of evangelization 
could not win. In these days social service has taken its place along- 
side the older methods of evangelism and missions and the newer methods 
of education, not to supplant but to supplement them all. 

Among Baptist achievements the strengthening of ecclesiastical organi- 
zation should be given a prominent place, especially in recent years. 
Baptists have learned that no great task can be accomplished without 
adequate and efficient organization. The exigencies of the times determine 
its form and scope, but the principles of free association and democracy 
limit its control. -State missionary societies sprang into existence to 
meet an urgent need, and were supplemented by Sunday school associa- 
tions, and educational and charitable societies. The demands of harmony 
and efficient cooperation have created the comprehensive type of State 
Convention, that has become so useful in furthering denominational enter- 
prises. The rise of the State Convention to an outstanding position of 
importance today is one of the striking phenomena of contemporary Bap- 
tist history, and the Convention secretaries and superintendents must 
be given a place in the roll of honor of Baptist worthies. 

The Northern Baptist Convention was a natural evolution of the May 
Anniversaries. As. the occasional meetings about Philadelphia resulted 
in the organization of the Philadelphia Association in 1707, so the mass- 
meetings of those who were interested in denominational enterprises led 
to the organization of the Northern Baptist Convention in 1907. The 
Southern Baptist Convention, which had unified the interests of Baptists 
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in the South two generations earlier, and the State Conventions, which 
were increasing in value, served as models, and within a year the 
churches of the North with surprising unanimity ratified the action of 
those who were responsible for the organization. Since 1914 women have 
been admitted to the administrative boards and committees of the Con- 
vention, and even to the highest official honors, the denomination thus 
reaffirming the historic principle of democracy. In fifteen years the 
Convention has brought closer together the independent Societies, has 
linked in cooperation the State Conventions, through its boards has 
strengthened educational institutions, and has heartened ministers and 
missionaries, who had only a few local endowments like that of Daniel 
S. Ford, of Massachusetts, to aid them in time of stress, and through 
its committees has accomplished much in smoothing out difficulties, arous- 
ing new loyalties, and educating a growing constituency in the task that 
belongs to Northern Baptists. 

Ambitious as are the leaders to reach a higher goal as a result of the 
New World Movement, it is a real achievement merely to conceive such 
a movement possible. 

With a fine appreciation of the unity that should link together the 
Baptists of both hemispheres the World Alliance of Baptists was con- 
ceived and brought into being. Young though it is, it has created a new 
solidarity already and promises much for the Baptists of Europe. 

Today American Baptists may feel pride in the numerical strength 
and the financial resources that are theirs, and in the principles that 
their fathers vindicated. At the same time these must be regarded as 
responsibilities that call for vast spiritual energy. Whatever of achieve- 
ment and service the denomination has rendered in the past is but a 
base-line on which to build a rising structure of world contribution in 
evangelism and education, in organization and service. The future is 
secure only as we move on to larger conquests in unity of spirit, with 
a vision of progress, and with faith in the coming of the kingdom of God.

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This large number is a source of great encouragement for our. Convention, 


but it presented also a real problem to your Committee. Which of these 
cities should we honor with our presence next year? 


The Committee gave ten minutes this morning to the representatives of 
each of these cities, and were delighted to find what grand scenery, invigorat- 
ing climate, splendid accommodations for entertainment, and remarkable 
unity of desire to entertain us, are to be found from one end of our coun- 
try to the other. 

‘These claims your Committee prayerfully considered in the light of but 
one question—W hat is for the best interests of the whole Convention in view 
of the fact that we are now closing one great forward movement and are 
about to inaugurate another? 


We were surprised, on the first ballot, to find that one city received fifteen 
of the thirty-three votes cast; two others received eight each, and two others 
one each. The next ballot gave the first city a clear majority, and then the 
representative of Pennsylvania moved that it be made unanimous. Accord- 
ingly, your Committee unanimously and enthusiastically voted that the Con- 
vention of 1924 be held in the city of Milwaukee.

Report of the Committee on Gifts with Doctrinal Conditions 
Attached 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Northern Baptist Convention at its meeting in Des Moines, June 
25, 1921, adopted the following resolution: 


“ Resolved, That the Northern Baptist Convention refer to the Boards 
of the cooperating organizations and the Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board and the Board of Education the whole subject of recom- 
mending to the Convention a policy in regard to receiving, holding, and

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administering any gifts or trust funds to which doctrinal conditions 


are attached, and that said Boards report at the next meeting of the 
Convention; and that the Board of The American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society be requested to convene the Boards herein named for 
the consideration of said subjects.” 


By vote of the Convention also the following resolution was referred to 
the Boards: 


“ Resolved, That the Northern Baptist Convention place itself on 
record as opposing the reception of any gift with a creedal text con- 
trary to the New Hampshire or Philadelphia Confessions of Faith or 
any Confession of Faith which may be adopted by the Northern Baptist 

- Convention.” 


Pursuant to the foregoing resoiutions, the Boards rendered a report to 
the Convention at Indianapolis, June 19, 1922. This report was referred 
to the Boards for further consideration. At a meeting held in New York, 
March 6, 1923, the subject of a denominational policy relative to gifts 
with doctrinal conditions attached received thorough and prayerful con- 
sideration. It was fully recognized that only findings which are based on 
the fundamental Baptist principles of loyalty to Christ and freedom in his 
gospel can commend themselves to Baptists who, in dependence on the 
Divine Spirit, have held throughout their history to the competency of the 
soul in religion. With these considerations in mind the Conference of 
Boards adopted the following 


RECOM MENDATIONS 


1. A large degree of liberty must be left to all our missionary, benevolent, 
and educational organizations which receive and administer denominational 
funds. With such a wide and varied constituency; and with such complex 
needs to be met, it is necessary to trust the judgment of the men and 
women who constitute the management of our Societies. In the exercise of 
liberty due regard must be given, on the one hand, to the demand of 
loyalty to fundamental Baptist doctrines and to the integrity of gifts. 
On the other hand, we must always insure the complete freedom of our 
Boards, executive officers, missionaries, and other representatives from 
subjection to formal creedal tests. 

2. While recognizing the right and freedom of any individual to proffer 
a gift to our Societies or Boards for use in our denominational enterprises 
with such specifications as may seem desirable to the donor, we nevertheless 
recommend that the Convention advise all donors to trust the loyalty and 
integrity of our respective Societies and Boards, and to make their gifts 
to our denominational enterprises without doctrinal conditions. And we 
furthermore recommend that the Convention advise the officers and man- 
agers of our Societies and Boards to make clear to donors desiring to attach

doctrinal conditions to their gifts the difficulty of administering such bequests 
and the danger of embarrassing entanglements. 

We express the hope that the spirit of mutual confidence through which 
Baptists have been so greatly blessed in the past may continue to abide with 
us. We stand together facing a world which needs our ministry of faith 
and love. Our program of advance at home and abroad calls for our united 
strength. In common devotion to Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord, let us 
finish the work which he has given us to do.

68. The following report of the Advisory Committee on Near 
East Relief was presented by Rev. J. M. Moore, of New York, 
and, on his motion, after discussion by J. R. Voris, of New York, 
Associate Secretary of the Near East Relief, was adopted: 


Report of Advisory Committee on Near East Relief 


At the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention in Indianapolis, 
Indiana, in June, 1922, a resolution was adopted which authorized the 
President of the Convention to appoint a special Advisory Committee on 
Near East Relief, consisting of the members of the Committee on Inter- 
national Justice and Good Will, three representatives of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Society, and twelve additional members. The Committee organized 
with John M. Moore as Chairman and W. B. Lipphard as Secretary. 
Several meetings have been held during the year, and we have kept in 
touch with the Near East Relief Organization with a view to advising it 
with reference to its approach to the constituency of the Northern Baptist 
Convention and its appeals to Northern Baptists in behalf of its work. 
The Committee has also rendered such assistance in promoting interest in 
the work of the Near East Relief as seemed advisable, sending communica- 
tions to the pastors and to the State Conventions and Associations that have 
met during the year. 

In view of the needs of the Foreign Mission Society in its relief program 
for Europe, which had also received the approval of the Convention, and 
in order to avoid a multiplicity of financial appeals to our churches, a special 
arrangement was authorized whereby an appeal on behalf of both causes 
was made to the denomination in January, with-the request that Sunday, 
January 21, be observed as Relief Sunday, and that special offerings be 
taken to be divided between the two organizations. The Committee regrets 
to report that the response of this special appeal was exceedingly dis- 
appointing, a total of only $10,264.76 having been received. This was 
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substantially less than the Near East Relief had anticipated, and was far 
below the amount required by the Foreign Mission Society, thereby neces- 
sitating a severe curtailment in its European relief efforts which had been 
projected for the year. It should be stated, however, that the Near East 
Relief had received contributions direct from Baptist churches throughout 
the year in connection with community campaigns. 

The Committee has recently held a conference with representative denom- 
inational leaders and presents herewith to the Convention the following 
recommendations : 

1. That the Northern Baptist Convention recognize the immediate and 
compelling need of the Near East which had been increased and multi- 
plied by the continuous expulsions of Christians from Asia Minor. 

2. That we appreciate the value of the international reconstruction pro- 
gram that is being carried on by Near East Relief, both in its ministry of 
relief and in the excellent work of its orphanages, where the children 
are being educated in a Christian atmosphere and trained in self-support to 
become the nucleus of a new Near East. 

3. That we approve the cooperation that our churches, Sunday schools, 
and various organizations and officials have given this organization, and we 
hope that our people will continue their support undiminished and cooperate 
with Near East Relief in its regular community campaigns. 

4. That we continue an Advisory Committee to cooperate with Near East 
Relief in its educational and promotional program, such committee to con- 
sist of twenty-five members to be appointed by the President of the Northern 
Baptist Convention,-seven of whom shall be designated as an Executive 
Committee. 

5. That we ask the Advisory Committee to consider the question of justice 
and protection for Christian minorities and cooperate, where it is deemed 
wise, with other interested organizations, to develop a public conscience 
which will support our Government in taking active measures for a perma- 
_ nent and just solution of the Near East problem.

These budgets are substantially the same as the budgets for 1922-23, the 
experience of the various Societies and Boards in the matter of collections 
for the past year not warranting the Finance Committee in increasing the 
budgets, although the Committee realizes the necessity for doing so, and 
hopes that the receipts will increase during the coming year. 

While the total amount of the above operating budget is $8,409,096, this 
is not intended, and should not be understood, as abrogating the rule laid 
down at the Indianapolis Convention, namely that $7,000,000 shall be the 
maximum of the distributable funds and that after such amount has been 
reached the excess shall be applied as provided in the report of this 
Committee approved by this Convention at Indianapolis, except as herein- 
after provided. 

The foregoing operating budget sets forth the expenditures which the 
Finance Committee recommends for the convention year 1923-24. The 
difference between the total of the budget and the assumed distributable 
funds of $7,000,000 represents the expected income from investments, 
legacies, and matured annuities.

Basis or DistrrBuTION 


With respect to the funds to be received during the fiscal year 1923-24 
the Committee makes the following recommendations: 


1. Contributions not applying on pledges made prior to November 15, 
1921, and designated for work of any Society or Board are to be paid to 
the organizations for which donors designate them (when so reported to 
the Board of Promotion) in addition to the organization’s pro rata share 
of distributable funds. 


2. The promotional expenses for the year 1923-24 (both General Board 
and State Boards), the bank debt of the General Board $276,000, certain 
special needs of 36 States $60,741, the Roger Williams Memorial $25,000, 
and extra budget of the Northern Baptist Convention $23,800, are to be 
paid from distributable receipts of the first $7,000,000 on a graduated 
monthly basis at a rate not to exceed an average of one-twelfth each month 
and each participating organization is to be charged with its pro rata 
share of the total of such payments. 


3. The first $7,000,000 of distributable funds (after allowing for proper 
adjustment according to paragraph 2) are to be pro-rated on the percent- 
age basis approved at the Indianapolis Convention. 


4. All distributable funds beyond the items stated in paragraphs 2 and 3 
are to be paid to the various organizations in proportion to their indebted- 
ness and underdrawings as heretofore stated in this report. 


5. Any distribution under clause 4 shall be arrived at by using the 
actual figures shown by the books of the Board of Promotion and of the 
various organizations involved. 


Extra Bupcer ALLOWANCES—1922-23 


A severe typhoon destroyed a portion of our property at Swatow. The 
Committee allowed the Foreign Mission Society to make an appeal and 
solicit for $50,000 to rebuild our property. 
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On account of the critical condition in Europe, and especially in Russia, 
the Committee authorized the Foreign Mission Society to seek the collec- 
tion and expend the sum of $166,000 for relief work in Europe, this 
amount being added to its budget as a Specific. 


SpecrAL Apvisory COMMITTEE 


Your Committee has felt for some time there should be some outside 
body, not connected with any of the Boards or Societies, and not having 
membership in the Finance Committee, to make a study of all the Societies 
and Boards, their methods of keeping books, finances, plan of operation, 
salaries, efficiency, and to advise this committee whether the best methods 
are being pursued, and also to outline a policy for the future which will 
tend to the greatest efficiency. Your Committee therefore appointed Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick, Chairman; Trevor Arnett, George W. Bovenizer, J. Her- 
bert Case, and William D. Gherky, all of whom are residents of New 
York City or vicinity, except Mr. Gherky, who is a resident of Philadel- 
phia. We have called this body of men an Advisory Committee of the 
Finance Committee. This Advisory Committee has employed competent 
accountants who are going over the books of all the Societies and Boards, 
and are obtaining complete data upon which said Advisory Committee 
will finally base a report. Your Committee feels that the personnel of the 
Advisory Committee is such as to insure a report which will be of lasting 
benefit to the denomination. 


An APPEAL TO COMPLETE THE TASK 


Your Finance Committee wishes at this time to make an appeal to 
every pastor, church, delegate to the Convention, to all its officers, to the 
Boards and Societies, to the State Conventions and their Secretaries, to 
our City Mission Societies, to all School and College workers, and to every 
one who has any interest in our denomination and its great missionary 
and educational enterprises to join in one united effort, forgetting all 
past differences and all mistakes which have been made by any of us, and 
to give of our time, our talents, and our energy unreservedly to the com- 
pletion of this task. 


There are approximately $20,000,000 of pledges unpaid. Allowing for 
some decrease in the aggregate of our pledges, due to deaths and financial 
reverses, if the balance of our subscriptions are paid in full, and new 
members do their part, we will receive an amount sufficient to cover our 
budget for all deficits and obligations. 


To accomplish this result, however, plans should be made at once by 
each church and every church-member to see that all subscriptions to the 
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five-year program are met in full before the close of our present fiscal 
year, April 30, 1924. Do not wait until the closing months!

properties and the amount normally expended for edifice work.” 


117. On motion of F. W. Freeman, of Colorado, the report as 
amended, together with the amendment pending, was referred 
back to the Committee. 


118. The Corresponding Secretary presented the following in- 
quiry from the Executive Committee : 


At its meeting May 22, 1923, the Executive Committee received from 
the Committee on Future Denominational Program a request that the 
question of biennial meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention should 
receive consideration. The Executive Committee voted to ask the Con- 
vention itself to express its opinion concerning the holding of biennial 
rather than annual meetings, beginning after the meeting in 1925, with 
inspirational regional conferences in the alternate years. The Executive 
Committee would like to have an expression of opinion from the Con- 
vention, so that in case biennial meetings are favored the Committee may 
prepare necessary changes in the By-laws, to be submitted to the Con- 
vention at this meeting. 


119. After discussion by Rev. G. W. Cassidy, of Kansas; Hon. 
W. D. Upshaw, of Georgia; President W. A. Montgomery, of 
New York; Rev. J. A. Earl, of Minnesota; G. L._Estabrook, of 
Pennsylvania, on motion of W. C. Coleman, of Kansas, the 
inquiry was referred to the Committee on Order of Business, to 
be presented for consideration at 4 later session of the Conven- 
tion. 

120. The following resolution was presented by Rev. Isaac 
Higginbotham, of New Hampshire, Secretary of the Committee 
on Resolutions, and on his motion was adopted: 


Recognizing that the issue involved in the repeal of the Prohibition 
Enforcement Law of the State of New York is a national one, and be- 
lieving that such a repeal would work for increased violation of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and for general lawlessness, the Northern Baptist 
Convention in session at Atlantic City, New Jersey, May 23 to 29, hereby 
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endorses the resolution of the New York State Delegation urging the 
Governor of New York to veto the Bill that would repeal the Mullan-Gage 
Enforcement Act. 


121. On motion of Rev. J. C. Massee, of Massachusetts, it 
was voted that the Convention through its President and Secre- 
tary send a message of condolence and sympathy to Rev. J. R. 
Straton, of New York, on the death of his daughter. 


122. On motion of Secretary J. H. Franklin, it was voted, 

That the Board of Managers of The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society be requested to consider the advisability of sending a quartet or 
sextet of Negro students to the meeting of the Baptist World Alliance at 
Stockholm, Sweden, July 21-27, 1923. 

123. Rev. W. H. Freda, of Massachusetts, offered prayer. 

124. On motion the Convention adjourned.

Report of the Committee on the National Baptist Memorial 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The National Baptist Memorial to Roger Williams and Religious 
Liberty, launched jointly by the Northern and Southern Baptist Conven- 
tions six years ago, has now so far progressed that the main superstructure 
with the roof is completed. As soon as the Boards of the two Conventions 
can see their way to make further payments on the $175,000 quotas in 
their respective Campaign budgets for this cause, the National Building 
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Committee will proceed toward the completion of the memorial. Mean- 
while, the local congregation of the Immanuel Baptist Church, on whose 
site the Memorial is being erected, are clearing off all indebtedness from 
the former property, valued at $125,000, to present it as the basis of the 
National Denominational Memorial. It is earnestly hoped that this build- 
ing enterprise may not be delayed, as the other denominations are pushing 
to completion their Memorials in the National Capital. Ours having been 
started by our Baptist President, and the corner-stone having been laid 
by our Baptist Secretary of State, we surely should not let it lag, but 
finish what has been so impressively begun.

146. The following report of the General Board of Promotion 
was presented by A. L. Scott, of Massachusetts, Chairman, who 
addressed the Convention: 


‘Report of the General Board of Promotion 


The New World Movement was launched by Northern Baptists as their 
response to the needs of a suffering world and the call of their Master to 
larger responsibility for the advancement of his kingdom. In recognition 
of the need of adequate methods for achieving the enlarged task The 
General Board of Promotion was created as a medium of cooperation. 
In this Board the agencies charged with responsibility for the conduct of 
the missionary, educational, and other benevolent work of the denomination 
unite to raise jointly the funds needed for the work of all and to disseminate 
information concerning that work. 

The functions of The General Board of Promotion have been clearly 
described in a statement issued during the last year by its Chairman: 


“The Board of Promotion has no administrative functions other than 
to promote the work of the denomination. It has nothing to do with the 
actual administration of any of the national Societies and Boards or 
of the State Conventions or of the Standard City Mission Societies. 
It is vitally interested in seeing that the work of all these Societies is 
properly interpreted to the denomination, and believes that as our 
people come better to understand the needs of our denominational work, | 
they will feel more keenly their responsibility for it, and will furnish 
the man power and money with which the work must be carried on. 

“The Board of Promotion, because of its very nature, cannot take 
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sides in any theological controversy or in any question of policy re- 
garding the administration of any of our denominational organizations. 
It has nothing to say regarding how the money which the denomination 
gives shall be spent except that part of the money which is assigned 
to the expenses of the Board of Promotion itself. The business of the 
Board of Promotion is to promote the program. Every measure which 
promotes the program, which arouses interest, which disseminates in- 
formation, which brings our people closer in sympathy with our great 
enterprises, the Board of Promotion advocates. 

“The Board of Promotion has come into existence at the will of the 
Convention in order to assume the special responsibilities outlined above, 
in the hope of thus making more effective the work of each organization 
included in the scope of the New World Movement. It cannot be an- 
tagonistic to any of these organizations; it is and must be cooperative 
and helpful.” 


In the light of this interpretation of our functions and duties, we render 
the following account of our stewardship during the last fiscal year: 


ORGANIZATION 


During the year 1922-1923 the Board has been organized along the 
lines projected in the report of the Committee on Organization and 
Program, adopted by the Northern Baptist Convention at its meeting 
in Indianapolis. The Administrative Committee is composed of seventeen 
members. They represent the national Societies and Boards, State Con- 
ventions, Standard City Mission Societies, and schools and colleges, as 
well as the denomination at large. Mr. Albert L. Scott has served 
most acceptably as Chairman both of The General Board of Promotion 
and of its Administrative Committee. At considerable sacrifice to him- 
self Mr. Scott has given generously of time and effort and has supplied 
the Board with a challenging and outstanding leadership. The Admin- 
istrative Committee has held six meetings at bimonthly intervals through- 
out the year. Its members deserve the denomination’s appreciation for the 
service they have rendered in the conscientious discharge of their respon- 
sibilities. 

Members of the Administrative Committee are brought into close contact 
with the details of the Board’s work. Eight subcommittees exercise general 
supervision over the various activties. A list of the subcommittees and 
their personnel will be found on pages 2, 3. They include in their member- 
ship not only members of the Administrative Committee, but also repre- 
sentatives of the participating organizations and members of the staff of 
the Board of Promotion. These committees have given invaluable advice 
and counsel in connection with the formulation of policy in their respective 
fields, and, between sessions of the Administrative Committee, have assumed 
large responsibility in the direction of carrying out such policies. 

The Advisory Committee, which is composed in the main of executive 
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officers of the participating organizations, has met at frequent intervals. 
Its members have given themselves without stint to the work of the 
Board of Promotion in this and other capacities. 

In keeping with the recommendations of the Committee on Organization 
and Program, important changes became effective at the beginning of the 
year in the executive organization of the Board. The six executive depart- 
ments were discontinued. The functions and responsibilities formerly rest- 
ing upon the Executive Secretaries of these departments were transferred 
to the General Director. In harmony with the general policy of simplifica- 
tion and economy, both the office force and field staff have been reduced. 
The office space has been contracted to about sixty per cent. of what it was 
a year ago, and rental costs correspondingly diminished. 

At the Convention last year it was reported that Mrs. L. Jesse P. Bishop 
had presented her resignation. This, at the request of the Administrative 
Committee, she afterwards consented temporarily to withdraw. She has 
meanwhile continued the service begun more than three years ago in con- 
nection with the field work of the Board, spending herself in a spirit of 
self-sacrificial devotion. Because of an imperative necessity for rest, she 
again presented her resignation to take effect at the end of the fiscal year, 
April 30. This resignation was accepted with deep regret. Her colleagues 
on the staff of the Board and the many others who have come in frequent 
contact with her during her terms of service, will greatly miss her at the 
offices in New York. 

The work laid down by Mrs. Bishop has been assigned to Rev. W. H. 
Bowler, who has served since the organization of the Board as one of its 
field workers. Mr. Bowler was formerly Secretary of the Idaho Baptist 
Convention and later served as a field worker for the National Committee 
of Northern Baptist Laymen. As a result of several years of contact with 
the field, he has a wide personal acquaintance among our constituency and 
a fund of experience which are proving most valuable to the work of the 
Board and to the general interests of the denomination. In addition to his 
new work, he will continute an important service begun during the last 
year, in helping the General Director to maintain contacts between The 
General Board of Promotion and the State Boards. 


Fretp ACTIVITIES 


The field work of the Board is under the general supervision of the Com- 
mittee on Field Activities. In general the field activities fall under three 
main divisions: first, the assignment of speakers, missionaries, board secre- 
taries, and other representatives to various types of meetings, such as 
special missionary conferences, State Conventions, Associations, summer 
assemblies, World Wide Guild rallies, district meetings, pastors’ conferences, 
local missionary conferences and regular meetings in local churches; 
secondly, the holding of State-wide conferences for intensive cultivation 
and the holding of special missionary conferences and rallies; and thirdly, 
the supervision of the field workers of the Board.

Never in the history of the denomination have there been so many 
missionaries, missionary secretaries, and deputation workers visiting the 
churches and speaking in behalf of the world-wide activities of the denom- 
ination as during the period of the New World Movement. Many of 
our missionaries have during their furloughs, which should be given mainly 
to rest and physical upbuilding, been. kept so constantly engaged in visiting 
the churches that they have anticipated with relief the end of the furlough 
period because it afforded opportunity for rest and freedom from physical 
strain. 

All deputation workers have been furnished with such special information 
as should be in possession of those who are presenting the work to our 
constituency. Immediately upon the publication of “On the March,” 245 
copies were sent to speakers. The attention of the speakers was called to 
special items which deserved particular emphasis. It is customary also to 
secure from each national Society and Board, from time to time, authorita- 
tive statements concerning special phases of the work which the leaders 
of these organizations feel should have emphasis. 

In advance of their public apppearance, brief life sketches of missionaries 
or other speakers are sent out, so that the communities visited may be made 
acquainted with the nature of their work and the character of the service 
they render. 

The promotion of missionary conferences and rallies throughout the field 
of the Convention has been an important factor in the field activities of the 
year. In September, as a preparation for the year’s ministry, a leadership 
training conference was held at Wallace Lodge, Yonkers, New York. This 
was followed by similar gatherings in the States during September and 
October. At least one conference was held by each State Convention, 
with but few exceptions. Their principal purpose was to inaugurate the 
year’s program with enthusiasm and to train groups of workers who might 
assume leadership of the promotional work in various sections of the 
State. With this end in view there were invited to the conferences all those 
officially related to the work of our denominational organizations and many 
other pastors, laymen, and women who were asked to render volunteer 
service as campaign directors. Teams were organized by the Board to help 
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conduct these conferences. Each team included speakers qualified to present 
the claims of the national missionary Societies, the women’s organizations, 
stewardship, and missionary education, as well as a pastor, and one person 
whose special function it was to propose and explain definite methods of 
conducting the campaign and to assist the State leaders in the organization 
of campaign workers within their territory. Through the conferences the 
promotional work of the year was well organized and set in motion at a 
much earlier period than usual. 

During the last three months of the fiscal year the Board gave atten- 
tion to the intensive cultivation of about one hundred of our larger cities. 
At these centers representatives of the Board, in cooperation with State 
leaders, conducted conferences of one day each, in connection with which 
there were organized, where necessary, local committees charged with 
responsibility for enlisting the participation of each local church in the 
special effort to reach the denominational goal by the end of the year. 

For valuable cooperation in these conferences and in other field activ- 
ities, the Board is deeply indebted to many denominational officers, pastors, 
laymen, and women throughout the country. It is impossible here to record 
the names of all who have helped. Special mention should be made, how- 
ever, of the work of Secretaries Franklin, Robbins, and Lerrigo of the For- 
eign Mission Society, Secretaries White, Barnes, and Brooks of the Home 
Mission Society, Secretaries Brink and Main of the Publication Society, 
Secretary Wright of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, and 
Secretary Sears of the New York City Baptist Mission Society. Mrs. 
W. A. Montgomery, Mrs. George W. Coleman, Mrs. H. E. Goodman, and 
other officers of the women’s societies, have cooperated willingly and effec- 
tively. Among our pastors who have given generously of their time are 
Rev. Frederick E. Taylor, D. D., Rev. W. S. Abernethy, D. D., Rev. Carter 
Helm Jones, D. D., Rev. Arthur T. Fowler, D. D., Rev. J. J. Ross, D. D., 
and Rev. James A. Francis, D. D. 

Requests from the Scandinavian churches for the services of Dr. Frank 
Peterson were granted and, for the most part, he has been visiting these 
churches during the last year. Dr. A. M. Petty has rendered valuable 
services in the North Pacific and other Western States where he has beeti 
engaged in the intensive cultivation of the field. Owing to the illness of 
Dr. F. G. Davies, the Board was glad to grant the request of the Southern 
California Convention and assign Dr. A. W. Rider to serve temporarily 
as Director of Promotion for that State. Rev. Sumner R. Vinton re- 
signed in January to become Director of Visual Publicity for the Near 
East Relief. Miss Helen Hobart gave up her work in the early fall to 
accept a position with the World Wide Guild. The Board acceded to the 
request of the Woman's Foreign Mission Society to release on February 15 
Miss Elsie Kappen to assist in the administrative work of that Society. 
Dr. M. D. Eubank rendered valuable service in conferences and assemblies 
in Missouri and other sections of the country. Mrs. Carrie Robinson served 
as field worker in the South Pacific District. 
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The particular perplexity which the Board has faced during the year has 
been that there is an ever-increasing demand for speakers to bring, the 
message of the New World Movement to our churches. With theidecrease 
of our field force it has been impossible for the Board to take care of all the 
requests that have been made during the year. A large number of volunteer 
workers, however, has responded generously to help meet the demands. 
The Board wishes to express its grateful appreciation to all of those who 
have responded so generously to its appeals. 

Cooperative policies have been devised from time to time, under which 
all organizations unitedly seek to further the whole denominational pro- 
gram. Conferences have been held frequently with representatives of the 
various organizations. The year has been notable for its cooperative spirit. 
The’ practical application of the text, ‘‘ Bear ye one another’s burdens,” has 
been realized. 

Among the new features of the year’s work has been the establishment 
of speakers’ bureaus in districts and in metropolitan areas. These have 
been of value in the systematic assignment of missionaries and speakers. 
Flying squadrons have been sent out by some districts. Minute men and 
women have been used in others. Missionaries’ wives have contributed 
richly to the presentation of world-wide missions, 24 of them having given 
201 addresses. ‘“‘ Missionary field days” and “world background weeks ”’ 
have been new features of promotional work. In cooperation with the For- 
eign Missions Conference, ‘world mission week-ends” were instituted. 
As a new feature of the work this year, missionary speakers have been 
furnished for the annual meetings of State World Wide Guild organizations. 


STEWARDSHIP 


The policies regarding stewardship adopted by the Indianapolis Conven- 
tion on recommendation of The General Board of Promotion have formed 
the basis of the activities of the past year. 

The principles of stewardship adopted at that time were: 

1. God is the owner of all. 

2. Man is a steward and should administer all that he has as a sacred 
trust for which he is accountable to God. 

3. God’s ownership and man’s stewardship should be acknowledged by the 
contribution -of a definite portion of his time, energy, and possessions to 
the special service of God. 

4. Faithfulness in our stewardship is the only adequate expression of grati- 
tude and loyalty to Jesus Christ, our Saviour and Lord. 

The number of members of the Baptist League of Christian Stewards 


has increased steadily during the year. Those who join this league sign the 
following statement: 


“T desire to enroll in ‘The Baptist League of Christian Stewards.’ 
I recognize that I am a steward of my life, my time, and my money. I 
agree to give to the work of the kingdom a just proportion of my personal

time and influence and to set apart a definite proportion, at least one-tenth, 
of my income to be used for the advancement of the kingdom of our 
Lord throughout the world and for the furthering of the interests of my 
own church.” 


Every church is asked to secure signatures and report the number to 
the State Convention office. 

In order to meet the needs of the churches, new and old literature has 
been printed in large quantities. Plays and simple dramatizations have 
also been in great demand. Among the new literature issued is ‘‘ The 
Stewardship of Possessions,” by Gilbert N. Brink; “The Stewardship of 
Prayer,’ by Frederick E. Taylor; “The Stewardship of the Unspeakable 
_ Gift,” by Frederick L. Anderson; Suggested Stewardship Topics, Suggested 
Stewardship Program for Local Churches, Certificate of Membership in the 
Baptist League of Christian Stewards. 

The suggested Stewardship Program for Local Churches, designed to aid 
in the observance of October as stewardship month, was drawn up and 
circulated in September. If the orders for literature may be taken as a 
criterion, more individuals have been reached with the stewardship mes- 
sage than ever before. 

The State promotional conferences in September and October placed par- 
ticular emphasis upon stewardship. The importance of this subject is in- 
creasingly felt throughout the country. 

Dr. F. A. Agar, the field secretary for stewardship, has given his time 
through the year to a careful, constructive program of church efficiency and 
stewardship. His presence has been felt in many Conventions and churches. 
He has laid foundations and developed plans that will continue to bear 
much fruit. 


LITERATURE 


The Committee on Literature and Publishing has general supervision over 

the publication and distribution of literature issued by The General Board 
of Promotion. This includes both literature descriptive of the work and 
needs of particular Societies and Boards and also literature giving informa- 
tion of a general nature applying to all the organizations participating in 
the New World Movement. In the case of the former, manuscripts are 
provided by the organizations concerned. 
_ During the past year The American Baptist Publication Society, the 
State Conventions and the Standard City Mission Societies were for the 
first time included among the organizations for whose printing provision 
is made in the budget of the Board of Promotion. The State Conventions 
and the Standard City Mission Societies participated in the benefits of this 
arrangement only in so far as their interests are represented in “On the 
March.” 

New publications issued during the year total 195. There were in 
addition a large number of reprints. The total number of copies issued 
during the year was 3,609,000, including both free and priced literature. 
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Special mention’ should be made of “On the March,” of which four 
editions have been printed, totaling 225,000 copies. The demand for 
this book far exceeded expectations. The literature offices at times were 
swamped with requests for the book. ; 

The receipts from the sale of literature have been nearly $30,000, a 
large part of this coming from the sale of over 24,000 mission study 
text-books. 

The literature subscription plan has shown a considerable growth, 660 
subscribers being on the list. Under the terms of this plan, a sample copy 
of every new publication of The General Board of Promotion for the 
Societies and Boards is sent monthly to any address for the subscription 
price of $1.00. This plan makes it possible to keep well informed regarding 
all the missionary work of Northern Baptists at home and abroad. 

Our churches are able to secure literature from the Literature Bureaus 
of The General Boardof Promotion at any of the following addresses: 
276 Fifth Avenue, New York, N. Y.; 143 North Wabash Avenue, Chicago, 
Ill.; 700 Ford Building, Boston, Mass.; 504 Columbia Building, Los 
Angeles, Cal. 

These bureaus fill orders from churches and individuals and furnish 
literature for conventions, conferences, and other meetings. An increas- 
ing number of correspondents are applying to them for plans and suggestions 
for missionary meetings and the use of literature. 

Much of the success of the work during the year has been due to the 
faithful and able work of the staff. The managers of the literature 
bureaus, Miss Lulu M. Drake in Chicago, Miss Elizabeth H. Law in 
Boston, and Mrs. Anna L. Moore in Los Angeles have made their offices 
indispensable to the churches. The New York office is suffering a severe 
loss in the withdrawal of Miss Marian L. Gelston, the manager, whose 
knowledge, ability, and devotion to the work will be greatly missed. 

The State and Associational secretaries of literature have given unstintedly 
of time and labor without remuneration. A new plan has recently been 
adopted by the Administrative Committee, with the approval of the Commit- 
tee of Conference of the Woman’s Societies, by which the State secretaries 
of literature are to be nominated by the woman’s district boards, with the 
approval of the State Directors of Promotion, and are to be elected annually 
by the Committe on Literature and Publishing. The associational secretaries 
of literature are to be appointed by the State literature secretaries. This 
plan will bring the secretaries of literature into official connection with the 
central organization, while at the same time they will retain their existing 
close relations with the Woman’s Societies. 

The work should be more largely developed. This cannot be done, 
however, without increased funds and a larger staff. New and desirable 
forms of service are possible along the following lines: the appointment of 
a literature representative in every church; conferences of the literature 
secretaries; wider advertising of the literature through the denominational 
press and by correspondence. 
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STEREOPTICON 


In connection with its stereopticon work the Board carries on a number 
of different activities. It secures negatives and pictures from Baptist 
missions and educational institutions, catalogs and files them, and keeps 
them available for all denominational and some interdenominational purposes, 
such as illustrations for books, papers, magazines, pamphlets, and stereop- 
ticon lectures. 

It furnishes missionaries and other field workers with slides to make 
their messages complete. 

It furnishes from seventeen different depositories stereopticon lectures 
for the use of churches. This service is rendered without charge except for 
carriage. 

It furnishes moving pictures without cost except for carriage and the 
necessary expense of examination and rewinding of the film after each 
exhibition to make it ready for the next. There is at present only one 
depository for moving pictures. It is hoped that arrangements may be 
made soon for the establishment of a second depository in Chicago. 

It offers for sale to any Baptist church or church-member stereopticons 
of four standard makes at prices from ten to thirty per cent. less than the 
ordinary retail prices. More than one thousand dollars was saved to Bap- 
tists on this item alone last year. 

It cooperates with the Department of Missionary Education in the prep- 
aration of lectures on the current mission-study books. 

It assists officers and representatives of Societies, Boards, Conventions, 
and colleges in securing lectures for their own use. 

In short, it serves the denomination with pictures. 

The table below indicates the number of lectures distributed from the 
various depositories during the fiscal year 1922-1923. These figures include 
the lectures listed in the catalog but do not include the lectures used by 
secretaries and missionaries.

Arrangements are now being made so that lectures will be available in 
some of the States that have hitherto had greatest difficulty in securing 
them. The use of lectures cannot be much further increased until more 
churches are equipped with stereopticons. 
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There are lectures on 79 different subjects, with enough duplicates to make 
529 sets in all. 

The most widely used lecture has been “On the March.” Twenty-two 
sets of this were made, some of which have been used as frequently as 
five times a week for a month at a time. The total number of times this 
lecture was given during March and April was 259. 

Not less than 900,000 people have had our message presented to them in 
pictures during this last year.

There are in circulation 120 different sets on these subjects. 

The demand for hymn sets, hymn slides, and pictures on the life of 
Christ has greatly increased. It has been impossible to supply all requests. 
One moving picture in four reels, entitled “Buddhism and Baptists in 
Burma,” has been completed, and this has been kept busy. 

The missionary and educational exhibit is related to the stereopticon 
work. During the last year several churches and communities have been 
supplied with curio sets and exhibit material such as is in the Convention 
exhibit at Atlantic City. Arrangements are being made to enlarge the use 
of this material next year. 


PUBLICITY 


In spite of the fact that the publicity work of the Board during the past 
year has been carried on with a limited budget and a severely reduced 
personnel, substantial results have been achieved. 

During the fiscal year ending April 30, 1923, there were placed in the 
various denominational newspapers a total of 71 display advertisements, 
ranging in size from six inches double column to a full page. This does 
not include the series of annuity and legacy advertisements placed directly by 
the cooperating organizations. These display advertisements have featured 
the work of all the organizations participating in the New World Movement,

including the State Conventions and the City Mission Societies. So far as 
we know, this is the first time in the history of the denomination that the 
State Conventions and the City Mission Societies have been included in the 
general denominational advertising program. 

During the year there have been published in the denominational papers 
more than twenty-five leading feature articles each occupying a page or 
more. These have described the work of the participating organizations, 
their needs and achievements. They have been written by persons thor- 
oughly familiar with the subjects and have been prepared with a view to 
stimulating the entire denominational program. In addition to these 
longer articles, the Board has also furnished a regular news service to the 
papers, having supplied from week to week several hundred brief, newsy 
paragraphs reflecting progress, achievements, needs, and opportunities in 
the work of the various organizations. In most cases these have been 
scattered throughout the pages of the papers, while in other cases they 
have been grouped together into one or more pages. A somewhat similiar 
development may be noted in a new feature in Missions. Each month three 
pages of news, under the general title, “From the World Fields,” now 
appear in the magazine. A total of 305 items has been published on these 
pages. The news service was also furnished the State Convention bulletins 
each month, but unfortunately the limitations of space in the bulletins, 
very few of which have more than eight pages in an issue, made it im- 
possible to publish all the items furnished. 

A special word of appreciation is due the editors of our denominational 
papers. This is true not only of our denominationally owned journals, The 
Baptist and Missions, but of The Watchman-Examiner, The Record, The 
Baptist Observer, and The Baptist Banner, as well as the State Convention 
bulletins. They have responded generously to the demands made upon their 
columns for space. They have published as much of the material furnished 
them as seemed consistent with the other interests represented in their 
papers. They have invariably ‘placed the advertising material and feature 
articles in favorable locations. Their editorial treatment of the phases of the 
denominational program, particularly their references to the reports of 
progress in “On the March,” are worthy of grateful recognition. Without 
the effective cooperation of these editors, a large amount of the publicity 
secured during the year would have been impossible. 


ACCOUNTING 


The Treasurer’s office, the chief unit of the fomer Business Depart- 
ment, is under the direction of the Business Committee of the Admin- 
istrative Committee. This committee is composed of lay members of 
the Administrative Committee and treasurers of several of the national 
organizations. As a matter of general information it may be stated that 
twelve employees, including the auditor, carry the detail of the work 
of this office, the activities of which include the receipt of funds, their dis- 
tribution to all participating organizations, and. the disbursement of funds 
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used for the expenses of The General Board of Promotion. Expenses in- 
curred in the work of the Board chargeable to the regular budget, expenses 
of the campaign budgets, purchases of supplies, rental of offices, and the 
financing are supervised, recorded, and accounted for through the Treasurer’s 
office. 

The accounting system is as accurate and economical as possible, all con- 
ditions considered, and has the approval of the firm of auditors who 
examine the accounts. A careful check is kept on expenditures under the 
budget and on requisition obligations, so as to avoid overexpenditure. 

In the annual report a year ago, the amount of our note to The New 
York Trust Company was reported as $635,000. On May 18, 1922, a pay- 
ment of $120,000 was made. During the year additional payments aggre- 
gating $100,000 reduced the note to $415,000. Of this amount $39,000 
represents the unpaid balance on account of the Interchurch obligation. 
This $39,000 is covered by official notes of ten State Conventions and three 
Standard City Mission Societies. Payments on these notes will be applied 
on the bank note of the Board when and as received. The remaining 
$376,000 represents deficits of prior years on the expense account of the 
Board. At its meeting in New York on May 9, the Administrative Com- 
mittee authorized payment from the budget receipts of the Board of 
$50,000, or such part thereof as the total receipts for the year would make 
available. On May 17 $26,000 was paid. The obligation of the Board 
aside from the $39,000 mentioned above is now $350,000. 


Missions 


Missions, whose praise is in all the churches and whose excellence is 
recognized by all denominations, reports a year of widening influence. 
In no other year has the magazine received so many commendations from 
all sections, expressing the help received and the stimulus to missionary 
interest imparted through its pages. Especially gratifying is the use of the 
magazine by the members of the World Wide Guild and the Children’s 
World Crusade. Through use in the reading contests, in various original 
movements such as “ Up Dollar Hill,” and in programs and classes, Missions 
is bringing the missionary message to the children and the young people as 
well as to their elders and in a form not only attractive but calculated to 
exert permanent influence upon life. Thus it is helping to raise up a mis- 
sionary generation. Missionaries join with the great body of readers at 
home in their cordial expressions of appreciation of the service which the 
magazine is rendering to the cause of missions at home and abroad. 

The election, by the Board at Indianapolis, of Mr. William B. Lipphard 
as Associate Editor, with part-time service, has given the editor, Rev. 
Howard B. Grose, D. D., the first editorial assistance he has had since the 
joint magazine was started in 1910. The able and devoted manner in which 
Doctor Grose has discharged his trust, bringing Missions to the first rank 
among missionary periodicals, is known to all and gratefully recognized. 
During the year Mr. Lipphard has rendered valued and appreciated service. 
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In a business way the year has been most satisfactory, except in the 
matter of subscriptions. Despite a special effort made in the month of 
December, which was designated by the Administrative Committee of The 
General Board of Promotion as promotion month for The Baptist and 
Missions, the result was disappointing so far as extending the circulation 
appreciably was concerned. The figures at the close of the fiscal year show 
that the number of paid subscriptions was 700 to 800 less than the year 
previous. It should be said, however, that the subscription receipts for 
April exceeded those of the preceding April by 300 to 400, indicating that 
the former total will soon be gained. Of course this is not satisfactory. 
Instead of a list of between 53,000 and 54,000, Missions ought to reach the 
75,000 goal at the very least. This can be done if more of the pastors 
will take the personal interest which many now do in aiding the club 
managers by commending the magazine occasionally from the pulpit. 

Aside from the subscription list, the business has been usually good. 
The increased receipts from advertising have more than offset the slight 
falling off in subscription receipts, so that the year closed with all bills paid 
and within the deficit allowance of $8,000 voted by the Board. This result 
has been achieved by careful management at every point, and by securing 
the most favorable rates for paper and printing while maintaining the typo- 
graphical quality at a high standard. The total receipts for the year May 
1, 1922, to April 30, 1923 were $66,631.09. The total disbursements were 
$66,211.65. The receipts include the $8,000 subsidy. 


THE BAPTIST 


During the past year Editor Edgar L. Killam has carried with a remark- 
able degree of efficiency the entire responsibility for the editorial and busi- 
ness management of Zhe Baptist. This has been a heavier load than any 
one man ought to carry. The grateful appreciation of the denomination 
for this service is due Mr. Killam. 

The Baptist has continued to render genuine service to the denomination 
and is unquestionably more firmly established than ever before. It will be 
recalled that at the beginning of its history the subscription list was a 
conglomeration of the lists of four regional papers with widely differing 
constituencies. It was freely prophesied that these lists could not be held. 
Durings the past year those elements which did not fuse have been removed, 
and the loss is less than one-third. The thousands of new subscribers 
secured at the beginning of the enterprise have held remarkably steady. 
It should not be forgotten that these subscriptions are not secured by paid 
solicitors, but by the voluntary, unpaid service of friends of the paper. 

During the past year more individuals have subscribed and paid for 
The Baptist than ever before, the subscription receipts being several thou- 
sand dollars more than in any other year since the paper started. 

Perhaps the most significant fact is that the paper is self-supporting. 
On April 30, 1922, it was granted from the budget allowance of the year 
which closed on that date a sum sufficient to pay only current bills 
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on that date. On May 1 it started without working capital, has taken 
every discount, has paid all bills, and has a good bank balance. It has not 
had one dollar of subsidy. 

The time is now ripe for a great Convention-wide subscription campaign 
which will put the circulation at a point where the constituency can be 
more widely served. With 50,000 net paid circulation, the paper will not 
only be as it now is—self-supporting—but it can be strengthened to a 
degree which will make it one of the great forces in American Christendom. 


“On THE MarcH” 


One of the outstanding achievements of the year was the publication 
and distribution of “On the March.’ At the meeting of the Board in. 
Indianapolis in June, 1922, action was taken authorizing the appointment 
of a special committee to. restudy the denominational program in the light 
of the facts presented in the Survey and of the experience of the three 
years following its publication. 

In order to secure an authoritative body of facts, the committee sent ques- 
tionnaires to all the organizations which have had a part in the New 
World Movement, making inquiry concerning the progress of their work 
since the beginning of the movement and concerning their plans for the 
future in the light of their experience during that time. After the com- 
mittee had reviewed with great care the information thus obtained and 
worked it over with a view to presenting it in the most attractive and read-- 
able form, the Administrative Committee approved its publication, under the 
title “On the March.” 

The results have abundantly justified the expectations of the Board in 
authorizing this publication and the expenditure of time, effort, and money 
which went into its production. The demand for the book. was instan- 
taneous and universal. For many weeks the Board found it impossible to 
meet the insistent calls from all quarters. Everywhere the book when 
received was greeted with enthusiasm. It satisfied a common desire to know 
the facts concerning what has been accomplished by the denomination since 
the enlarged program was undertaken. 

As noted elsewhere in this report, four editions have been printed, total- 
ing 225,000 copies. Practically all of these have been distributed to the 
constituency. Moreover, they have not been distributed recklessly. Great 
care has been taken to insure, so far as possible, that every copy should 
be placed in the hands of some one who would read it. Typical passages 
from the book were adapted for use in a stereopticon lecture with the 
same title, which has been widely used throughout our field. The Depart- 
ment of Missionary Education cooperated in the publication of a handbook 
on the use of “On the March” in local churches. This handbook contains 
many valuable suggestions as to ways in which the information contained 
in the book may be helpfully presented to study classes, young people’s 
meetings, and other groups. 

The members of the committee to whom the Board is indebted for “On 
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the March” are Mrs. C. D. Eulette, Rev. Frank W. Padelford, D. D., and 
Mr. Albert L. Scott. To them and to others who cooperated with them 
the denomination owes a lasting debt of gratitude. “On the March” has 
given new inspiration and courage to our people. It has contributed mate- 
rially to the results of the year’s work. It will have a lasting influence on 
the work of the denomination. 


CoNTINUATION CAMPAIGN 


As the objective for its second year’s work, the National Continuation 
Campaign Committee of the two Woman's Societies reiterated that of the 
first year, namely, “to give the last woman in the last Baptist church an 
opportunity to give of her time and money for the advancement of Christ’s 
kingdom throughout the whole earth.” 

In order to attain this object, the National Committe has worked 
through district, State, Associational, and local campaign directors. The 
districts again assumed the responsibility for the promotion of all national 
plans and for the initiation of plans especially suited to their own localities. 

The continuance of former prayer groups and the organization of new 
ones have been emphasized. One district director wrote, “If the Con- 
tinuation Campaign has accomplished nothing else, it has brought our women 
together to pray for definite objects.” February 1 was set aside as a 
special day of prayer. 

In response to many requests, mite-boxes were prepared for coins which 
otherwise would. never be given to missions. The orders grew until 150,000 
boxes, not “mite” but “might,” were made, and with the exception of 
about 5,000 all are now in circulation. These boxes do not usurp the place 
of pledge taking. : 

Through several ‘telling leaflets, as well as through special conferences 
held in States and local churches, the Continuation Campaign leaders have 
disseminated information concerning the denominational task, and have 
tried to inspire Baptist women to accept gladly their God-given oppor- 
tunity for service. 

The World Wide Guild and the Children’s World Crusade have had a 
large part in the campaign work for this year. Their success of last year 
has spurred these two splendid organizations on to larger service. 

The General Board of Promotion has prepared a stereopticon lecture on 
the Continuation Campaign and slides for the use of each of the ten 
districts. Reports show that large use is being made of this lecture. 

One of the greatest contributions to denominational efficiency is that 
made by the intelligent volunteer worker. The Continuation Campaign 
has called forth hundreds of women for personal service of time and talents. 
Special mention should be made of district and State campaign directors 
for their untiring service. 

It is impossible to state at this writing the exact amount of money 
secured through the efforts of the Continuation Campaign. It is certain, 
however, that the earnest efforts of the women and girls throughout the 
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churches of the Northern Baptist Convention must be rewarded by a 
munificent inflow of money into the Lord’s treasury. 


SPIRITUAL VALUES 


We wish to emphasize again’ the spiritual aspect and objective of our 
work. Because such work is so often concerned with matters of business 
and finance, with budgets, quotas, and campaigns, there is sometimes a 
tendency to suppose that the more vital matters of the spirit are lacking. 
The New World Movement had its origin in prayer. It has from the 
beginning sought to keep the spiritual emphasis dominant. Back of all 
our activities is the one supreme desire to see our Lord Jesus Christ en- 
throned in the hearts of all men. Our efforts are motivated solely by that 
desire and purpose. There. is abundant testimony of spiritual quickening 
in the churches which have endeavored whole-heartedly to do their full 
share in the work of the denomination. Evidence of this fact is recorded 
in “On the March.” Repeated references are made to blessings which 
churches have received in increased membership, renewed spirit of revival, 
and stimulation of interest in the whole work of the denomination, as well 
as in greatly increased income for local work. 

One of the most significant and helpful features of the program during 
the year has been a cycle of prayer, in which specific objects of inter- 
cession were suggested for each day of the month, including local church 
interests, our general denominational organizations, our work and workers 
abroad, our work and workers at home, and our country. The cycle of 
prayer was welcomed by individuals and churches in all parts of the field 
and has been widely used through the year. It was printed on a small 
card of convenient size, of which approximately 200,000 copies have been 
distributed. A leaflet containing suggested Scripture selections for daily 
reading, appropriate to the subjects emphasized each month, was also 
prepared and has received equally wide distribution and use with the cycle 
of prayer. 


RECEIPTS FOR THE YEAR 


Total receipts reported on account of the New World Movement funds 
for the year aggregated $8,266,018.28. 

The table below presents a comparative statement of the income for 
three years of the New World Movement. Pledges were not taken until 
the close of the first year. The income the first year, totaling $4,921,178.65, 
was not classified as it has been during subsequent years.

It will be seen from the above that the total credits from all sources for 
the first four years applying on the New World Movement funds are 
$35,519,549.96. 


We are unable to state the amount of new subscriptions secured during 
the year covered by this report. The total amount pledged to the New 
World Movement fund to April 30, 1922, was $49,023,958.88. To this 
should be added the amount which the Administrative Committee voted 
should be a proper credit for the five-year period on account of income from 
invested funds, legacies, and matured annuities, namely, $2,619,769.95, mak- 
ing a total of $51,643,428.83. 


" We reported collections on pledges a year ago aggregating $22,123,427.20. 
Adding to this figure the income from donation sources this year makes a 
total of $29,619,352.22. The collections for the fifth year will amount to 
$19,404,606.66 provided the total due on all pledges or an amount equivalent 
thereto is paid. 


EXPENSES OF PROMOTION 


In keeping with the policy followed since its organization, the Board has 
kept expenses within the budget allowance authorized by the Convention. 
The Board has sought to conduct its work in accordance with the wishes 
of the Convention and at the same time has endeavored to keep its expenses 
at the lowest point consistent with efficiency. The budget authorized for 
administrative expenses for the fiscal year 1921-1922 was $496,750, of which 
approximately $400,000 was spent. The total budget allowance for the 
year 1922-1923 was $396,600.10, of which $96,600.10 was a supplemental 
allowance to cover subsidies to The Baptist and Missions, expenses of the 
Woman’s Continuation Campaign, and temporary expenses necessarily in- 
volved in effecting the changes made at the Indianapolis Convention in the 
organization of the Board. Of the supplemental budget $46,000 was actually 
spent. The Board has been operating during the year on a budget of 
$300,000 for administrative expenses and has expended $294,170.51. The 
expenses of The General Board of Promotion were therefore 3.56 per cent. 
of the receipts for the year. The addition of the expenses of promotional 
work carried on by the State Conventions which aggregated $212,272.24, 
smakes the total cost of promotion for the year 6.13 per cent. The expenses 
of promotion for the first three years of the New World Movement period 
were 9.2 per cent. of the total receipts, for the first four years 8.7 per cent. 
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We wish to call attention again to the statement made in the annual 
report of last year which reads as follows: 


“Tt should be borne in mind also that a large percentage of the 
expenses of the Board of Promotion is for items taken over directly 
from the organizations which it serves, stich as missionary conferences, 
deputation work, salaries, and traveling expenses of all field workers who 
were formerly connected with the organizations, and general promotional 
printing as well as the cost of printing literature for national organiza- 
tions. Had the organizations conducted their own promotional program 
on the larger scale separately, they would have been compelled to expend 
sums greatly in excess of their former expenditures. Then too, the 
Board of Promotion has had to do its work during a period of the 
highest cost of doing such work. The combined promotional appeal is 
not as expensive as it would be for the organizations to conduct their 
promotional programs separately.” 


Cost oF Baprist HEADQUARTERS 


Questions have been raised regarding the rental rates at 276 Fifth Avenue. 
At the time the general Baptist headquarters were established there was 
some uncertainty as to the power of the Board of Promotion to execute 
a lease. The Board through its Administrative Committee therefore availed 
itself of the expressed willingness of the Foreign Mission Society to lease the 
space required for itself and the other Baptist organizations. Three floors 
were not sufficient to house Baptist interests. By taking four full floors 
in the upper part of the Holland Building permission was granted to use 
hallways which otherwise would not be available. This made it possible to 
get along with less space and to reduce the cost. 


A five-year lease was taken at a cost of $25,000 per year per floor. This 
was a most favorable rate. In view of the low rents thus secured, it was 
agreed that a proportionate part of the cost of necessary alterations should 
be borne by all the Baptist organizations participating in the arrangement. 
From the first the Board of Promotion has handled the business side of 
the transactions involved in the lease the same as if the lease had been 
executed by the Board itself, with the exception of the formal matter of 
executing subleases, all of which have been signed by officers of the 
Foreign Mission Society. All items of expense and accounts pertaining 
thereto have been kept separate from missionary funds. 


The decision on the part of The American Baptist Publication Society 
a few months after the lease was taken to discontinue its New York 
office released considerable space. The space now occupied by The General 
Board of Promotion is less than fifty per cent. of what it occupied during 
the first year of the lease. Additional space was vacated when the office of 
the New York Baptist State Convention, including the promotional depart- 
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ment, moved to Syracuse. Other Baptist organizations now occupy less 
space than they did at the time the lease was taken. Owing to the im- 
possibility of immediately rerenting such space to other tenants considerable 
space was unoccupied from time to time. All the space not occupied by 
Baptist organizations is now subrented to outside organizations. 


The entire cost for the four floors for the first two and one-half years 
exceeded the income by $21,622.63. The facts in connection with this 
excess cost were fully presented to the Finance Committee of the Northern 
Baptist Convention at its meeting held in New York, November 21, 22, 1922. 
The Finance Committee authorized the Board to charge the excess cost 
for the first two and one-half years to its expense budget. 


A slight adjustment of the rate of rental to be paid by the Baptist organ- 
izations has been made. On the present basis the income for the last two 
and one-half years of the lease will be sufficient to meet all the obligations. 
The rental rate now being paid by Baptist organizations, including all the 
cost of alterations, is slightly less than three dollars per square foot. 


THE FUTURE 


In accordance with the practise of the last two or three years, the Admin- 
istrative Committee at its meeting on January 3 authorized the appoint- 
ment of a Committee on Promotional Program for 1923-1924. In the 
pursuance of its duties this committee has conferred with representatives 
of all lines of activity carried on by the various denominational organiza- 
tions, and has now presented to The General Board of Promotion its 
recommendations concerning the program for the current year. 

This, the closing year of the great five-year undertaking to which we 
pledged ourselves at the Denver Convention, should be the greatest year 
of all. As we approach the end of the period for which the five-year 
pledges were taken the obligation is the more urgent to complete so far 
as possible the redemption of our promises and the payment of the amounts 
pledged. With this as our objective, we shall be able to make it a year of 
real achievement in so far as our churches and all our interests cooperate 
to that end. Detailed plans will be presented to the Convention for con- 
sideration, and if approved, will be inaugurated through the usual channels 
at an early date. 

The circumstances in which we find ourselves today summon us to a 
renewed faith in God, to a firmer confidence in each other, to a more 
devoted consecration of life to the service of God and men. Never was 
it more apparent than during these post-war years that the only abiding 
solution for the world’s ills is to be found in Jesus Christ. Seldom if 
ever have the unevangelized peoples been more receptive to the message of 
the gospel. If in the need of men we are to recognize the call of God, 
that call was never clearer or more insistent than it is today. Let us pledge 
ourselves during the fifth year of the New World Movement to do every- 
thing in our power to meet that need.

148. The following report of a Special Committee of the Gen- 
eral Board of Promotion on “The Present Situation of Our 
Denominational Program” was presented by C. E. Milliken, of 
Maine, and was reserved for consideration at a later session of 
the Convention : 


Report of the Special Committee of the Board of Promotion 


To the General Board of Promotion: 


The Committee to which you submitted the task of studying the present 
situation of our promotional program, of finding a solution of the problems 
connected with the debts of some of our organizations, and determining the 
relation of both of these to the program of next year, beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

We have found it no easy task to determine the solution of our difficul- 
ties. They are many and perplexing. We have given them most careful 
thought and study. We have sought the counsel of as many as possible 
‘who had constructive suggestions to make. We are ready to assert that

we believe that our difficulties can be overcome, that our problems can be 
solved, and that we can bring our New World Movement to a successful 
and glorious issue during this last year. The victory is ours for the 
taking. : 

We wish to say to ourselves and to you, that this is no time for dis- 
couragement. True, we did not last year secure the full ten million dollars 
which we set as our goal—our receipts were less than those of the pre- 
vious year—our debts have not been wiped out—we have found it neces- 
sary to contract our work at many points. But there is another side to the 
story which we must not forget. We are three years away from the day 
when our pledges were taken—these pledges were made at the peak of the 
recent period of financial prosperity—many of our people since that day 
have suffered financial reverses—the country has passed through a period 
of serious depression--our Movement has been subjected to severe criti- 
cism in many quarters by those who did not understand our methods or 
our motives. But in these three years we have collected for our benevolent 
work thirty million dollars; our churches have experienced a marked 
spiritual awakening; our missionary work at home and abroad has under- 
gone a great development; and during this last year we have had the 
largest ingathering on the foreign field in our history. 


Why should we not lift up our hearts and rejoice? Why should we not 
call upon our hearts and all that is within us to bless his Holy Name? It 
is the note of thanksgiving that should be sounded throughout our con- 
stituency. We challenge all our fellow workers to sound this note abroad. 

In our judgment the most important thing just now is to create a new 
morale throughout the denomination. What do we mean by this 
“morale”? It has two equally important elements, “ The confidence in the 
worth-whileness of our task and the confidence in our own ability to ac- 
complish it.” There is among us no doubt as to the worth-whileness of 
our task, but there is, in some quarters, serious lack of confidence in our 
ability to accomplish it. It is this confidence which we need to restore. 
We believe that this can be done. More than that, it is the most important 
task of the immediate future. We believe that the series of conferences 
and luncheons planned for the early fall will help tremendously in this 
direction, If they can be made to reveal to some degree the great achieve- 
ments of this period and give our people a vision of the things yet to be 
done, we shall kindle an enthusiasm which will carry us to victory. 


One of the serious factors in the present situation is the excess pay- 
ments of last year to the States and cities. The fact is that in nearly all 
cases this excess payment was in accordance with the vote of the Adminis- 
trative Committee authorizing the States to hold these funds as a part 
of the last receipts. The representatives of the Standard City Mission 
Societies have unanimously voted to return these funds to the General 
Board. The representatives of the States have also taken a similar vote, 
almost unanimously. We do not fail to appreciate the attitude of our 
brethren in recognizing thus the equities in the situation. To return these 
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funds, however, in some cases would work serious detriment in our mis- 
sionary program, and in many cases it would automatically and despite 
all the efforts which the secretaries could put forth, create questioning and 
disappointment in the constituencies in the States. 

We recommend, therefore, that instead of seeking the return of these 
funds from the States and cities we leave them with these organizations 
and add the total amount thus released to our underdrawings. This applies 
only to such excess amounts as were retained in accordance with the 
action of the Administrative Committee. All additional amounts should 
be returned to The General Board of Promotion, except in those cases for 
which the Finance Committee has made special provision, and States which 
did not retain the full amount to which they were entitled by the action of 
the Administrative Committee should be reimbursed from this sum to 
that full amount. 

We wish to make it clear that no demand for such action has been made 
by the State Secretaries. The proposal was initiated in our committee. The 
State Secretaries are unwilling to accept this arrangement if there is any 
implication that it is a preferential treatment. There is no such implication. 
We have made this recommendation because we believe that it will help 
as can nothing else in retaining for our entire cooperative program the 
loyal, enthusiastic support of our great State and city constituencies. We 
also believe that it will relieve the State and City Secretaries from serious 
embarrassment and enable them to enter whole-heartedly into the plans 
for the current year. The State Secretaries have agreed that in case the 
Board of Promotion: adopts this recommendation they will adjust the in- 
equalities within their own group by the creation of an equalization fund 
from the excess payments. We therefore make the above recommendation. 
We believe that in many cases these funds will be used to accelerate the 
promotional program of the next year and will return us manyfold. The 
Finance Committee has built the budget for the year on the basis of this 
recommendation. 

We have consulted the Finance: Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention as to the actual debts of the denomination and the various 
participating organizations. The Finance Committee reports to us that the 
total obligations are as here given. We have had no facilities for making 
an intimate study of these facts ourselves, but we report them exactly as 
the official body of the Convention has reported and approved them. 

The indebtedness of our various organizations is $1,822,619.73. The 
underdrawings form an additional amount of $1,848,740.30. The total 
amount including all reported obligations of all participating organizations 
is $3,671,360.03. 

In the last analysis these are the obligations, not of Boards and Societies, 
but of our churches themselves. The Boards are simply the agents of the 
churches. 

Having incurred these obligations there is only one thing for us to do, 
and that is to acknowledge them, assume them, and pay them. We can do 
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nothing less, therefore, than to make a determined effort to raise this total 
amount in addition to our current obligations. The amount of money 
needed to finance all our organizations for the current fiscal year is $8,409,- 
096. Add this to our debts and underdrawings and include $50,000 for a 
contingent fund as the Finance Committee suggests, and we have a total 
budget of $12,130,456.03. This is the amount therefore which the Commit- 
tee believes we should assume as our financial goal for the current year. 

This should not seem an impossible or even a staggering amount, when 
we recall that we secured an even larger sum during the first year of the 
New World Movement, that this represents our entire missionary and edu- 
cational activities, that our people are entering upon a new period of pros- 
perity, that we have an obligation to pay all our debts, and that in a spirit 
of loyalty and pride, our people can be depended upon to make a heroic 
effort to bring this great Movement to a successful issue. 


Now as to the plans for raising the funds. The Committee would recom- 
mend as the first step toward the accomplishment of this aim, an evalua- 
tion of all present New World Movement assets. In securing this evalua- 
tion it will be necessary to examine, in conference with the pastor and 
official board of each church, the pledges to the Movement. If this exami- 
nation is carried on by a representative from Associational, State, or na- 

‘tional headquarters who is willing to study sympathetically the local con- 
ditions, at the same time endeavoring to emphasize the spiritual nature of 
the campaign and to inspire in the church officers an earnest desire to 
share in the glory of a world enterprise, we believe it will prove to be of 
greater value in the work of the year than any other one phase of proposed 
activity. The success of this plan depends upon the full understanding of 
its value and the conscientious prosecution of it in each State. In our 
opinion such a review as is contemplated will do more than merely to 
augment the financial returns of the year; it will, we believe, reenlist the 
active support of those whose interest has become largely perfunctory and 
bring into being an esprit de corps, a united determination to succeed and 
a determination to succeed unitedly, which will facilitate the carrying out 
of the entire program. 


The evaluation of these assets will furnish us the basis for our next step. 
Without question we shall need a generous supply of new funds to attain 
our goal. These funds are in the hands of our people. They are ready to 
invest them in these great undertakings if we will but present the cause 
in the right way. To this end preparation should be made well in advance 
to launch after November 15 a campaign to secure the balance in new 
gifts and pledges. Each church will select for this canvass the time most 
suitable to its own local conditions. c 

This campaign should have two aspects: The canvass of each church for 
new pledges from those who have never given and from those who are 
able to make a new gift over and above the payment of their old pledges; 
and in the second place, a personal appeal to our people of large means 
for generous gifts with which to close the movement. 
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The plans for this new campaign should be worked out in each State 
according to the local conditions. It will furnish a splendid opportunity for 
mutual helpfulness among our churches by the development of a real 
spirit of neighborliness. 

One of the most helpful features of the first campaign three years ago 
was the large participation by our lay forces, the four-minute speakers and 
the church-to-church visitation by groups from neighboring churches. We 
can gain much by recalling these forces into action. Large participation 
by our laymen in such activities will of itself almost insure success of 
our efforts and will result in most helpful relations between the churches 
themselves. 

The canvass within the churches should be made most carefully and 
systematically and as thoroughly as it was made three years ago. This 
campagin should be carried on cooperatively. Surely we would not aban- 
don that principle, but in the effort to secure the new gifts from our 
people of means, each participating organization should be encouraged to 
make contacts with individuals who are known to be interested in its 
special work. These individual contacts will undoubtedly result in many 
gifts. 

While these contacts are to be encouraged, The General Board of Pro- 
motion should be responsible for seeing that definite plans are made to 
reach every individual able to make a substantial gift. 

_ We have considered with great care and from many angles the request 

of the Woman’s Foreign Mission Society that that Society be permitted 
to include in its operating budget $150,000 for its deficit and to appeal 
directly to its constituency for those items of work upon the foreign field 
which would then have to be removed from the budget if the total were 
to remain at the figure authorized by the Finance Committee. If there 
were to be no concerted effort toward caring for the indebtedness of all 
the Societies, or if we did not sincerely believe that this effort would be a 
successful one, our attitude toward this request would be different. We 
believe, however, that the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society would itself prefer to join in the united campaign to close the New 
World Movement with all obligations of each Society fully met, than to 
be permitted to make its own appeal and thus reduce its deficit by $150,000. 
We therefore recommend that we express to the Woman’s American Bap- 
tist Foreign Mission Society our desire that it will continue to participate 
fully in the plans which The General Board of Promotion puts into opera- 
tion, and also our earnest hope that not only $150,00, but its entire deficit 
may be raised. 

There is little inspiration in the word “debts.” It will not be easy to 
raise money for deficits, and the less said about these the better. The at- 
tention of our people should be focused upon the achievements which we 
have attained and the tasks which awaits us. These should be set forth 
in the most attractive and alluring fashion. Our people can surely be chal- 
lenged by them. 
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We have made a great gain during these years in the development of 
the cooperative spirit. It is a gain which we would under no circumstances 
be willing to sacrifice. We need now, however, to restimulate the interest 
of our people in the various activities which make up our great denomina- 
tional program. These should again be brought to the front. This can be 
done, we believe, without sacrificing our gains in cooperation. 


It is a great task that stands at our doors, but it is a challenging task. 
One of our State Secretaries has remarked since coming here, that this 
will be the greatest year in the history of the denomination. It is a great 
ideal which we have before us, to complete this first long-sustained effort 
of the denomination, with every bill paid, with our work remarkably 
advanced, with a spirit of cooperation among our people, and with a zest 
to attempt even greater things in the days to come. “ We can do it if we 
will.” “ We can do it}-and we will.” “Our God is able.”

Report of the Committee on the Relation of the University of Chicago 
to the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention 


Your Committee on the relation of the University of Chicago to the 
Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, appointed at the 
annual meeting of the Board of Education held in Denver in 1919, 
vacancies in the same having been duly filled by the Board of Managers 
of the Board of Education, begs leave to report that it has received from 
the University of Chicago, at the hands of a duly accredited Committee 
of its Board of Trustees, a communication entitled “ The Relation of the 
University of Chicago to the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention,” containing certain requests and supplementary documents, 
which communication your Committee herewith submits to the Board of 
Education, and respecting it presents the following Resolutions: 


Resolved, That the said communication be received, and the “ Statement 
and Request from the University of Chicago,” being part I of said com- 
munication, and the appendix containing the “ Historical Documents” in 
the case, be entered on the Minutes of the present meeting of the Board 
of Education. 


Resolved, That the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, in annual meeting duly. assembled, approves and concurs in 
granting in the manner hereinafter set forth the requests of the University 
of Chicago, and that the Board of Managers and respective Officers of 
the Board of Education are instructed and empowered duly to execute, 
acknowledge, and deliver as the acts of this Board of Education of the 
Northern Baptist Convention proper instruments containing the following: 


1. Formal approval of the revision of Article III of the Articles of In- 
corporation of the University of Chicago so as to increase the number of 
trustees from twenty-one to twenty-five. 

2. Formal approval of the substitution of the following, viz., “At all 

times three-fifths of the trustees shall be members of Baptist churches,” 


“ 
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for the fourth paragraph of Article III of said Articles of Incorporation, 
which now reads: 


“At all times two-thirds of the trustees, and also the president of 
the university and of its said college, shall be members of regular Bap- 
tist churches—that is to say, members of churches of that denomination 
of Protestant Christians now usually known and recognized under the 
name of the regular Baptist denomination; and, as contributions of 
money and property have been and are being solicited, and have been 
and are being made, upon the conditions last named, this charter shall 
not be amended or changed at any time hereafter so as to abrogate or 
modify the qualifications of two-thirds of the trustees and the president 
above mentioned, but in this particular this charter shall be forever 
unalterable. 


3. A deed to the University of Chicago, to all the property conveyed 
in the year 1891 to the University of Chicago by this Corporation under 
its prior name of the American Baptist Education Society, which deed 
shall be identical with that which was executed under date of August 
24, 1891, except that the fourth paragraph, being the habendum clause of 
said prior deed, shall be amended and the fourth paragraph of the new 
deed shall read as follows: 


“To have and to hold the same unto the said party of the second 
part, for its own use, forever, upon the express condition, however, that 
the said premises shall, for the period or term of one hundred (100) 
years from the date hereof, be used exclusively by the said party of the 
second part for educational purposes, as the site of a college or uni- 
versity, and upon the further express condition that the said party of 
the second part shall at no time alienate or mortgage the said premises 
for any debt or other purpose without the consent of the said party of 
the first part, and upon the further express condition that the require- 
ment as set forth in the Articles of Incorporation of the said party of 
the second part, as amended with the consent of the party of the first 
part in the year 1923, to wit: that three-fifths of the trustees of the 
said party of the second part shall be members of Baptist churches, 
shall be at all times complied with, and in the event of the breach of 
any of these conditions, the title to the said premises shall revert to 
the said party of the first part or its successor.”

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A Statement and Request From the University of Chicago 


1. The American Baptist Education Society was organized in 1888, and 
incorporated in 1889 under the laws of the State of New York. In 1920 
by acts of the Legislature of New York, its name was changed to “ The 
Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention.” The body so 
known is therefore legally the same corporate body which was incorpor- 
ated in 1889. Article I of the by-laws reads, “The membership shall be 
composed of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention.” 

2. In 1889-90 the American Baptist Education Society raised the sum of 
one million dollars “to found a well-equipped college in the city of 
Chicago.” The form of subscription imposed no denominational require- 
ments respecting Trustees and President. 

The denominational character of the college which was to be founded 
was implied only in the fact that the American Baptist Education Society 
solicited the funds for it. The whole sum was conveyed to the University 
of Chicago, in land, cash, and subscriptions. 

3. The University of Chicago was incorporated under the general laws 
of the State of Illinois, September 10, 1890. 

4. One of the provisions of the Articles of Incorporation is that the 
President of the University and two-thirds of the Trustees shall be mem- 
bers of regular Baptist churches, and that in this particular the Articles 
of Incorporation shall forever remain unalterable. Compare, however, 
14 (4), p. 6. 

5. The Articles of Incorporation also provide that “No other religious 
test or particular religious profession shall ever be held as a requisite 
' for election to said Board, or for admission to said University, or to any 
department belonging thereto, or which shall be under the supervision or 
control of this corporation, or for election to any professorship, or any 
place of honor or emolument in said corporation, or any of its depart- 
ments or institutions of learning.” 

6. The deed by which a portion of the land on which the buildings of 
the University now stand was conveyed to the American Baptist Education 
Society, contains a provision that this land shall for a period of one 
hundred years be used exclusively for educational purposes. 

7. The deed whereby the American Baptist Education Society in August, 
1891, conveyed to the University of Chicago the land for a site, which 
land in fact forms a part of the present site of the University and contains 
some of the important University buildings, includes three conditions: 

(1) That the said premises shall for one hundred years from the date 
of the deed be used exclusively by the University for educational purposes. 

(2) That said premises shall not be alienated or mortgaged without 
the consent of the aforesaid American Baptist Education Society. 

(3) That the denominational limitation prescribed in the Articles of 
Incorporation with respect to the President and two-thirds of the Trustees 
_ shall not be violated, and that in the event of the breach of any of these 


nt 
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conditions, the title to said premises shall revert to the American Baptist 
Education Society or its successor. 

8. The University of Chicago has at this time assets of nearly $50,000,000 
and no debts. 

9. The University, founded with the intention that it should be merely a 
college, or in a distant future a university of moderate dimensions, has, 
in fact, become a great university with graduate and professional schools 
on a large scale. Its students number in the course of a year about 13,000. 
It is maintaining Colleges of Arts, Literature, Science, Business, and 
Education, and Graduate Schools in the same fields; Schools of Law, 
Medicine, and Theology, a Correspondence-Study Department with pupils 
in all parts of the world, and a University Press, the leading one in the 
country, for the publication of books and journals of scientific and educa- 
tional value. It is developing a school of medical science of the highest 
rank, emphasizing medical research; it has achieved an international repu- 
tation by the work of its professors in this and other fields of research; 
it is vigorously prosecuting the scientific study of education, and conduct- 
ing undergraduate and graduate work in commerce and administration 
which promises great advantage to all classes of the community; it is 
seeking to develop a type of college, adapted on the one side to location 
in a great city, and on the other to integral relationship to a large unti- 
versity. 
~ 10. The University imperatively needs in its Board of Trustees the wise 
counsels and devoted service of men of the highest character and ability. 
Questions of great importance demanding wide knowledge of financial and 
educational affairs are constantly coming before this Board for decision. 
In accordance with the Articles of Incorporation which require that two- 
thirds of the Trustees shall be members of regular Baptist churches, 
fourteen of the twenty-one Trustees are Baptists and seven are non- 
Baptists. Since the business of the University demands attendance on 
Board meetings once a month or oftener, and increasingly frequent and 
arduous service on committees, it has become more and more difficult 
to find among Baptists in or near Chicago a sufficient number of quali- 
fied men who are able and willing to give the necessary time and 
labor. It is not uncommon for a member of this Board to devote from 
one-fourth to one-half his time to University affairs. On the other hand 
the limit of seven on the number of non-Baptist members affords quite 
inadequate opportunity to secure the valuable service both of citizens of 
Chicago and of alumni, who, though non-Baptists, are competent to serve 
and willing as a public service to give the time and effort demanded. 

11. The administration of an educational institution of such scope and 
magnitude is a task requiring in its President a man of the highest educa- 
tional qualifications and the largest administrative ability. He should 
possess thorough acquaintance with educational, social, economic, indus- 
trial, and religious problems; trained judgment and administrative ability; 
exalted personal character and religious faith. The number of men quali- 
ficd to fill such a position is always limited, and they are always in demand. 
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Baptists have produced quite as many such men as any other denomination 
of equal size, possibly even more, but they cannot claim a monopoly of 
them. The difficulty of finding a man for the presidency of the University 
within any single denomination has greatly increased since the Articles 
of Incorporation were framed in 1890. For the highest usefulness of the 
University, the field within which search for a president may be made 
should now be as unrestricted as is consistent with the aims of a great 
institution of research and teaching under predominantly Christian influ- 
ence, 

12. In order to achieve these ends, the University desires: 

(1) That the number of Trustees be increased to twenty-five and that 
the proportion of members of the Board required to be Baptists be 
changed from two-thirds to three-fifths. The result will be that fifteen 
members will by requirement be Baptists, and ten may be non-Baptists. 
Thus one will be added to the Baptist membership and three to the non- 
Baptist, while a decisive majority of Baptists will be maintained. 

(2) That the denominational restriction on its presidency be removed. 

13. The University therefore presents to the Board of Education of the 
Northern Baptist Convention the following requests: 

(1) That it give its approval to the revision of Article III of the 
Articles of Incorporation so as to increase the number of Trustees from 
twenty-one to twenty-five. 

(2) That it give its approval to the substitution of the following, “ At 
all times three-fifths of the Trustees shall be members of Baptist churches,” 
for the fourth paragraph of Article III, which now reads: 


“ At all times two-thirds of the Trustees, and also the President of 
the University and of the said college, shali be members of regular 
Baptist churches, that is to say, members of churches of that denomina- 
tion of Protestant Christians now usually known and recognized under 
the name of the regular Baptist denomination; and, as contributions 
of money and property have been and are being solicited, and have 
‘been and are being made, upon the conditions last named, this charter 
shall not be amended or changed at any time hereafter so as to abro- 
gate or modify the qualifications of two-thirds of the Trustees and the 
President above mentioned, but in this particular this charter shall be 
forever unalterable.” 


(3) That it instruct its Board of Managers to execute and deliver to 
the University of Chicago a deed to all the property conveyed to the 
University by the American Baptist Education Society in 1891, which 
deed shall be identical with that which was executed August 24, 1891, 
- except’ that the fourth paragraph of the new deed shall read as follows: 


“To have and to hold the same unto the said party of the second 
part, for its own use, forever, upon the express condition, however, 
that the said premises shall, for the period or term of one hundred 
(100) years from the date hereof, be used exclusively by the said party 


“ 
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of the second part for educational purposes, as the site of a college 
or university, and upon the further express condition that the said 
party of the second part shall at no time alienate or mortgage the said 
premises for.any debt or other purpose without the consent of the said 
party of the first part, and upon the further express condition that the 
requirement as set forth in the Articles of Incorporation of the said 
party of the second part, as amended with the consent of the party 
of the first part in the year 1923, to wit: that three-fifths of the trustees 
of the said party of the second part shall be members of Baptist 
churches, shall be at all times complied with, and in the event of the 
breach of any of these conditions, the title to the said premises shall 
revert to the said party of the first part or its successor.” 


14. In sequel to paragraphs 10 and 11 and in further support and ex- 
planation of its requests, the University begs to call attention to the fol- 
lowing facts: 


(1) The University does not desire to sever its close connection with 
the Baptist denomination. It regards that connection as an asset both to 
itself and to the denomination; and in strict adherence to the purposes 
of the founders of a generation ago, as these are abundantly shown by 
historic documents, seeks only such amendment to the Articles of Incor- 
poration of the University as will enable it to meet the new situation 
which has been produced by the changes, and discovered by the experience 
of thirty-four years. . 

(2) The University desires and proposes to continue to be a Christian 
institution. The retention of a three-fifths’ majority of Baptists on the 
Board of Trustees will insure not only the maintenance of agencies and 
influences which will preserve the general religious atmosphere of the 
institution, but also the election of a president in harmony with this 
purpose. 

(3) The proposed changes in the Articles of Incorporation are in accor- 
dance with the tradition and practice of Northern Baptists. They will put 
the University of Chicago substantially on the same basis on which the 
majority of our leading colleges now stand. The charters of most of 
these schools make no prescription respecting the President; a certain pro- 
portion of the Trustees being required to be Baptists, responsibility for 
the selection of the President and faculty is then left with the Trustees. 


(4) The amendment of the Articles of Incorporation is within the legal 
power of the University. Under the Constitution of Illinois no articles 
of incorporation are unalterable, and the power of modification rests 
with the corporation itself. The University is seeking the consent of the 
Board of Education to the proposed changes in fidelity to its historic rela- 
tion to the Board of Education as the corporation that founded it. 

(5) A large number of Baptist donors to the original million-dollar 
fund, and of the Baptists who have made subsequent gifts to the Univer- 
sity, have already given their assent to the changes proposed. 
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Of the $1,040,000 raised for the University in 1889-90, $600,000 were 
given by Mr. John D. Rockefeller, approximately $250,000 by other Bap- 
tists, and the remainder, approximately $190,000 by non-Baptists. Up to 
the present time the gifts to the University have amounted to $54,161,270. 
Of this sum Mr. John D. Rockefeller and his son have contributed 
$34,853,375; other Baptists $901,094, or a total from all Baptists of 
$35,754,469; others than Baptists have contributed more than $18,400,000. 

Of the Baptist donors, those whose gifts amount to a total of approxi- 
mately $35,280,000, have filed with the University indentures releasing the 
University, as far as their gifts are concerned, from the denominational 
limitations in the Articles of Incorporation. 

Of the Baptist donors who have not filed such indentures, some are 
deceased and others inaccessible. No donors to whose attention the mat- 
ter has been called have declined to sign the indentures. 

Those who have filed indentures include Mr, John D. Rockefeller and 
Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

(6) The omission of the word “regular” before the word “ Baptist” 
in the section of the Articles of Incorporation referring to the qualifica- 
tions of Trustees, is requested in order to bring it into conformity with 
the terminology of the Articles of Incorporation of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. The word “regular” is no part of the legal name of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, or of the Board of Education of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, and does not occur in their Articles of 
Incorporation in any definition of membership. 

15. The University earnestly hopes that the Board of Education will 
act favorably on these requests at its meeting in Atlantic City, May 20. 
If thought necessary by the Board of Education, the University would 
accept a postponement of final action on the matter, until the annual 
meeting of 1924.

We, the undersigned, John D. Rockefeller, FE. Nelson Blake, Marshall 
Field, Fred T. Gates, Francis E. Hinckley, and Thomas W. Goodspeed, 
citizens of the United States, desiring to associate ourselves for the law- 
ful purposes hereinafter stated, and for the purpose of forming a cor- 
poration (not for pecuniary profit) under the provisions of the Act of the 
General Assembly of the State of Illinois entitled “An Act Concerning 
Corporations, ” approved April 18, 1872, and of the several acts amendatory 


thereof, do hereby state and certify as follows, to wit: 


he 
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1. The name by which said corporation shall be known in law is 
“The University of Chicago” 


2. The particular objects for which said corporation is formed are to 
provide, impart, and furnish opportunities for all departments of higher 
education to persons of both sexes on equal terms; to establish, conduct, 
and maintain one or more academies, preparatory schools, or depart- 
ments, such academies, preparatory schools, or departments to be located 
in the City of Chicago or elsewhere, as may be deemed advisable; to estab- 
lish, maintain, and conduct manual training schools in connection with 
such preparatory, departments; to establish and maintain one or more 
colleges, and to provide instruction in all collegiate studies; to establish 
and maintain a university in which may be taught all branches of higher 
learning, and which may comprise and embrace separate departments for 
literature, law, medicine, music, technology, the various branches of science, 
both abstract and applied, the cultivation of the fine arts, and all other 
branches of professional or technical education which may properly be 
included within the purposes and objects of a university, and to provide 
and maintain courses of instruction in each and all of said departments; 
to prescribe the courses of study, employ professors, instructors, and 
teachers, and to maintain and control the government and discipline in 
said university, and in each of the several academies, preparatory schools, 
or other institutions subordinate thereto, and to fix the rates of tuition 
and the qualifications of admission to the university and its various depart- 
ments; to receive, hold, invest, and disburse all moneys or property, or the 
income thereof, which may be vested in or intrusted to the care of the 
said corporation, whether by gift, grant, bequest, devise, or otherwise, for 
educational purposes; to act as trustee for persons desiring to give or 
provide moneys or property, or the income thereof, for any one or more 
of the departments of said university, and for any of the objects aforesaid, 
or for any educational purposes; to grant such literary honors and degrees 
as are usually granted by like institutions, and to give suitable diplomas; 
and generally to pursue and promote all or any of the objects above named, 
and to do all and every of the things necessary or pertaining to the accom- 
plishments of said objects, or either of them. 


3. The management of said corporation shall be vested in a board of 
twenty-one trustees, who shall be elected as follows: 


At the first annual. meeting there shall be elected by ballot twenty-one 
trustees. The trustees so elected shall, at their first meeting, classify them- 
selves by lot into three classes of equal number, which classes shall be 
designated as the first, second, and third class; and the term of office of 
the first class shall expire at the second annual meeting, and the terms of 
office of the other classes shall expire annually thereafter in the order of 
their numbers. At each annual meeting succeeding the first, seven trustees 
shall be elected by the trustees by ballot. Vacancies occurring by death, 
resignation, removal, or otherwise shall be filled for the unexpired term 
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by the board at its first meeting after the vacancy occurs, and the member 
elected shall belong to the class in which the vacancy occurred. 

The qualifications of the trustees and president of the university and of 
its college, which shall constitute its literary or undergraduate department, 
shall be as follows: 

At all times two-thirds of the trustees, and also the president of the uni- 
versity and of its said college, shall be members of regular Baptist 
churches—that is to say, members of churches of that denomination of 
Protestant Christians now usually known and recognized under the name 
of the regular Baptist denomination; and as contributions of money and 
property have been and are being solicited and have been and are being 
made upon the conditions last named, this charter shall not be amended 
or changed at any time hereafter so as to abrogate or modify the qualifica- 
tions of two-thirds of the trustees and the president above mentioned, but 
in this particular this charter shall be forever unalterable. 

No other test or particular religious profession shall ever be held as a 
requisite for election to said board, or for admission to said university, or 
to any department belonging thereto, or which shall be under the super- 
vision or control of this corporation, or for election to any professorship, 
or any place of honor or emolument in said corporation, or in any of its 
departments or institutions of learning. 

The membership of this corporation shall consist of the several persons 
who for the time being shall be acting as trustees, and they shall annually 
elect trustees to fill the places of those whose terms of office shall expire 
at the annual meeting. Persons not members of the corporation shall be 
eligible to election, subject only to the qualifications hereinbefore men- 
tioned. 

The board of trustees may make by-laws not inconsistent with the terms 
of this charter, or with the laws of this State, or of the United States, for 
the government and control of said corporation, and of its several depart- 
ments, and of the several institutions of learning under its care and con- 
trol, and for the proper management of the educational, fiscal, and other 
affairs of said corporation, and for the care and investment of all moneys 
and property belonging to it, or given or intrusted to the said corporation 
for educational purposes. Said by-laws shall provide for annual meetings, 
the first of which shall be held within one year from the date of these 
articles of incorporation. 

4. The location of the university and of the college of arts to be estab- 
lished by said corporation shall be in Chicago, in the county of Cook, and 
State of Illinois. 

5. The following persons are hereby selected as trustees to control and 
manage said corporation for the first year of its corporate existence, to 
wit:

—five per cent. (5%) of said subscription every ninety days; or ten per 
cent. (10%) of said subscription in cash June 1, 1890, and the balance as 
follows: ten per cent. (10%) every six months; or twenty per cent. (20%) 
of said subscription in cash June 1, 1890, and the balance as follows: 
twenty per cent. (20%) yearly; said deferred payments to be evidenced by 
promissory notes and to draw interest from June 1, 1890, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum.

This instrument is not intended 
to express any desire or suggestion that any change should presently be

GENTLEMEN: In 1889 I made my first pledge of $600,000 toward a 
million dollars for the foundation of a college in Chicago under Baptist 
auspices. This pledge was made to the American Baptist Education 
Society under a plan made by that Society—a plan which met my entire 
approval. It was hoped that the initial sum would be supplemented by 
further contributions made by others and that the college would in time 
have a normal growth. 

That growth in fact has been phenomenal. So great was the need, so 
favorable the location in Chicago, so generous the response of Chicago 
people, that the college has become a great university of nation-wide 
influence. Such an institution, with its professional schools and _ its 
material contributions’ to knowledge, is of necessity undenominational 
in its administration. Realizing this vital and inevitable development, on 
the 24th day of February, 1909, I executed an indenture whereby I released 
the University, so far as any gifts of mine were concerned, from the con- 
dition in the Articles of Incorporation providing that the President and 
two-thirds of the Trustees should be members of regular Baptist churches. 
In making this indenture, I said that this instrument was not intended to 
express my desire or suggestion that any change should presently be made 
in the matter of denominational control, but simply to provide that if at 
any time in the future the University or its Trustees should consider such 
a change advisable, either in the interest of the University or of the public 
which it is intended to serve, my gifts should not present any legal 
obstacle to such change. 

The development of the University since 1909 has been even more 
notable than it had been up to that time, and its eminently university char- 
acter, as distinguished from that of a mere college, has been very signifi- 
cant. I have followed that development with much interest, and from 
time to time have aided it by such contributions as circumstances seemed 
to warrant. I understand that my total gifts to the University of Chicago 
amount to nearly $35,000,000, that the gifts of others than Baptists directly 
to the University total approximately $15,000,000, and those of still others 
to non-Baptist institutions contractually bound to the University, are up- 
wards of $10,000,000 more. 
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In the light of these facts, while I by no means urge a change of policy 
on the part of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention 
(which I understand is now the legal name of the body which was incor- 
porated in 1889 as the American Baptist Education Society), yet if the 
Board of Education should think it wise to adopt measures for releasing 
the University from all or any of the denominational restrictions in its 
Articles of Incorporation and in the tenure of its property, such action 
would meet with my hearty concurrence.

VII. Watver SicnNep By Baptist Donors To THE FUNDS OF THE UNIVERSITY 


In consideration of One Dollar to the undersigned in hand paid by the 
University of Chicago, receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, and of the 
execution of documents substantially similar in effect to this by other per- 
sons the undersigned does hereby, for himself, his heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, and assigns, release and discharge the said University, its 
successors and assigns, from any covenant or condition to the effect that 
the President of the said University and two-thirds of its Board of 
Trustees shall always be members of Baptist churches, which was con- 
tained or implied in any deed, gift or gifts heretofore made to the 
University by him, and does hereby consent to any change or changes in 
the charter deemed best by the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Chicago, which shall or may eliminate the provisions therein which require 
that the President of the University and two-thirds of its Board of 
Trustees shall always be members of Baptist churches.

AMERICAN Baptist HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


218. The Society was called to order by President S. B. 
Meeser, who presented the following report of the Board of 
Managers, which on motion was received: 


Seventieth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of The American 
Baptist Historical Society 


In presenting this report for the year ending April 30, 1923, the Board 
of Managers of The American Baptist Historical Society wish, first of all, 
to express their profound sense of gratitude to all who have assisted in 
making this year one of more than usual progress. We are grateful to 
our Baptist people throughout the land for their response to requests for 
data concerning our past and current history. Not only have we acquired 
much valuable historical matter, but we have also accomplished a great 
deal toward the binding of our periodicals and minutes, thereby adding 
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greatly to the value of our collection. An index of the “General History 
of the Baptist Denomination in America,” by Benedict, is now well under 
way, thus making more accessible valuable historical information. Much 
of the work of the year was made possible by our General Board of Pro- 
motion, through their appropriation for both operating expenses and 
binding. 

The additions to our historical collection have been varied and valuable. 
We received from Mr. Harvey C. Camp, of Stamford, Connecticut, a large 
collection of portraits of musicians and biographical sketches, among 
which are some very valuable items referring to Baptist musicians and 
their work. Rare and valuable minutes of the early history of Pennsyl- 
vania Baptists were presented to us by Mrs. John Reilly, of Philadelphia. 
A copy of the manuscript minutes of the Lynville Creek Baptist Church 
of Virginia, from its beginning in 1755 to 1843, came to us through the 
cooperation of Attorney Henry W. Scarborough, of Philadelphia. The 
clerks of several Associations, particularly in New York State, have ren- 
dered valuable service in supplying needed copies of Associational and 
State minutes to complete our files. The file of the Annual of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention was completed during the year by Mr. and 
Mrs.-F. W. Ayer. Their contribution included the rare issue of 1919, 
which heretofore it had been impossible for us to secure. The manuscript 
note-books written by the late Dr. A. J. Rowland when he was a student 
in Rochester Theological Seminary; his diploma from the University of 
Lewisburg, now Bucknell University; a number of photographs of Doctor 
Rowland at different periods, and testimonials and congratulatory mes- 
sages sent to him on various occasions were presented to us by Mrs. 
Rowland. Mrs. Rowland also deposited with us the valuable manuscript 
minutes of the Women’s Baptist Foreign Mission Society of Pennsylvania. 
Mrs. Annie W. Brown, wife of Rey. Horace F. Brown, of Kingston, Mas- 
sachusetts, supplied many copies of the “ Watchman,” making more com- 
plete our file from 1883 to its discontinuance in 1913. The biographical and 
genealogical sketch of the Parker family and related families from the 
early days of New England, together with an outline of his unusually long 
period of service in the ministry, has been presented to us by Rev. Addison 
Parker, of Indianapolis. Miss Ida May Dennison furnished us with.an 
excellent collection of clippings, photographs taken in 1856, and other 
material covering the work of her father, Rev. Armstrong Stewart Denni- 
son. A somewhat extensive and rare collection of material concerning 
the primitive Baptists of the South, including the “Gospel Messenger,” 
“Pilgrim’s Banner,” “Primitive Herald,’ and ‘“Towaliga Messenger,” 
were secured through the kindness of Mr. J. Theodore McArthur, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Baptist Historical Society. During the year we have 
received from the Onondaga Historical Association, at Syracuse, New 
York, a copy of the volume entitled “ Revolutionary Soldiers Resident or 
Dying in Onondaga County.” This volume contains a list of some of the 
names of pioneer and patriot Baptists in Central New York. The file of 
the “Missionary Herald,” printed by the American Board of Commis- 
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sioners for Foreign Missions, and sent to us by our Congregational 
friends, is now complete, from 1867 to the present. Through the courtesy 
of Dr. W. W. Keen we received a 1688 edition of the “ Works of Sir 
Thomas Brown” together with a number of rare pamphlets concerning 
Brown University, including a copy of the Brown Charter. Mrs. Julia 
S. Goodfellow, of Media, presented to us a number of manuscript letters 
from the pen of her grandfather, Rev. Thomas Smiley, an ardent Calvinist 
of his day. Among these manuscripts was an excellent history of the 
Chemung Baptist Association from its beginning at the close of the 
seventeenth century to 1827. From Miss Katharine Young we received 
Record Books of the disbanded Baptist Church at Village Green, Pa. 
To Mrs. Willard E. Kent, of West Port, Nova Scotia, we are indebted for 
the best collection of Canadian Baptist papers extant. 

An announcement of our needs made in our denominational papers by 
our Librarian, Dr. Frank G. Lewis, met with a very hearty response, and 
replies came to us from all parts of the country with contributions to 
complete the files of Baptist newspapers and magazines. This response 
more firmly convinces us that there are still in many parts of our country 
most valuable historical documents concerning our Baptist history from 
its beginnings, and that those who possess these documents in many cases 
would gladly give them to our Historical Society if our desires were 
made known to them. To this end we seek the hearty cooperation of our 
Baptist leaders in each Association, State organization, and Baptist center 
throughout the country.

In similar manner the Standard City Mission Societies mentioned in 
paragraph C, Class A, shall be divided into three groups as follows: 
Group 1: Boston, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Chicago, Cleveland; Group 2: Detroit, 
Kansas City, Los Angeles, New York, Philadelphia; Group 3: Pittsburgh, 
Rochester, San Francisco, St. Louis. 

At the first election Group 1 in each of these classes shall elect its 
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representatives for one year, Group 2 for two years, and Group 3 for 
three years. Subsequent elections shall be for three years. 

Elections shall be made in advance of the annual meeting of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention and shall be reported to the Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Convention.

Report of the Committee on Future Denominational Program 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


He who would forecast the future must review the past. They cannot 
be divorced, for one is so largely the product of the other. Yesterday 
reports itself in today, and today holds portent and promise of tomorrow. 
Nowhere is this more true than in the life and progress of a great 
denomination. Accordingly any worthy consideration of future denomina- 
tional program must take full account of present and past plans and 
policies. To review these is to discover that there is a continuity in our 
life and that there are trends of thought and action which operate with 
cumulative power. A survey of recent denominational history makes clear 
that the New World Movement was not of sudden birth, but that it was 
the product and indeed the inevitable outcome of denominational tendencies 
that were moving along converging lines. 

The opening years of the present century witnessed a remarkable draw- 
ing together of our various denominational interests. In 1907 the North- 
ern Baptist Convention was organized, growing out of the associated 
gatherings of the national missionary Societies known as the May Anni- 
versaries. Since that event each year has seen an increasing degree of 
cooperation. At the Los Angeles Convention in 1915 the first compre- 
hensive plan of advance in all branches of denominational service was 
projected in the Five Year Program. This met an immediate response 
among our churches, and some of its goals were passed before the period 
was half over. Following the Five Year Program came the Baptist 
Laymen’s Movement which during the years 1917-1919 carried to a suc- 
cessful conclusion a united effort to raise the budgets of the national 
missionary organizations. Of the Laymen’s Movement was born the 
impulse to make a comprehensive survey of all that Northern Baptists are 
doing to further the kingdom of Christ both in missionary and educational 
endeavor. The survey not only reviewed past achievements but also out- 
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lined a program of development for a period of five years. This pro- 
gram was enthusiastically adopted at the Denver Convention in 1919, and 
subsequently given the title of The New World Movement. The General 
Board of Promotion was elected to secure the financial resources needed 
to carry out the program adopted. 

The period covered by that movement comes to a close a year hence. 
What is to follow it? What objectives shall we propose, and how shall 
we attempt to achieve them? These are the questions which the Northern 
Baptist Convention has asked its Committee on Future Denominational 
Program to consider and report concerning. 


THe New Wortp Movement APPRAISED 


Before attempting..to answer them it seems fitting to undertake an 
appraisal of the New World Movement, and a review of its achievements. 
It must be admitted at the outset that though the enterprise was launched 
enthusiastically at Denver it did not commend itself to all our churches 
and leaders. The churches as a whole, however, responded to its chal- 
lenge, with results which inspire gratitude and courage. During 1921-1922 
more than eighty-five per cent. of the churches in the territory of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, excepting those that are affiliated with 
groups of their own, contributed to the New World Movement, and more 
than ninety-five per cent. of Northern Baptists, excepting such groups, are 
members of churches thus contributing. Hundreds of these churches 
became genuinely sacrificial in their spirit and action. Their giving 
reached heights not gained before, with the result that up to April 30, 
1922, there had been collected and distributed in connection with the New 
World Movement an average annually, for the period included, of $7.16 
per member. This consecration of means was matched by a consecration 
of life which under the blessing of God has carried the denomination 
far beyond any previous attainment. 

To be sure the financial objectives proposed in the New World Movement 
have not yet been gained. Perhaps they were set too high, but “a man’s 
reach should exceed his grasp,” and it was good surely for the denomi- 
nation to attempt great things. The failure to accomplish all at which we 
aimed should not blind us to the fact that we have compassed achievements 
such as we had never before reached. 

The years of the New World Movement have been marked by great 
blessings on every field. In our own land State and City Mission Societies 
report new churches organized, new edifices erected, new fields entered, 
new workers enlisted, and thousands brought to Christ. Christian centers 
have been established for Negroes and new Americans, an International 
Baptist Seminary has been inaugurated, Vacation Bible Schools have grown 
in number and activity, religious education has been developed, our young 
people in thousands have gathered in summer assemblies, the Bible has 
been issued in new tongues, university pastors have come close to the life 
of Baptist students in the great universities. In our denominational 
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schools and colleges the power of Christ grips the lives of young men 
and women who are preparing themselves for leadership. The denomina- 
tion begins to take seriously its task of caring for the old soldiers of the 
Cross. . 

In Europe millions await our gospel ministrations, and thousands are 
being brought to Christ. In Africa a new Pentecost visits the Congo. 
In China and Japan the native church springs to self-consciousness and 
becomes articulate. In India the responsibility for whole sections of the 
work is assumed by Indian Christians. Where Burma and China meet 
men seek Christ by the thousand. 

A logical result of this wonderful outpouring of God’s Spirit upon the 
work committed to us is that needs have multiplied in every direction 
and opportunities present themselves upon every hand. There are clamant 
calls beyond those of other days. This was to be expected and is in large 
measure the answer to our prayers as well as the seal of God upon the 
measure of faithfulness yielded by his people. We face a world of bitter 
need following the war; a world of unstable equilibrium waiting an 
impulse toward great good or great evil; a world of special opportunity 
for those entrusted with the message of Christ. We have undertaken 
great things for him and cannot drop them. We have put our hand to 
the plow and cannot leave it with the furrow uncompleted. The relative 
failure of international diplomacy emphasizes the need for a return to the 
message of Christ as the only solution for the world’s problems. The 
nations fail because their moral earnestness is insufficient to stand the 
strain of a distraught world. Righteousness, justice, and compassion have 
not yet gained the victory over self-secking, injustice, and cruelty. Christ 
only can meet the need. He chooses to work through his church. 

Moreover, there seems to be no question but that God has a special mes- 
sage for Baptists to give to the world at this time. Peoples the world 
over are coming to self-consciousness. When self-determination in re- 
ligious matters is permitted in any part of the world the trend is inevitably 
toward the Baptist position of independence and the competency of the 
soul before God. Recently freed peoples with the Bible in their hands 
fall in naturally with the Baptist view. Russia, Czechoslovakia, and other 
European States rapidly augment the number of Baptists today. Baptists 
are not a diminishing people, and there is a resiliency, youth, and spiritual 
vigor among them wherever found. Baptists in America have come to a 
leading place numerically among Protestant denominations, and there is a 
spiritual power in their churches. They produce men and women for the 
service of God and carry on an ever-expanding work. In addition they 
have incalculable material resources. The abounding prosperity, both 
temporal and spiritual, with which God has blest American Baptists, 
thrusts upon them great responsibility and glorious opportunity. 

The close of a great movement is an hour of peril for the churches lest 
they should succumb to the temptation to relax their determination, slip 
into a position of lesser effort, and be satisfied with lower degrees of 
achievement. God has chosen definitely that the progress of his world 
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work should wait upon the liberality of his people. Christ himself joined 
means and men. Today throughout all our churches we observe among 
the young people the impulse to self-giving. We are witnessing a great 
outpouring of life. Shall we match it -by an outpouring of means to 
release that life for its mission of world-blessing? 

It is the conviction of your committee that Christ calls us today to con- 
solidate our gains, to make permanent the new plans of giving both in 
life and means, to review again the world’s needs and opportunity, and to 
prepare to make the ground gained the base for a new advance. 

This gains all the greater emphasis and urgency from the fact that we 
are about to share in the most momentous world gathering of Baptists 
which has ever taken place. Stockholm will bring together those who 
think with us from Europe, America, Australia, and all the world. Even 
in anticipation it already brings us a new sense of solidarity and world 
fellowship. This growing realization of power and kinship must be used, 
not to the ends of complacent self-satisfaction, but in a glorious outpour- 
ing of endeavor to make all men see and accept their privilege of joining 
with us in the rich liberty which is in Jesus Christ. Stockholm should 
give rise to new and greater efforts in the direction of world evangeliza- 
tion. It is by God’s providence that this great world gathering is occurring 
just as we are closing one great era of service and looking forward to 
its successor. We must be prepared to accompany Christ to new con- 
quests. 


Some GENERAL CONCLUSIONS 


The Committee on Future Denominational Program, keenly appreciative 
of the possibilities which inhere in the present situation, and deeply sensible 
of its responsibility, has sought earnestly to secure the needed data for 
the prosecution of its task and to ascertain the mind of the denomination 
in respect to the issues involved. It has invited through the denomina- 
tional press the cooperation of all who are prepared to offer constructive 
suggestions. It has asked ministers’ conferences the country over to dis- 
cuss these problems and give the Committee the benefit of their joint 
judgment. It has consulted individuals whose experience entitles them to 
be considered experts in various phases of the work. It has called to- 
gether representatives of all the organizations participating in our co- 
operative movement for conference. Above all, it has asked and waited 
for divine guidance in the sincere desire that the Lord’s will might be 
made so plain that the Committee, and in turn the denomination, could 
not fail to come into unity of thought and action. In the conviction that 
this desire has been in some measure realized, the Committee ventures to 
submit its report. Before presenting specific proposals it may be well to 
indicate briefly the general conclusions at which the Committee has 
arrived. They are as follows: 

1. The place and function of the local church should be emphasized 
anew. Promotion of its prosperity should be part of our united endeavor, 
and its verdict should be sought in determining denominational objectives.. 
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2. A program of cooperation should be continued. 


3. The cooperative plan should allow a larger measure of freedom to 
the participating organizations in the securing of funds. 

4, While a comprehensive and far-reaching program of undertakings 
may be formulated, financial objectives should be determined annually, 
and pledges regularly be for one year. 


5. Budgets should be concreted, and indicate in separate classes askings 
for regular operating budgets, and for specifics. Askings should fall into 
three groups: The National Societies and Boards, State and City Missions, 
Schools and Colleges. 


6. Churches and individuals should have entire freedom in the designa- 
tion of their gifts. 


7. Organization essential to effective cooperation ought to be main- 
tained. The present organization should not be discarded, but modified as 
the experience of the past four years may suggest. 


8. Schools and colleges, approved by the State Conventions of the 
territory in which they are located, may be included in the cooperative 
program in the segregated budget. 


I. THe Loca, Cuurcu 


It is needful, in the judgment of the Committee, to emphasize anew the 
place and function of the local church. We are in danger, in the multi- 
plication of mechanism, of overlooking the fact that the Northern Baptist 
Convention is after all only a voluntary association of independent 
churches for certain purposes, and that the local church is “the very pulse 
of the machine.” In our endeavor to promote large cooperative enter- 
prises we are in peril of neglecting the one supreme piece of promotional 
work which is always fundamental, viz., the development of the local 
church. The Committee desires to record its conviction that this should 
hold first place in our program. The prosperity of the local church must 
be promoted, its undertakings fostered, and its voice heard in regard to 
denominational program and objectives. 

Accordingly the committee would propose, as the first undertaking in 
our future denominational program, a concerted and sustained effort to 
raise the efficiency of the local church. This will concern itself first with 
the spiritual life of the churches, seeking so to relate each member to 
Jesus Christ that there shall be full recognition of and response to his 
leadership, and that measure of devotion to him secured which will bring 
a full tide of spiritual power flowing through our churches. 

If that be attained, all else will follow, but to be specific the Committee 
would suggest that every local church make a survey of its own needs in 
relation, not only to the immediate present, but also to the coming years. 
That it plan wisely for the development of its work in scope, personnel, 
equipment, and current support, recognizing that a vigorous local organi- 
zation may exercise far-reaching influence. That it study the broader 
. scope of denominational activities and prepare for itself a program of 
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participation in missionary service commensurate with the plans made 
for its own internal development and with present world needs. 

Then let the effort be made to have every member an active member, 
and with sympathetic appreciation of the needs and tasks which challenge 
the church and the denomination, a faithful and generous steward of life 
and means. 

If that degree of interest and devotion be attained the local church can 
safely be trusted to assume its share of obligation in the work of the 
denomination. Your Committee believes that the time has come to put 
that responsibility fairly upon the churches. Instead of our unified budget 
passing down to the churches in the form of apportionments only, let each 
church be asked to say for itself what share it will assume in our 
common task. To that end it will be recommended in another part of 
this report that the participating organizations be asked to put their 
budgets into concrete form that the churches may see in terms of things 
to be done, as well as in terms of money, what as a denomination we 
ought to undertake. Then let the churches be invited and urged to put 
their responsibility and ability in a worthy way over against the oppor- 
tunity and the need. In a word, having endeavored to cultivate and 
stimulate our churches, let us seek their judgment as to denominational 
undertakings, and let the expression of this judgment be taken into account 
in determining our financial objective. Your Committee is of opinion 
that if the churches are asked to weigh for themselves their responsibility 
and their measure of obligation, they will respond nobly and generously. 


The Committee therefore recommends: 


1. That during the last year of the New World Movement there be 
conducted a vigorous campaign which will seek to promote in every local 
church a wise stewardship of life and means, and to develop the best 
methods of giving practical expression to this stewardship. It is the con- 
viction of the Committee that such a campaign will do much to stimulate 
the paying of the pledges already made, and at the same time prepare for 
high standards of giving in the future. 

2. That as a sequel to this campaign there be carried through annually 
in every church an every-member canvass in which pledges for one year 
shall be taken. In the canvass both the work of the local church and our 
cooperative undertakings should be presented, and separate pledges taken 
toward each. We suggest that the first canvass be made during the first 
two weeks of May, 1924, and in subsequent years at as early a date as 
possible in order that its results may be reported before it is necessary to 
determine finally the financial objectives of the participating organizations 
for the ensuing year. ; 


II. CooperaTION 


It is clearly the mind of the denomination that we should continue in 
some form of cooperative endeavor. Our cooperative effort, however, . 
must leave room for individual initiative, upon the part of local churches 
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and of participating organizations. There is always danger in a coopera- 
tive movement, with the limitations upon independent action which it in- 
volves, that there will be sacrifice of enterprise and of energy upon the 
part of the separate units. A plan of action which will admit of a full 
measure of cooperation and at the same time allow freedom of action to 
the various organizations, is not easy to devise, but the Committee believes 
that the attempt should be made, and therefore recommends that we con- 
tinue our cooperative plan with such modifications as may be deemed 
necessary. 


To this end the Committee recommends specifically : 


1. That each participating organization be asked to formulate a general 
constructive program covering a term of five years. The Administrative 
Committee shall arrange for the correlation of these in order that the de- 
nomination may have before it a comprehensive program of kingdom 
achievement. 

2. That each participating organization be asked to indicate annually, 
and as definitely and concretely as possible, a year’s undertakings. These 
should fall into two classes: one, the operating budget, embracing all that 
relates to the normal and progressive conduct of the work of the organi- 
zations involved; the other including rather those items which relate to 
advance and which are in the nature of specifics. For these latter the 
organizations should have liberty to appeal to individuals. 

3. That the general program and the undertakings proposed annually by 
the participating organizations shall be submitted to the Northern Baptist 
Convention for consideration and approval. 


III, OrGANIZATION 


Cooperation necessitates organization, and since our denomination began 
to move in the direction of cooperation much time and thought have 
been given to this matter. Our enlarging program with its increasing 
measure of cooperation has necessitated more organization. Into the shap- 
ing of this earnest prayer and serious counsel have entered, and it is not 
to be discarded hastily. There has been opportunity to observe it in actual 
operation, and experience inevitably suggests some modifications. These 
should be made, but the Committee believes that it is the part of wisdom 
to retain all that is good in our present organization and capitalize it for 
the future. 


1. Board of Missionary Cooperation 

It is clear that if we are to cooperate there must be some central com- 
mittee or board in which the Northern Baptist Convention and all the 
participating organizations shall be represented. For this purpose the 
Board of Promotion was created, and it is the judgment of your Com- 
mittee that some such coordinating group must be maintained. Its func- 
tions the Committee believes would be better described by a different name 
and its efficiency increased if it were constituted somewhat differently. 
The Committee therefore recommends: 


1606 NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION , oe: 


(1) That the name of the central organization be “ The Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation.” 

(2) That the function of the Board of Missionary Cooperation be to 
coordinate those activities of our participating organizations which have 
to do with the stimulating of the interest of our churches in our denomi- 
national program, and with the raising of funds for the support of the 
same. 

(3) That the Board of Missionary Cooperation be constituted as 
follows: 

A. Three members from each of our seven national organizations. 

B. Three members from the Executive Committee of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. 

C. One member from each State Convention and from each Standard 
City Mission Society, Class A. 

D. Nine members at large from the Northern Baptist Convention, all 
of whom shall be women. 

At the first election groups A, B, and D shall elect one-third of their 
representatives for one year, one-third for two years, and one-third for 
three years. Subsequent elections shall be for three years. ' 

In group C the State Conventions shall be arranged alphabetically and 
divided into three groups as follows: 


Group 1 
Arizona, District of Columbia, 
California, North, Idaho, 
California, South, Illinois, 
Colorado, Indiana, 
Connecticut, Towa, 
Delaware, Kansas. 

Group 2 
Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
Michigan, New York, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, 
Montana, Ohio, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma. 
Nevada, 

Group 3 
Oregon, Vermont, 
Pennsylvania, Washington, East, 
Porto Rico, Washington, West, 
Rhode Island, West Virginia, 
South Dakota, Wisconsin, 


Utah, Wyoming. 
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In similar manner the Standard City Mission Societies, Class A, shall 
be divided into three groups as follows: 


Group 1 
Boston, Chicago, 
Brooklyn, Cleveland. 
Buffalo, 

Group 2 
Detroit, New York, 
Kansas City, Philadelphia. 
Los Angeles, 

Group 3 
Pittsburgh, San Francisco, 
Rochester, St. Louis. 


At the first election Group One in each of these classes shall elect its 
representatives for one year, Group Two for two years, and Group Three 
for three years; subsequent elections shall be for three years. 

Elections shall be made in advance of the annual meeting of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention and shall be reported to the Carcesponding Secre- 
tary of the Convention. 

Salaried or administrative officers of any of the participating organiza- 
tions shall not be eligible to membership on this Board, but all such officers 
shall be invited to attend the meetings of the Board with the privilege of 
participating in discussions. 

(4) Organization of the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

A. That the chief executive officer of the Board shall be designated 
“Executive Secretary of the Board of Missionary Cooperation,” and shall 
be elected by the Convention. 

B. That the Administrative Committee shall be retained with this 
modification, that in order to secure complete cooperation and coordination 
one or more executive officers from the group of participating organiza- 
tions be included in each subcommittee of the Administrative Committee. 

C. That instead of the present Advisory Committee there shall be a 
council composed of the Executive Secretary of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation as chairman, together with an Executive Secretary of each 
national Society and Board—one secretary representing the State Conven- 
tions and one representing the City Mission Societies. These shall be 
preferably the secretaries assigned to service on the subcommittees of the 
Administrative Committee. The Council shall serve as a clearing-house 
for the business of the Board in order that there may be a coordination 
of the activities of the various committees. It shall also prepare the 
budget of the Board of Missionary Cooperation for submission to the 
Business and Administrative Committees. 


2. Building the Unified Budget 


It is recognized that, on the basis of suggestions offered earlier in this 
report, the voice of the churches is to be considered in determining the 
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total budget. At the same time, in order that the participating organiza- 
tions may plan wisely and that the churches may have information for 
their guidance, it will be necessary to formulate what is to be undertaken, 
and to indicate financial objectives which it will be desirable to attain. 
As to the method of preparing the unified budget the Committee has no 
radical suggestions to propose, and the following recommendations include 
in them much that has been in our practise: 

(1) The budgets of the participating organizations shall be reviewed 
by the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention, and after 
such review the Finance Committee shall convey to each organization its 
judgment with reference to the equity of the proposed budget. The 
Finance Committee before making report to the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention shall meet in open conference the administrative officers or repre- 
sentatives of all the participating organizations for the consideration of 
the unified budget or any of its constituent parts. When the report of 
the Finance Committee has been adopted by the Convention, with such 
changes as the Convention directs, the total of the budgets thus recom- 
mended shall constitute the unified budget for the year. 

(2) In order that the Finance Committee may be prepared to give 
adequate consideration to the budgets, it should be authorized to employ 
a special accountant who is familiar with budget-making and to secure 
such assistance at certain periods of the year as the demands of the work 
render necessary. 

(3) The accountant of the Finance Committee should make careful 
study of the budgets prepared by the participating organizations in order 
to assist the Finance Committee in passing upon them. 

(4) From time to time, as need may arise, a representative of the 
Board of Missionary Cooperation or of one of the National Societies, 
appointed by the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
shall visit each State Convention and City Mission Society to review its 
proposed budget with the local budget committee. This representative 
shall present the opportunities, needs, and financial situation of the 
national Societies so that the local committee may construct its budget in 
full sympathy and cooperation with the whole denominational program. 
By this arrangement, the State Boards and City Mission Boards will gain 
a sympathetic understanding of the situation of the national enterprises 
and the representative by his fraternal visit will be prepared to assist in 
making clear to the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion the situation of the States. ‘ 

(5) The National, State Convention, and City Mission groups should 
each confer and agree upon the basic principles to be observed in making 
the budgets in order that all may be made upon an equitable basis. 

(6) The State Conventions and Standard City Mission Societies, Class 
A, shall include in their askings for their operating budgets, the operating 
expenses of the local institutions for which they assume responsibility. 

(7) The sum of the combined operating budgets of the national organi- 
zations shall be allotted to the States, and each State shall add to the 
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amount of its allotment its own budget and the budget of Standard City 
Mission Societies within its area. The statement of the budget should 
arrange the askings in these three groups: The National Societies and 
Boards, State and City Missions, Schools and Colleges. The total shall 
become the goal to be reached within the State, and shall be distributed to 
the churches by the State Convention Board. 

(8) In addition to budgets for operating expenses, each participating 
organization shall prepare a budget of specifics for which, when approved 
by the Finance Committee, appeal may be made to individuals. 

(9) All budgets shall be ready for the approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee by January 1 at the latest. 

(10) Churches and individuals shall have entire freedom in the desig- 
nation of their gifts. 


3. Collection and Distribution of Funds 


(1) There shall be a central accounting department and treasury to 
which all funds shall be sent by the State offices. In this office shall be 
kept full information in respect to regular and designated gifts. 

In connection with this central treasury the Committee would recom- 
mend that provision be made for the following: 

A. A treasurer who shall be an unsalaried officer. 

B. An accountant who would be in charge of the books, reports, etc., 
and who shall be furnished with a sufficient staff. 

C. A committee composed of the treasurers of the national organiza- 
tions with the Executive Secretary and Treasurer of the board. This 
committee should be appointed by and report to the Administrative Com- 
mittee and would be charged with the work of supervising the accounting 
department. 

D. A business committee composed of members of the Administrative 
Committee with the treasurers for consideration of questions of general 
policy relating to the department. 

(2) That State Collection Agencies be continued, and that the collecting 
. agents be responsible by agreement alike to the national and State organi- 
zations. 

(3) That all designated funds shall be forwarded each month through 
the usual channels strictly as designated. All undesignated receipts shall 
be divided each month according to the proportions in the unified budget, 
the proportion for the State being retained, and the proportion for the 
national organizations being forwarded to the central treasury. 

(4) That as the normal procedure all funds be sent by churches and 
individuals to the State collecting office; where desired, however, funds 
may be sent directly to the central treasury or to the treasuries of the 
participating organizations, and in the case of the women’s Societies 
through their district treasurers. 


4. Promotional Work 
We recognize that the primary responsibility for the work of promotion 
rests upon the State Conventions. Since the State Secretaries realize

their need of more promotional assistance, and since there are different 
conditions in the various States, a uniform method of doing promotional 
work does not seem practicable. 

We therefore recommend: 

(1) That each State Convention officially recognize its full responsi- 
bility for the work of promotion, and in conference with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation set up promotional machinery adequate to produce 
the desired results. 

(2) That the expenses of promotion shall be provided by the partici- 
pating organizations pro rata according to the approved operating budgets. 
’ (3) That provision be made by the national organizations for a larger 
number of inspirational speakers in the work of promotion. 


IV. ScHoots AND COLLEGES 


The place of the schools and colleges in our cooperative movement, and 
their relation to the unified budget, is a question over which a great 
difference of opinion emerges. There seems to be a general agreement, 
however, that in some way the denomination should promote education, 
and indeed, in view of its vital relation to our life and progress it seems 
inconceivable that the denomination could consent to omit provision for 
Christian education from its program. There are, it is recognized, insti- 
tutions which have attained such a degree of strength, and which have 
such large and sympathetic constituencies supporting them that they have 
no need to seek aid from the denomination. There are others, however, 
which must be encouraged and generously aided if they are to grow into 
strength. Your Committee believes that under proper conditions such 
schools should have denominational support and therefore recommends: 

1. That the necessary funds for the current expenses of such schools 
and colleges as are dependent upon the denomination for support and as 
are accredited by the Board of Education, shall be included in the unified 
budget as a part of the Board of Education askings, but there shall be 
included only the askings of such schools as shall have been approved by 
the State Convention, or the official board thereof, within which the 
schools are located, provided, however, that in case any State Convention 
shall prefer to include within its own State budget the approved askings 
of the school within its bounds, the amount shall be transferred from 
the budget of the Board of Education to the budget of the State Con- 
vention. 

2. That the askings of schools and colleges which desire denominational 
support for endowment and equipment, after approval by the respective 
State Conventions, the Board of Education, and the Finance Committee 
of the Northern Baptist Convention, shall be treated as specifics to be 
raised by the schools themselves as designated gifts in the same method 
as specific gifts are raised by national Societies and Boards. 


V. Society ANNIVERSARIES 


In 1924 The American Baptist Publication Society will observe its one 
hundredth anniversary; in 1927 the Woman’s American Baptist Home 
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Mission Society its fiftieth; and in 1932 the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society its one hundredth. The Committee recommends: 

That the Northern Baptist Convention approve of featuring by special 
publicity, pageantry, and anniversary meetings such outstanding occasions, 
and extend sympathetic helpfulness to these Societies in observance of 
their anniversaries. 


VI. MerHop or Apoptinc anp Givinc Errect To Future ProGraM 


The Committee recommends: 

1. That if this report be adopted by the Convention it be adopted sub- 
ject to ratification by two-thirds of the participating organizations or their 
executive bodies. : 

2. That the secretaries of the participating organizations be asked to 
submit the report to their respective organizations or executive bodies of 
the organizations at the earliest opportunity and to report the action taken 
to the corresponding secretary of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

3. That in the event of such ratification being secured the Executive 
Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention be requested to prepare 
for submission at the next meeting of the Convention such changes in the 
Constitution and By-laws of the Convention as the report may necessitate, 
and that the General Board of Promotion shall continue its functions 
until the proposed Board of Missionary Cooperation shall have been duly 
created by the By-laws of the Convention, and be requested to make 
through its Administrative Committee such preliminary and preparatory 
arrangements during the current year as will enable the denomination to 
enter promptly and aggressively upon its future program.

Report of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Every phase of the work of the Board shows a healthy progress. Bene- 
ficiaries have increased during the year so that today we have 1,461 on 
our rolls. The total assets now exceed ten millions of dollars (book 
value). 

Tue RETIRING PENSION PLAN 


The interest in the cooperative Retiring Pension Plan also has steadily 
increased. In the annual report of the actuary of the Board is the follow- 
ing statement concerning the Retiring Pension Plan: “ An examination of 
the results set forth therein shows a wonderful progress since January 
1, 1921. During that two-year period the membership has increased 
five and a half times, while the aggregate salaries, expected pensions, and 
current dues approximately six times. This is, indeed, a healthy growth 
and demonstrates beyond doubt that the Retiring Pension Fund is 
thoroughly established. The membership trebled in 1921 and more than 
doubled during 1922.” Several slight modifications in the Plan, and all for 
the benefit of our ministers, have been made and are explained in detail in 
this report. 

Tue MINISTRY 
The little quarterly entitled The Ministry has proved to be most 


helpful. By means of this publication the Board is in close personal 
contact with our ministers and missionaries. Very cordial words have 
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marked its reception. The Board is hopeful that by this means it may 
keep its work steadily before our ministers and also call it to the attention 
of the members of our churches who are specially interested in providing 
for our worthy workers. A special convention number has been issued 
for distribution here, and it is hoped that every delegate will procure a copy. 


PARTIAL SERVICE IN THE NorTHERN Baptist CONVENTION 


So many applications for grants have been received from men who 
have recently come from Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Canada, Southern 
Baptist Convention, England, and the various countries of Europe, that 
the Board, in justice to the worthy workers who have given all their 
services within the bounds or under the auspices of the Northern Baptist 
Conyention, has found it necessary to amend the rules in such manner 
that workers, part of whose service has been given within and part 
outside the Northern Baptist Convention, should be placed upon a pro-rata 
basis. The eminent fairness of this action has been recognized by all. 
It will not only simplify the work but provide a just and needed protec- 
tion for those for whom the Board was specifically organized. 


A MINIMUM PENSION 


There was a feeling on the part of some that the younger men were 
favored to the disadvantage of the older men. How best to place the 
men in middle life on an equality with the younger men as far as possible, 
was a problem with which the Board has struggled constantly. About 
January first the Board, after careful investigation by its actuary and 
full consideration, passed the following amendment: 


“Til. (k) If the amount of any single life normal pension, as 
determined according to the preceding subdivisions of this Section 
III and payable after January 1, 1923, on any certificate dated prior 
to January 1, 1924, provided all dues shall have been paid to age 65 
in accordance with these Rules and Regulations, is less than at the 
rate of $500 per annum, then beginning with that quarterly pension 
payment next due after the member has attained age 65 and has 
retired from active denominational service without salary, parsonage, 
or any similar compensation or emolument of any kind or nature, all 
quarterly pensions payable to a member, who at the age of 65 has 
been in active service in the Northern Baptist Convention during the 
preceding thirty-five years or during the entire period of his denomi- 
national service if less than thirty-five years, shall be increased by 
an additional retiring pension allowance so that after such retirement 
the rate of total pension payment shall be $500 per annum; provided, 
however, that in no case shall the total annual pension so paid 
exceed the average annual salary which the member has received 
during membership, and provided further, that any member who, 
at the age of 65, shall not have been in active service in the Northern 
Baptist Convention during the preceding thirty-five years, or during 
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the entire period of his denominational service if less than thirty- 
five years, shall be entitled only to as many thirty-fifths of such 
additional retiring pension allowance as defined above as he shall 
have had years of service in the Northern Baptist Convention.” - 


This amendment simply means that any man in active service below the 
age of sixty-five, whether he is already a member of The Retiring Pen- 
sion Plan or joins during the year 1923, will, when he passes the age 
of sixty-five and shall have retired from salaried service, receive a pen- 
sion which shall be not less than $500 per year (except as stipulated in 
the rule). This privilege applies to all who have been active members and 
who, having attained age 65, are now receiving pensions. It also applies 
to all who are active members at the present time. Jt is, however, limited 
as to future members to those whose certificates of membership are dated 
prior to January 1, 1924. This action provides a wonderful opportunity 
for our ministers whose normal cooperative pension would otherwise be 
limited to an amount less than $500. By its recent action the Board is 
confident that it has solved this problem in a manner which will be 
generous as well as just to our faithful ministers who are no more to 
be blamed than is the Board for their age at the time when the Pension 
Plan was started. 


REDUCTION IN THE Dues OF THE First YEAR FoR MEN RECEIVING 
Low SALARIES 


Last year the Board reported a gift which enabled it to help many 
of the men of this class who felt that the payment of the dues of the first 
year was a burden. The Board recognized this problem, and yet in order 
to keep the pension plan upon a sound financial basis, and also upon the 
advice of the actuary, was unable to modify its basic plan. This special gift 
was applied to the reduction of the dues for the first year for men whose 
salaries were $1,500 or less. The Board is glad to report that this year 
also it received a very generous gift to be applied in the same manner. 
This and the gift of last year are among the most helpful the Board 
has ever received. ; 


VIsITS TO THE STATE CONVENTIONS 


As far as practicable the secretaries have accepted invitations to address 
various State Conventions. So many of these bodies met upon the same 
date that it has been a physical impossibility to accept all invitations. 
These visits have provided opportunities for men who desired to learn 
just how the Retiring Pension Plan affected them. Questions have been 
asked, suggestions received, and application blanks filled out. The entire 
work has been most helpful. The cordial reception given by State Con- 
ventions to the secretaries has been one of the pleasant memories of 
the year. The uniform courtesy and helpfulness of the State Secretaries 
has been a continual inspiration. 
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OrDINATION 


The problem of ordination is still pressing. Many reports have been 
received of the ordination of men who have been advised by a council 
regularly called either to postpone ordination until a more complete 
preparation had been made, or in other instances the council had advised 
against such proposed ordination. It is a source of anxiety that there 
have been not a few cases in which the advice of such a council has 
been ignored. The right of the local church to ordain is granted by 
all, but the right of such a church against the advice of sister churches 
to insist that their ordination shall be accepted by all other churches 
is neither sound nor wise nor in accord with established polity. The action 
of the Northern Baptist Convention at Indianapolis in June, 1922, in 
recommending a minimum requirement for ordination and provision for 
an accredited list of ministers in every State, has already been accepted 
by many of the State Conventions. It will simplify the work of the Board 
and add greatly to the effectiveness of the denomination when this recom- 
mendation of the Northern Baptist Convention shall have been confirmed 
by all the State Conventions. Since the meeting in Indianapolis ten 
States have formally approved and accepted the recommendation; eleven 
other States had previously taken action which was equivalent to or 
stronger than the recommendation. Seven report no action as yet, 
though several of this number expect soon to approve formally. It ap- 
pears from the above reports that the action of the Convention last year 
calling for the creation of an accredited list of ministers will soon be an 
accomplished fact. The Board does not make grants to unordained 
men. On the other hand, with conditions of ordination so chaotic, it has 
been impossible for the Board to make mere ordination the basis of its 
grants. It does not give to unordained men, but the basis of its grants 
is service rendered. This plan has worked well. 


INCREASES IN SALARIES 


It has been impossible for the Board to obtain complete or accurate 
data concerning the salaries paid our ministers. The sole purpose the 
Board has had in trying to ascertain conditions, has been to help the 
ministers. The actuary has needed these figures to enable him to solve 
certain problems concerning the support of our ministers in their later 
years. The cooperation of our State secretaries in these attempts has 
been most cordial, but the results as a whole are somewhat unsatisfactory 
because of the failure to report fully concerning the small churches and 
the men receiving low salaries. From reports of 13 State Conventions, 
for example, the average salary was ascertained to be $1,787. This amount 
without question is too high. The efforts of the Board to increase the 
salaries of our ministers has met with considerable success. In 1921 
there was an extensive and general increase. In 1922 this increase was 
not so marked. It is only just, however, to state that whatever may have 
been the increase within the past four years, the financial difficulties of 
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our ministers are today greater than they were in 1913. The cost of living 
has more than kept pace with this increase, and the problem of provision 
for old age is still a pressing one. 


Tue Onty HELPER 


Has it ever occurred to our ministers that the Board is the sole organ- 
ization within the denomination whose purpose is to help them? ‘The 
minister pleads for every worthy cause except the one which concerns 
him personally. He is beset to present the appeals of certain causes, 
to preach on certain topics, he is to be a leader in numerous good works, 
to say nothing of opening his pulpit to many peripatetic philanthropies. 
He is glad to do his best and seldom refuses his aid to any worthy object. 
On the other hand he asks little or nothing for himself, and the only 
specific Board promoting his interests is The Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board. 


In GENERAL 


There has been a deep conviction in the minds of the members of the 
Board that their work ought to result in elevating the work of the min- 
istry. The purpose has been not only to help the minister, but to help 
him to be a better minister by freeing him from the fear of haunting 
failure of support when his active labors must cease. The Board as yet 
is not able to provide full support. The best it can do is to help in such 
support. Just as rapidly as the funds of the Board increase and a sound 
business administration warrants such action, the grants for beneficiaries 
and help for the members of the Retiring Pension Plan will be provided 
and increased. The marvelous progress the Board has made within a 
decade stands out among the achievements of the denomination. Splendid 
as the beginning has been, we must not forget that it is only a beginning. 
The purpose of the Board has been widely published, and the responses 
and appeals have been many. The Board is using its best judgment and 
doing its utmost for all applicants, and will do still more as soon as the 
denomination provides the means. There is no calling higher than that 
of the Christian ministry. The Board believes it is doing its part in 
trying to make it possible for every man truly called of God to preach, 
to become a good minister of Jesus Christ. 


THE TREASURER’S REPORT 


Special attention is called to the report of the Treasurer. It contains 
information in regard to the investments of the Board not heretofore in- 
corporated in such reports. We take the liberty of urging ministers to 
call the attention thereto of interested laymen in their churches. Ministers 
desiring to have copies mailed to laymen are urged to send names and 
addresses to the Executive Secretary.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 
For the Fiscal Year Ending April 30, 1923 


The Treasurer of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention takes pleasure in submitting this, the eleventh 
annual report for the year ending April 30th, 1923. 

He wishes first to express his appreciation of the invaluable services 
rendered by his associates on the Finance Committee, Messrs. A. K, Van 
Deventer and J. Herbert Case. The Board is most fortunate in having 
the benefit of the judgment of men of so wide a business experience and so 
conservative in judgment in all matters pertaining to investments. 

He wishes also to express his appreciation of the splendid services ren- 
dered by Mr. J. M. Gaskell, our cashier and accountant. His books have 
been carefully kept and because of the fact that they were always up to 
date, statements relating to any department of the work were procurable 
promptly at any time. 

The Treasurer cordially approves and commends the conservative policy 
of our actuary, Mr. H. Pierson Hammond, of the Travelers Insurance Co., 
whose recommendations are followed in all matters pertaining to the neces- 
sary reserve to be held for the protection of members of our Retiring 
Pension Fund. 

During the year we have sold certain securities belonging to various 
funds, receiving thereon a net profit of $61,455.86. 

The year has seen us cross the ten million dollar mark in the book value 
of all assets. As of the close of business April 30, 1923, the exact figures 
were $10,249,828.22, an increase over the total book value for the year 
ending April 30, 1922, of $884,201.38. 

The market value of all assets as of April 30, 1923, was $10,947,655.37, 
or an excess of $697,827.15 over book value. 

The Board is now receiving an annual income of 5.46 per cent. upon the 
book value of all its investments. 

It will be noted that all securities owned by the Board are held in trust 
for the Board by The Equitable Trust Company of New York. Interest 
is collected and credited by them monthly. 

Laymen are especially requested to go over the report carefully and note 
what has been and is being done for our worthy ministers and missionaries. 
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270. Secretary E. T. Tomlinson addressed the Convention.

274. The following report of the Board of Education was pre- 
sented by Secretary F. W. Padelford, and on his motion was 
adopted : 

Report of the Board of Education 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Board of Education herewith submits its twelfth annual report, 
the third since its incorporation with the American Baptist Education 
Society. 

The outstanding event of the year has been the retirement of Dr. 
Ernest D. Burton from the chairmanship of the Board. Since the organ- 
ization of the Board in Philadelphia in 1911 he has held this responsi- 
ble position. To our educational interests as represented in the activ- 
ities of this Board, he has devoted himself with untiring energy. Only 
those most intimate with its life know the contribution which he has 
made. He has brought to the Board his keen analytical insight, his 
unprejudiced mind, his warm sympathies, his wide experience, and his 
well-balanced judgment. To a large extent he has determined the poli- 
cies and directed the activities of the Board during this entire period. 
The Board has a justifiable pride in the achievements of these past 
twelve years, and it gladly recognizes that the leading spirit in it all 
has been Doctor Burton. The denomination can never estimate what it 
owes to him. We rejoice in the great honor which has come to him 
in his election to the presidency of the University of Chicago, but we 
regret that the responsibilities and burdens of this office have necessitated 
his resignation from the chairmanship of the Board of Education. Since 
this resignation Doctor Barbour has been acting as chairman of the Board. 


VISITATION OF THE SCHOOLS 


Last June the Executive Secretary was released from his responsibilities 
as a Secretary of the Board of Promotion, having given a large part of 
his time for the last four years to the promotional activities of the 
denomination. This release has enabled him to devote his entire time to 
the interests of the Board of Education. This has made possible the 
renewal of closer relations. with the schools and colleges. The Secretary 
and his Associate have carried out a systematic visitation of our institu- 
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tions and have been able to visit nearly every one of our schools during 
the academic year. This has made possible intimate conferences with 
executive officers and members of the faculties, and also conferences 
with many students relative to their life-work. 

As a result of these visitations the Secretaries have been able to con- 
vey to the Board accurate and up-to-date information regarding most 
of our schools and our educational situation as a whole. It is planned 
to make these visitations annually hereafter. 


THE Procress oF Our SCHOOLS 


Only those who keep in intimate touch with the educational situation 
can know how marked is the progress of our schools. They have shared 
in the national educational advance of the last decade. Ten years ago 
many of our schools were deeply concerned as to how they might attract 
more students. Today most of them are struggling with the problem as 
to what to do with the crowds of eager students who are clamoring for 
the privilege of an education. In 1919 when the Survey was made, the 
reported attendance at our Baptist schools and colleges was 26,462. In 
the short space of three years this leaped in 1922 to 31,158, an increase of 
seventeen per cent. The enrolment of this current year is still larger. 

The development of our institutions is reflected in these significant 
comparisons :

Most of our cities and States are groaning under the increasing bur- 
den of taxation. Much of this increase has been due to the necessity of 
supplying the demand for more and better educational facilities. Great 
streams of money are being poured into our public-school system. We 
can not hope to maintain our system of Christian schools by the side 
of, or under the shadow of, these State schools without an increasing 
stream of contributions from those who believe that here in America there 
is a distinct and important mission for our Christian schools by the side of 
our splendid system of public education. Our Christian schools must be 
equal or superior to our State schools if they are going to.be worthy 
of their name or of their mission. The visitation of our schools has 
revealed the fact that many of them are in desperate need of increasing 
facilities and income. They need housing accommodations and laboratories 
as well as funds to meet enlarged expense. 

New EguipMeEntT ProvipEep 


While these needs are pressing hard upon our institutions it is most 
gratifying to note the progress which is being made in meeting these 
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needs. For the progress in this direction during the last three years 
our schools are largely indebted to the New World Movement. Many 
schools have been sadly disappointed that they have not been able to 
make more of the improvements which they planned when the Movement 
began, but it is doubtful if any other three years have seen so many 
improvements in our plants. Here is a partial list: 

1. Grand Island College, Grand Island, Nebraska, has been entirely 
renovated and has been reopened for work. 


2. Keuka College and Cook Academy in New York have rebuilt their 
plants and reopened their work after having been closed for several 
years. 

3. Vermont Academy in Vermont has also been renovated and reopened 
after a suspension of several years. 

4. Bucknell University in Pennsylvania has erected a new engineering 
building and enlarged its chemistry building. 

5. Carleton College in Minnesota has erected a splendid new chemistry 
building. 

6. Linfield College in Oregon has built a new gymnasium and refitted 
a science laboratory. 2 

7. Sioux Falls University in South Dakota has just begun the erection 
of a gymnasium. 

8. Colorado Woman’s College is paying for a new dormitory and chapel 
erected just before the New World Movement began. 


9. The University of Redlands in California has erected a science 
building, a new dormitory, and an art building. 


10. Berkeley Theological Seminary in California has completed a new 
building, including chapel, dormitory, and classrooms. : 


11. Broaddus Junior College in West Virginia has built a physical 
education building which also provides for the library and several class- 
rooms. 

12. Alderson Academy in West Virginia has finished a most complete 
school building which houses nearly all its activities. 

13. Des Moines University in Iowa is paying for the large plant which 
it purchased three years ago from the Presbyterians. 

14. The Frances Shimer School for Girls in Illinois is erecting a new 
dormitory to house its rapidly growing classes. 

15. Perhaps the finest building erected is the new chapel at Denison 
University in Ohio, the gift of one generous Baptist layman. 

16. Stephens College in Missouri has built a new science building and 
two new dormitories and has purchased the plant of the Baptist church 
to provide equipment for its Bible class and other religious work. 


17. Shurtleff College is finishing the first unit in its series of new 
buildings for women. 4 
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18. We are glad to carry the University of Rochester on our list of 
schools because of its Baptist foundations and traditions, though it is 
not now under Baptist control. This institution, through the generosity 
of one of Rochester’s citizens, has erected a building for its new School 
of Music, which is the last word in architecture for that purpose. 
Through the gifts of this same generous citizen and of the General Edu- 
cation Board, the University is soon to establish a medical school, and a 
large tract of land has been purchased upon which it is expected that the 
enlarged university will be built. 


THe FINANCIAL RETURNS OF THE NEw Wortp MoveMENT 


The necessity of sending this report to the printer several weeks before 
the books are closed for the year makes it impossible to include any state- 
ment regarding the receipts of the schools from the New World Move- 
ment. So large a part of the fund is expected during the closing weeks 
of the year that no prophecy even is possible. Up to the middle of 
April the receipts of the current year have about equalled those of the 
preceding year. [Later: Total amount received, $1,515,509.67.] 

The Board of Education would like to emphasize the importance of 
making a heroic effort during the last year of the New World Movement 
to round out this period with a full payment of at least the fifty-two mil- 
lion dollars that were reported as subscribed in 1920. It is well known 
that owing to the exigencies of the missionary Societies and State Con- 
ventions in 1920 and 1921, the schools and colleges failed to receive a 
large portion of their share of the New World Movement funds. Few 
of the schools have any serious disposition to complain, but all of them 
have been greatly disappointed, and some of them have been left in a 
critical situation. They are burdened with debts and have been unable 
to meet the increasing demands of their growing student bodies. 

Many of our schools, especially the younger schools, have profited 
most decidedly by their participation in the New World Movement. Others, 
especially the older schools, have failed to receive their usual accretions 
and have been held back by reason of their inability to go into the field 
for the solicitation of funds. Because of this situation the Board of 
Education expresses the strong hope that the Board of Promotion will 
utilize all its splendid forces in bringing the New World Movement to 
-a most successful issue during the ensuing year. 


Our Teacuers’ Bureau 


During the past year the Board of Education has organized a department 
known as the Teachers’ Bureau for the purpose of bringing Baptist 
teachers and Baptist schools together. Our schools and colleges pre- 
fer Baptist teachers if they can find them, but’ this is often most 
difficult. We are therefore seeking to be helpful in this matter. We 
have already made progress. We are gathering a valuable list of avail- 
able men and women, and we shall be in a position to be of increasing 
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helpfulness to both teachers and schools. We invite Baptist teachers who 
desire positions in our schools, to correspond with us. 


StupEntT Arp Funp 


For several years we have been calling attention to the great need of 
an adequate loan fund with which to aid worthy Baptist students in 
securing an education. There are many of our young people who could 
secure a college education if in some way they could supplement their 
meager funds with a little additional help. This help ought to be forth- 
coming. The only funds available now are the limited scholarship funds 
of the various schools. 

The Methodists, the Northern Presbyterians, and the Southern panes 
terians all have student loan funds. The Northern Presbyterians have 
entered this field only recently, and their funds are limited. The Southern 
Presbyterians have a considerable permanent fund, and they receive gifts 
regularly from the benevolence of the denomination for this purpose. 
The Methodist activities are the most extensive. Their fund has reached 
nearly two millions. What influence this has had in the rapid increase 
in the number of Methodist young people in attendance at school and 
college it is impossible to estimate, but the influence cannot be small. 
The Methodists themselves believe that it has been considerable. The 
president of every college can tell most distressing stories of bright young 
men and women anxious for an education, who for the lack of a small 
sum of money have been compelled to forego a college education. There 
ought to be abundant funds to help such young people. 

‘The Board realizes that nothing can be done about this matter until 
the close of the New World Movement period, but it regards the matter 
as so important that it desires to urge it upon the attention of the 
denomination that we may go forward with the matter after this next 
year. 

Our Work IN THE UNIVERSITIES 


Our work among Baptist students is steadily developing. During this 
past year we have been cooperating at twenty-seven different institutions. 
We have constant appeals to enter new fields. The opportunities for 
effective work are multiplying. We ought to enter the field of the 
normal schools. There are thousands of girls at the most impression- 
able age who are to be the future teachers of our children. It is most 
important that they should have an adequate religious training. Most 
of them have had very little, and they are one of our most neglected 
groups. We have heretofore left this field alone because we have had 
no funds to invest. We hope to make a beginning this year, but it must 
be on a very small scale. As soon as adequate funds are available we 
shall enter this field in a strong way. 

For several years we have realized the necessity of providing residences: 
for our university pastors as soon as possible. It is often impossible for 
them to secure adequate housing at any rate which they can afford to 
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pay, and yet without a proper residence where they can entertain con- 
stantly, it is impossible to do the work satisfactorily. We are very glad 
to report that a real beginning has been made in this direction. At Ithaca, 
New York, the Board of Education has purchased a fine house favor- 
ably located in the university section. It has already proved a most 
valuable asset. At Iowa City, the State Convention, aided by the Board of 
Education, has built a splendid residence, most complete in every detail. 
At Madison, the Wisconsin State Convention has also purchased a resi- 
dence. This is a two-flat house, the lower flat being occupied by the 
pastor. At one or two other points plans are being developed for the 
purchase or erection of buildings. The Board of Education is using part 
of its receipts from the New World Movement for this purpose. 


Tue University PAstors 


The list of institutions in which we are working and the names of our 
workers will be of interest.

The Board of Education has from time to time voiced its conviction 
regarding the essential character of our Christian schools and colleges. In 
this day when the state is investing such immense funds in education and 
maintaining such splendidly equipped schools, there is but one reason that 
justifies the Christian church in asking its members to maintain another 
system of schools parallel to the first, and that is the desire to give its chil- 
dren an education in a Christian atmosphere, under Christian auspices, by 
Christian teachers, an education which reflects the mind and the spirit of 
Christ. We believe that he is the supreme revealer of the truth of God. 
It should be the ambition and the determining purpose of these insti- 
tutions to discover and to reveal the mind of Christ to their students. 
Only as they exalt him as the touchstone of thought and character are they 
true to their mission. We believe that the development of strong, true 
Christian character should be the ultimate aim of every school or college 
that bears the name Christian. We believe that our schools are earnestly 
seeking to approximate this ideal. It is the ambition of the Board of 
Education to help them in every way possible to achieve this end. 


THE STANDARDIZATION OF THE MINISTRY 


One year ago we presented a report of a joint committee of this 
Board and of the Pastors’ Conference of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion on the Standardization of the Ministry. In this report there were 
certain definite recommendations to the various State Conventions regard- 
ing a unified method of procedure in the ordination and recognition of 
ministers. 

The report has been under consideration by many of the State Con- 
ventions, and real progress has been made. The States of Iowa, Idaho, 
North Dakota, and Montana virtually ‘adopted the recommendations 
approved by the Convention. Pennsylvania and Illinois adopted reports 
of their own committees looking in the same direction. Maine, South 
Dakota, and the District of Columbia report that they already had State 
committees on ordination. Other States report that they have the sub- 
ject under consideration. It may be some time yet before we secure 
unified action throughout the whole Convention territory, but we are 
certainly making progress toward uniformity. 
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The report of the Department of Missionary Education is attached 
hereto and is made a part of this report. This department has made 
splendid progress during the past year. It is a great satisfaction to see 
the developing interest of our churches in missionary education. It 
gives promise of a new day in the extension of the kingdom.

Report of the Department of Missionary Education of the Board 
of Education 


In submitting its fourth annual report, the Department of Missionary 
Education closes the busiest year since its organization. The many require- 
ments for new and varied types of educational programs have called for

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special study and the preparation of special materials. In this expansion 
of its program, the Department believes it has greatly widened its sphere 
of usefulness. To satisfy the particular requests of local churches and 
yet hold to the major purpose to establish a thorough, correlated program 
of missionary education, has been the one outstanding problem of the 
year. The cordial acceptance of suggestions and plans is the gratifying 
evidence of the cooperation of churches, assemblies, and conferences. The 
Department greatly appreciates the splendid cooperation afforded on every 
hand by societies, organizations, departments of work, churches, and 
by individuals who have contributed both time and talent. 


Among the many kinds of service which the Department has rendered 
during the year, special mention should be made of the following: 


1. The cultivation within individual churches of adequate programs of 
missionary education, growing out of the desire to put missionary promo- 
tion on a sound educational basis. 


2. The special examination of literature on stewardship, the building of 
the Stewardship Library, and tne inclusion of stewardship study classes in 
Church Schools of Missions. This work was done with the support and 
cooperation of the Committee on Stewardship of The General Board of 
Promotion. 


3. The Department gave its fullest support to the State-wide promo- 
tional conferences of The General Board of Promotion, and the Secre- 
tary and his Associate participated in thirty-four of them. In addition to 
its own missionary-education conferences, it has also given its assistance 
to many religious-education institutes, conducted by The American Baptist 
“Publication Society; and the Department has been represented by its secre- 
tarial staff in many State Conventions and District and Associational 
meetings of the Woman’s Societies. 


4. One of the striking things of the year is the increase in Baptist Sum- 
mer Conference groups from twenty-seven in 1922 to thirty-six in 1923. 
The services of the Department were tendered the Summer Assembly pro- 
gram committees for the enlargement of missionary-education courses and 
the furnishing of competent teachers for study-classes. The response of 
the assembly committees was cordial, many new missionary courses have 
been introduced, and teachers furnished. The Department expects to be 
responsible for the leadership of between sixty-five and seventy mission- 
study classes in the Summer Conferences during this coming summer. 


5. As a result of the recent growth of the Daily Vacation Bible Schools 
and the need for special missionary materials for a more adequate instruc- 
tion, the Department has supplied on request a great deal of missionary- 
story materials, graded and appropriately correlated. This material will 
be included in the printed lesson schedules of The American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society. 


6. The growing, almost phenomenal interest in dramatics has led the 
Department to make an exhaustive study of missionary plays and pageants. 
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It has classified and graded this material, and has issued a pamphlet giving 
special and detailed information for future cultivation. 


7. The rental of costumes during the year shows a ten per cent. increase 
in their use. It is also of interest to note the increased use of costumes 
for educational purposes and their decreased use for entertainment pur- 
poses. Upwards of five hundred orders for the use of costumes have 
been filled, reaching as far west as St. Louis, as far south as Florida, and 
as far north as Maine. A correspondence of nearly one thousand letters, 
in addition to numerous telephone and personal calls, will suggest the activ- 
ity of this service. 


8. A noteworthy development in missionary-education interest is seen in 
the increasing number of courses in religious and missionary education in 
our institutions of learning. Crozer Theological Seminary may be cited 
as an instance of an institution giving special attention to missionary train- 
ing for prospective pastors. Prof. James B. Webster, of Shanghai Col- 
lege, and now teaching on the Crozer faculty, has built a course for stu- 
dents which compasses the entire denominational program and utilizes all 
of its educational materials. The students are greatly interested, and we 
believe that this is a far step in the direction of a ministry better trained 
for missionary leadership. 


Dr. Warren P. Behan, of Ottawa University, has also introduced a new 
program of missionary education based upon the mission-study class. A 
normal class for the training of teachers was taught by himself, resulting 
in five student classes with an enrolment of ninety-eight. 


9. Mention must be made also of the Church School of Missions, which 
continues to be the best-known method of interesting the entire church 
in the missionary program. The center of this school is the mission-study 
class around which the Department is building its correlated program. 
Reports indicate 400 Church Schools of Missions held during the year, or 
an increase of twenty per cent. over total reported the previous year. 


10. Much time has been spent during the year in the councils of the 
Missionary Education Movement, on whose literature committees both the 
Secretary of the Department and his associate, Miss May Huston, have 
served. The Secretary of the Department has served during the past 
year as the acting chairman of the Educational Committee of the Mission- 
ary Education Movement. Three of the authors of the interdenominational 
study-books for the coming year are Baptists. : 


_ An important task of each year is the building of special literature. 
The Department has edited and secured the publication of three books 
during the year: “ Following the Pioneers,” by Joseph C. Robbins; “ Rock- 
Breakers, Kingdom Building in Kongo Land,” by P. H. J. Lerrigo; 
“Race Grit,” by Coe Hayne. 

Another important piece of work was the Handbook of Suggestions 
for the use of various groups in the more careful study of “On the 
March.” Special graded missionary materials have also been prepared 
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for use in the Sunday school, the young people’s societies, and for the 
World Wide Guild and the Children’s World Crusade organizations. A 
fresh background study of missionary literature was made during the 
year, and as a result, a series of missionary libraries, arranged as to 
grade, were put into print and are now in wide circulation. Two new 
books are also in the making, which will be used in the mission-study cam- 
paign of 1923-24. 

The Department is responsible for the mission-study program of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, where arrangements have been made for 
the teaching of all study-books, the two adult themes, home and foreign, 
being a part of the Convention program. The Department is also con- 
ducting a conference at the Convention. The exhibit of charts, after use 
at the Convention, will be sent to Stockholm as a part of the exhibit of 
the Baptist World Alliance. : 


Secretaries of Missionary Education, rendering volunteer service, are 
at work in nearly all the States and in many Associations. It is the aim 
of the Department to extend its field organization into every Associa- 
tion and eventually reach every church. A large number of trained 
teachers is also rendering service on the Teachers’ Staff of the Department. 


The World Wide Guild organization for young women, through its 
executive secretary, Miss Alma J. Noble, reports a year of fine growth. 
The Guild has established many new chapters during the past year, and 
now records a total of 4,223 chapters with approximately 50,000 members. 
The Guild has lately extended its influence in keeping with its name and 
has affiliated Guild organizations among almost every European nationality. 
In the United States there are chapters among Italians, Hungarians, 
Poles, Roumanians, Russians, Czechoslovaks, Germans, Swedes, Syrians, 
Chinese and Japanese. There are also chapters among the Indians and 
Negroes. In the Orient, India, Burma, Japan, China, and the Philippine 
Islands all have chapters, and it is important to note that the Canadian 
Branch of the World Wide Guild now has forty-four chapters in the 
Maritime Provinces. It is indeed a successful Christian adventure in inter- 
national friendship and good-will. 

A large corps of volunteer secretaries is engaged in Guild activities. Its 
organization includes fifty District and State secretaries, and a secretary 
also for each Association in each State. Many Guild girls have gone forth 
into secretarial as well as missionary service in the home and foreign fields. 
It is also gratifying to note the growing response of the college girls to 
the appeal of Guild work. 

The educational requirements placed before its members include sys- 
tematic mission study, reading courses, essay and theme contests, steward- 
ship, and practical missionary service. Excellent results have been achieved 
during the past year, and the Guild has accepted also a large share in the 
financial goal of the New World Movement for the past year. 


The new field secretary, Miss Helen E. Hobart, who is also field secre- 
tary for the Children’s World Crusade, has already established herself 
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in the confidence of the Board of Education, and she is everywhere being 
received with acceptance and enthusiasm. 

The Children’s World Crusade, which is responsible for the missionary 
education of children under twelve years of age, under the direction of 
Miss Mary L. Noble, has had a year of significant advance. Their educa- 
tional program includes study-classes, program’ meetings, dramatizations, 
and projects. Forty traveling libraries are kept in continuous circulation. 
During the past two years the number of organizations has increased from 
1,653 to 2,630, a gain of 977, which is an increase of fifty-nine per cent. 

The work is carried on by a large corps of volunteer representatives in 
Districts, States, and Associations. Through the self-denial of this body of 
children, a large contribution was made to the New World Movement 
through the Continuation Campaign. 

Miss Helen E. Hobart, successor to Miss Helen Crissman, is the Joint 
Field Secretary of the World Wide Guild and the Children’s World 
Crusade, and divides her time and attention between the two organizations. 
Splendid results are following the presentation of these joint interests, 
and there seems to be a growing recognition of the important place which 
these societies hold in larger plans for missionary cultivation. 

This report is made prior to the receipt of specific field reports which 
would disclose many additional facts which would be worthy of special 
mention.

F. Wayland Ayer 


Not only the Northern Baptist Convention but the entire Christian 
world suffered heavy loss when F. Wayland Ayer “ fell on sleep.” Five 
years ago, when the Convention met in Atlantic City, he was elected Presi- 
dent, and as an ex-President he served the allotted three years as a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee. Prior to that he was the head of the 
Laymen’s Movement which secured $1,000,000, and later of the $6,000,000 
campaign, giving himself unstintedly to the acquisition of these great 
funds. But these were not the only capacities in which he served. He 
was from its beginning one of the Convention’s most stalwart promoters. 
He served with commendable zeal upon its Finance Committee, and 
retired only when impaired health made his retirement imperative. He 
leaves the heritage of a pure and stainless life. Successful in business, 
faithful in the discharge of every duty, generous in the bestowal of his 
gifts, loyal to his church and denomination, a promoter of the Y. M. C. A. 
and every moral and spiritual agency for the betterment of the world, he 
was regarded as a Christian statesman. For fifty years he was the 
Superintendent of the Sunday school of his church. For more than 
twenty-five years he was the honored President of the New Jersey Con- 
vention. His faith in God was superb in its simplicity. He died at 
Meredith, N. Y., among the hills he loved, and his body was brought to 
Philadelphia for interment. The Convention pauses to pay tribute to the 
memory of this splendid man—one of the noblest of God’s noblemen.

Frank C. Nickels is missed by this Convention in whose annual gathering 
his presence at the Convention was a part.

Other facts 
evidencing his denominational devotion are seen in his membership on the 
Executive Committee, his presidency of the Home Mission Society, and his 
ten years’ direction of the Minneapolis Baptist Union. Mr. Nickels merited 
the deep and wide-spread confidence in his business wisdom and integrity. 
The warm and constant hospitality of his home revealed the kindliness of 
heart that made him so widely beloved. Frank Nickels was a man of con- 
stant activity. His simple Christian faith expressed his good-will to man 
and his love for God.

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Committee Report on City Missions 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


RELATING TO MATTER OF ORGANIZATION 


The standards adopted in 1915 and revised in 1921 have in the main 
worked out satisfactorily. We wish to call attention to the recommenda- 
tion of the Convention relative to relationship of Standard City Mission 
Societies to the State Convention of the State in which the given city is 
located. These standards propose that in the case of Standard City Mis- 
sion Societies of Class A, the State Secretary and one other member of the 
State Board should be elected to membership on the City Mission Board, 
and reciprocally that the City Secretary and one other member of the City 
Mission Society should be elected to the Executive Board of the State 
Convention. We are happy to report that in the majority of cases this 
has been done, and in every such case the results have been most happy. 
We suggest that this provision be put into operation in every case. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF ASSOCIATIONAL COMMITTEES FoR WorkK 
AmonGc New AMERICANS 


We urge upon the State Conventions the cultivation in Associational 
missionary committees of a sense of responsibility for neglected groups, 
especially new Americans within or adjacent to cities of these Associations. 
We urge the preparation of suitable literature by the Societies involved. 


Tue New MicraATION 


Because of the scarcity of laborers a great many Negroes are migrating 
from the South into cities and industrial centers of the North. The coming 
of such large numbers into new conditions and surroundings gives rise 
to trying problems. The fact that so large a percentage of them are 
Baptists or disposed to be Baptists places upon us a peculiar responsibility. 
We should see to it that they are given every opportunity for religious 
and economic development and for a normal family life. We would urge 
that in every large city where there is any considerable number of Negroes, 
a@ cooperating committee composed of representatives of white and colored 
churches should be organized for work with them. 


Baptist Ciry PLaAn Projyecr 


As a denomination we are looking forward. The report of no Commit- 
tee has been awaited with such interest by this Convention as the report 
of the Committee on Future Denominational Program. What tasks chal- 
lenge after the completion of the New World Movement? 

The analysis by the Census Bureau of the growth of cities reveals a 
striking shifting of American life from open fields and villages to cities, 
and ‘increasingly to the great cities. The tendency of immigrants to 
choose cities rather than open country has intensified the problem. The 
large migration of Negroes to many of our Northern cities has greatly

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complicated it. If we are to have any degree of well-being, particularly in 
our large cities, we must study the city in the light of the increasing com- 
plications. 


Municipalities have sensed not only the wisdom but the necessity of a 
comprehensive City Plan. City Plan Commissions are thinking of the 
city of the future—the city that is destined to expand over vastly wider 
areas. That such a vast aggregation of men may live together in security, 
in health and in physical and social well-being, these City Plan Commis- 
sions are thinking in terms of transportation, housing, industry, health, 
recreation, and education. 


Social welfare agencies are learning to think in terms of the city as a 
whole and of the city of the future. These agencies too are developing a 
City Plan. 


It is becoming increasingly evident that Protestants must think together 
if they are to act in unison. If the city is to be saved, Protestant churches 
must cooperate. Protestants too are developing a comprehensive City Plan 
under the leadership of City Councils or Federations. 


In the judgment of this Committee this is the psychological and alto- 
gether opportune moment for Baptists to face their problems and oppor- 
tunities in expanding American cities—that Baptists should have a com- 
prehensive City Plan. 


City PLAN CONFERENCE 


It is proposed to call a Baptist City Plan Conference in some cen- 
trally located city in the month of February to receive and consider reports 
of Commissions appointed to study the various aspects of the city from 
the view-point of the church. To this end we have already sought the 
cooperation of our national Home Mission agencies and the various com- 
mittees of this Convention whose work relates itself in any way to the 
redemption of the city (such as the Committee on Foreign-speaking Bodies, 
the Social Service Committee, and the Committee on Evangelism). We 
shall seek the cooperation of leading laymen, women, and pastors that we 
may wisely mark out our future progress in the cities of the North. It 
will be our pleasure to report in 1924 the results of this study and the 
conclusions of the conference. 

The Committee begs leave to include in the Annual the usual statistical 


material.

317. The following report of the Committee on Conference 
with other Religious Bodies was presented by Rev. F. A. Smith, 
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of New Jersey, and on his motion the report was received, and 
the financial recommendations were referred to the Executive 
Committee with power: 


Report of the Committee on Conference 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


During the past year little has been accomplished in the efforts at closer 
union of the various churches beyond conferences. Organic union has 
received very little attention. Denominational cooperation, especially in 
the work of our cities, has gone on with an advance. 

The union of the Northern Presbyterian and the Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church has been brought about, but the moral effect of the union 
has been offset by a remnant of the Cumberland Presbyterian people 
maintaining an independent organization, after a long period of litigation. 

The negotiations for union which have been carried on for some time 
between the Congregational, United Brethren, and the Methodist Protes- 
tant Churches apparently have failed, and discussions in both Northern 
and Southern portions of our country relating to the Presbyterians and 
Methodists have gone on. Conferences and committee meetings have been 
held, but hopes for unity have so far not been realized. 

The American Council on Organic Union, which was organized in 
Philadelphia, 1919-1920, while still in existence as an organization, has 
held no meeting. The plan which was the outgrowth of this movement 
was defeated by the action of the Presbyterian Church. 

The Commission of The World Conference on Faith and Order, com- 
posed of representatives of the leading churches, has held several confer- 
ences under the auspices of its Continuation Committee. There are some 
who are somewhat sceptical about the results or outcome of this Confer- 
ence, but at present it is the only organization which seems to be the 
expression of unity. 

A conference under the auspices of the Continuation Committee was 
held at Kew Gardens, April 3 to 5, 1923, and at this meeting steps were 
taken for the meeting of a World Conference, probably in 1925. 

In making this report to you, we would recommend that an appropria- 
tion of Five Hundred Dollars ($500) be made to the Conference on 
World Faith and Order. We have been asked for this amount, and 
other bodies are contributing from $200 to $2,500. If we, as Northern 
Baptists, shall have a part in this undertaking, or even keep in touch 
with the movement, we should grant this modest request. We would 
therefore suggest that the Treasurer of the Northern Baptist Convention 
forward this amount to the Treasurer of The World Conference on 
Faith and Order. If it is your desire that representatives of our denom- 
ination should attend various meetings, there should be an additional 
appropriation of at least Five Hundred Dollars ($500). 

It is our conviction that this Commission should be continued, so that 
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we may be in touch and be kept informed on the movements toward 
Church Unity, whatever may be our ultimate action and attitude toward 
the problem.

318. The following report of the Committee on Baptist Bodies 
Using Foreign Languages was presented by Rev. H. C. Gleiss, 
of Michigan, and on his motion after discussion by A. C. Hill, 
of New York, Rev. C. A. Sears, of New York, and Rev. R. E. 
Williams, of Ohio, was adopted, and referred to the Executive 
Committee for their special consideration : 


Report of the Committee on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies 
Using Foreign Languages 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Because of a lack of funds your Committee has not had a formal meet- 
ing during the year. We shall attempt to have members of the Committee 
get together for one or more conferences during the Convention in May. 

In making a study of conditions, we believe that it is of the greatest 
importance that an absolute unity of organization and of spirit between 
all of the organizations using foreign languages and the Northern Baptist 
Convention be maintained. There is a danger that certain groups will 
become so engrossed with the work that needs to be'done among their 
own language constituencies that they will attempt to become sufficient 
unto themselves and thus lose touch with the larger fellowship and the 
great flowing tide of our Northern Baptist Convention. This would surely 
prove injurious to all concerned. For any group or section to become 
isolated and thus be separated from the ferment of the surging currents 
of religious thought in the denomination is a great calamity. Our people 
have been greatly interested, therefore, spending millions in money to 
evangelize more thoroughly the multitudes emigrating to our shores from 
Europe and other countries. We cannot lessen our effort in this direction; 
on the contrary, we should increase the same. 

We believe that it is wise and necessary that the gospel of our Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ, should be preached in the mother tongue to the 
peoples of every race and nationality that come to our shores. These 
peoples are becoming citizens of our country. Their children and chil- 
dren’s children will press to positions of responsibility and influence in 
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every profession and walk of life. We dare not neglect them. We 
plead for a more earnest and concerted effort in every part of our great 
country to reach these newer Americans. 

We further believe that it is wise to encourage these various groups 
to form themselves into district and national organizations, through which 
they can encourage and strengthen each other, counteract strange and 
unhealthy tendencies, and bring these scattered segments into the closest 
possible contact with each other for mutual understanding and improve- 
ment. However, these organizations should not be allowed to take such 
forms as to estrange them from the great body of their brethren working 
in such effective cooperation in the Northern Baptist Convention. They 
need the inspiration of our mighty numbers. They need the impress and 
encouragement that can come to them only from this union with a great, 
aggressive body. On the other hand, we need the example of their sincere 
devotion and the strength of their loyalty to our Saviour. We have 
already received some of our strongest leaders from these groups, notably 
the German and Scandinavian. This should be increasingly so in the 
coming years. We rejoice in this hearty cooperation and believe that 
these bands can be greatly strengthened by placing representative men and 
women from some of these groups on our general boards and committees. 
We recommend, therefore: 


1. That special effort be made so that the churches using foreign 
languages shall be represented as largely as possible at the meetings 
of our Northern Baptist Convention. 

2. That representatives of these various groups be elected to posi- 
tions on the general boards and committees of the Convention. 

3. That at the annual and district meetings of the foreign-speaking 
bodies, special attention be given to have the various interests of the 
Convention presented by American-speaking representatives. 

4. That the churches of all these various groups using foreign lan- 
guages shall be encouraged to unite with the Baptist Association in 
the area of which they are dwelling. This will make for a closer 
acquaintance, a better mutual understanding, and a broadening of 
sympathies. Such membership in the local Association should be in 
addition to its membership in the conference of its own language 
group. 

5. That special attention shall be given to the young people in our 
foreign-speaking groups. Increasingly large numbers of these will 
find it impractical to worship God through the medium of a foreign 
language. These must not be allowed to drift away. This transition 
period is a very trying one and requires the treatment of sympathy, 
fellowship, and love. 

6. That “Missions” shail be more widely circulated among the 
‘membership of our foreign-speaking churches. We believe that it is 
most desirable to have all of the pastors of all of the churches using 
foreign languages make systematic effort to secure the largest possible 
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number of subscribers to “Missions.” We suggest that the editor 
arrange to have a brief statement of the work and outlook of the 
various groups using foreign languages appear in “ Missions.” If he 
will arrange for some one of each group to have such article,.one each 
month, it will tend greatly to increase the interest of all of these 
groups and at the same time greatly edify our whole constituency. 

7. That the Home Mission Society be requested to invite the entire 
“ Committee on Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Lan- 
guages” to meet in joint session with the Board of Managers of the 
Home Mission Society once each year. This will bring representatives 
of these various groups into closer touch with our general work and 
will also give the Committee the advantage of having the Managers 
of the Home Mission Society present for their meeting and their dis- 
cussions. 


Your Committee has gathered information and statistics with regard to 
the general organizations of these several groups, which is attached to 


this report.

Report of the Delegates to the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The principle of cooperation in Christian effort has won its victory. 
Cooperation may be worked in a bad cause, team-work builders started 
Babel; but that constructive Christian cooperation bears good fruit the 
Federal Council has demonstrated. The concerted movement of thirty 
denominations in the direction of Christian progress has written a page of 
church history such as no former generation could have dreamed. These 
church bodies, so diverse in forms arid methods of work, becoming part- 
ners in establishing the kingdom of God, have each been greatly strength- 
ened, and the churches of other countries have been stimulated to form 
similar unions of their own. 
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The’year has been as full as it has been varied in the work done and 
in the widening of interest at home and abroad. Appeals in the name of 
Christ and of united Christianity have gone to presidents and rulers to 
obtain the release of religious minorities from injustice, to promote human 
brotherhood, and to bring order out of chaos for the world. To instance 
but one example, in answer to our letters concerning its treatment of 
Baptists and others in Transylvania the Roumanian government has been 
constrained to send a long state document to explain its acts. 


The annual meeting of our Executive Committee, in December last, held 
in the First Baptist Church, Indianapolis, was most noteworthy for things 
accomplished. National and international contacts were more clearly 
defined, social betterment was advanced, ractal relations in our own and 
in other lands were put upon a stronger basis, educational interests were 
emphasized, and evangelism, in purer forms and with more intelligent 
methods and more enduring fruits, was greatly stimulated. 

Two events were of more than passing interest. Dean Tillet, of Van- 
derbilt University, gave public and hearty welcome to President Atkins, 
of Slater College, N. C., the son of a former slave of the Dean’s father. 
The Evangelical Church, which a few years ago was broken into two fac- 
tions, was reported to be-now a stronger body than ever through the 
healing of the breach. Bishop Spreng reminded us that this was prob- 
ably the first time in America that a denomination had been reunited 
within the lifetime of those who had participated in its disruption. 

Every Commission has made notable advance, that on Evangelism lead- 
ing the way. The emphasis upon evangelism as the task of the whole 
church throughout the whole year, brought into clearer light the major 
things in which we are at one, as it is also bringing a larger number into 
the membership of the churches. The topics for the Week of Prayer and 
a pamphlet, “The Fellowship of Prayer,’ have been reprinted in daily 
sections in more than a hundred newspapers. Educational evangelism 
and evangelistic education, showing the energy of the gospel in common 
life and connecting it with the daily toil of the factory and the farm, 
make a good team and have produced good fruit. “We may think too 
much of the gospel as pointing the way to heaven, and too little of it as 
empowering the whole man for the heavenly life on earth.” 

The Commission on the Church and Social Service has given special 
attention to community interests, child welfare, and delinquency. Its 
research department has been honored with the editing, in connection with 
the Catholic Welfare Council, of a special number of “The Annals of the 
Academy of Political Science” on industrial relations. Local councils 
and church federations enabling towns and cities to deal more wisely with 
matters of common importance have now been secured in nearly fifty 
of the principal cities of the land. New councils have just been organized 
in Minneapolis and Atlantic City. 

Whites and Negroes of the whole country have come into truer accord 
through our Commission on Race Relations led by John J. Eagan, an hon- 
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ored business man of Atlanta, Georgia. “The Trend of the Races,” writ- 
ten by Dr. George E. Haynes, the Secretary of our Commission, has been 
published as a study-book by the Women’s Home Mission and the Mis- 
sionary Education Societies, and has enjoyed a wide circulation. 

The chaplains of the army and navy are now organized with Colonel 
J. T. Axton and Captain E. F. Scott, eminent Christian men, as respec- 
tively chiefs of staff. It is their judgment that in no nation are more 
enlisted men regularly attending divine worship than in our army and 
navy. No chaplain is now appointed without the approval of the leaders 
of his denomination and the Committee of the Federal Council. 

Through our news service worth-while publicity has been obtained in 
the daily press, our churches are presented in a better light, and in a num- 
ber of instances sympathetic comment has been given editorially by jour- 
nals as well known as The Times and The Tribune of New York. 

The Commission on International Justice and Good-will, in addition to 
its many public meetings, has circulated half a million copies of pam- 
phlets on international questions in the light of the Christian conception of 
human brotherhood. A text-book, “The Christian Crusade for a War- 
less World,’ has been prepared and used by many study groups, and 
the International Ideals of the Churches have been adopted by most of 
the denominations and by many other Christian bodies. 

The Federal Council has opened the way for all churches to unite in 
aid of the stricken countries in Europe, and has sent a special representa- 
tive to Russia at the request of the American Relief Administration, our 
Doctor Gulick has been at work in China and Japan for a year, much 
relief has been given to religious minorities in Europe, and much service 
rendered in the Canal Zone and to Latin America. 

In the closing session of the recent meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee Dean Shailer Mathews, President Robert E. Speer, and Bishop 
Brent put new emphasis upon the moral responsibility of Christians 
for the sanctity of human life in this day of world need. Internationally 
we must feed the hungry and protect the helpless and give succor to every 
nation appealing to us for aid in meeting their deeper spiritual needs. 

The great denominations have not smothered their protest against the 
policy of national isolation or shirked their right to declare that our own 
nation must be a real Big Brother to the weaker nations of the earth. 
Israel from thinking too narrowly of herself fell short of her high destiny 
among the nations. Can the United States afford to follow that example? 
Life is not a religious journal, but its editor has recently said, “The 
organized churches when they work together about anything are the 
strongest ‘bloc’ in the United States.” Help the Federal Council to keep 
its vision unclouded and its energy unabated until in all the churches 
of the land segregation and competition have given place to constructive 
Christian cooperation.

The following report of the Committee on Social Service 
was presented by Secretary S. Z. Batten, and on his motion was 
adopted : 


Report of the Social Service Committee 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The purpose of Christ is world-wide in its scope. He expressly de- 
clares that he came not to condemn the world but to save the world. The 
purpose of the Christ defines the program of the Christian.. Within 
this program there is a legitimate and necessary place for social service. 

It is a pleasure to record the growing interest of our people in this 
type of Christian service. Some misapprehensions concerning its scope 
and spirit have disappeared; more and more our people are coming to see 
that we are here to bring the whole helpfulness of Christ to meet the 
whole need of man. Social service, to be Christian and effective, must 
ever be an expression of the Christian spirit and must ever work in 
accord with the Christian method. 


RELATION OF THIS COMMITTEE TO SOCIAL SERVICE AGENCIES 
OF THE DENOMINATION 


The Social Service Committee has held one meeting during the year, 
at which time plans were adopted for promoting the work. It adopted 
the following comprehensive statement defining the relation of this 
committee to the various social agencies of the denomination: 


1. It should serve as a clearing-house of information and suggestions 
for the work of the various Social Service State Committees. It should 
secure from these various State Committees reports of the work in the 
various States under their auspices and should then digest these reports 
and transmit them’ in the form of suggestions and recommendations to 
the State Committees. 


2. It should serve as a board of review cooperating with the various 
denominational agencies which institute and administer work in the 
general field of social service. The committee suggests that a beginning 
be made this year by reviewing such policies of The American Baptist 
Home Mission Society and of The American Baptist Publication Society 
as may be submitted to the Social Service Committee for its consideration. 
For the purpose of making such a process of review effective we recom- 
mend that the Social Service Committee select from its membership two 
subcommittees: (1) Committee on Rural Life and Christian Centers; 
(2) Committee on Social Education. 


It will be the function of these subcommittees to examine such reports 
from The American Baptist Home Mission Society and The American 
Baptist Publication Society as may be submitted to them, and to report 
their findings as to the social ideals and efficiency of these organizations 
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as disclosed by these reports to the Social Service Committee and to the 
officers of the Societies by whom the reports have been submitted. 


3. It should serve as an educational agency cooperating with The 
American Baptist Publication Society and with other denominational 
organizations for the purpose of educating the social consciousness of 
our Baptist constituency. As a part of its educational procedure it 
should employ the methods of investigation, of instruction, and of publi- 
cation. It should give special attention in cooperation with the Depart- 
ment of Social Education of The American Baptist Publication Society 
to the setting up of denominational conferences and institutes where 
the problem of the social application of the gospel may receive definite 
consideration. For the purpose of centralizing responsibility for the 
development of educational material we recommend that the Committee 
appoint five subcommittees: (1) Committee on International Peace; 
(2) Committee on Industrial Problems; (3) Committee on Racial Re- 
lationships; (4) Committee on Family and Child Welfare; (5) Com- 
mittee on Training in the Theory and Practise of Social Service. 

4. It should serve as an agency of cooperation, secking the closest 
association between our denomination and other denominational organiza- 
tions, and be interdenominational in the field of social service. 


Several questions of vital importance demand the special attention of 
our people. The following statements have been prepared by the appro- 
priate subcommittees, and these warrant the careful study of all: 


Movine PicrurEsS 


We seem to have reached a time when it is possible to make an ap- 
praisal of moving pictures as a modern means of entertainment and 
recreation. That they have limitless possibilities in both directions 
is unquestionable. That they are improving in quality is undeniable. 
That they need further improvement needs no argument. That the church 
people of America have immense power of moral control is made plain 
by the notorious Arbuckle case. This power the church is under obliga- 
tion to use wisely and effectively. 

There are two ways of approaching this issue. One is the negative 
way of criticism and censorship; the other is the constructive method 
of stimulus and cooperation. If censorship could be wisely exercised, 
and public opinion could give it a fair trial, it is possible that the 
objectionable parts in many films could be eliminated in a short space 
of time, but even the people whose judgment and standards are trust- 
worthy are not agreed as to what standards censorship should maintain; 
and recent tests of public opinion seem to show that neither State nor 
Federal censorship will be acceptable. It is more in harmony with Chris- 
tian principles to take the slower way of esthetic and moral education, 
and to resort to censorship only as a temporary corrective, a penalty 
affixed for a limited time for flagrant offenses against decency. The

producers should understand clearly that they are on probation, and the 
law—which in most cases is rigid enough—should be invoked promptly 
for offenses against good taste and morals. Meantime the churches 
may well plan a campaign of education. ; 


The principle of education is sound. Neither censorship nor prohibition 
will keep us as a nation from moral degeneration, unless the people 
want the good and frown on the bad. And the principle of education 
is not impossible to apply. Through the churches of a community a 
committee for better films can be secured, representing such local organi- 
zation as the churches, the Young Men’s Christian Association, the 
woman’s’ clubs, the rotary clubs, and others of the sort; a publicity 
campaign can then be carried out for a week or longer, as has been 
done in some cities; and then as a permanent arrangement the com- 
mittee should keep in contact with the National Committee for Better 
Films, protesting when necessary to the advisers of the producing com- 
panies, cooperating when possible through concrete encouragement and 
publicity with the local producer so as to make the best films popular. 
Such a committee should try steadily to get attractive but dependable 
films for exhibition to children, and discourage attendance of children 
at general exhibitions. 


It is for the church to encourage such a program, to take the initial 
steps when necessary, and supply the stimulus to continuous activity, 
thinking of itself as the educator of public opinion and the guardian 
of public morals. The church should be known in the community as 
having sane, constructive opinions, and from time to time the church 
should express its approval or condemnation of the type of films gen- 
erally on exhibition in the community. A film bulletin in the newspaper, 
briefly explaining the character of the picture, is a help in making 
the public discriminating. Ministers should not hesitate to bring their 
educational influence directly to bear upon community opinion. Inter- 
pretation of principles and constructive suggestions go farther than 
denunciation; on occasion unsparing condemnation may be necessary. 


By some such program as this we believe that the efforts that are 
being made locally will be encouraged and solidified, and the producers 
may be convinced that the moral sense of the public cannot be violated 
with impunity. In all our efforts we must remember that the moral 
standards of people differ, and that as long as moving-picture houses 
are commercial enterprises, the films have to be considered always as 
a business proposition, but with these items in mind and with a definite 
knowledge of what we want and how we can get it, we have every 
reason to become actively engaged in a better films campaign. 


Tue Crisis IN PROHIBITION 


All who are interested in the cause of Prohibition realize that we 
have come to a crisis in the campaign for a sober world. Three things 
have contributed to make this a serious hour in the cause of Prohibition: 
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The Present Situation. In some of the States the enforcement of the 
Prohibition Law is beset with difficulties. Both Federal authorities and 
State officials are charged with responsibility for the enforcement of 
the law. But Federal authorities work at a disadvantage when they do 
not have the cooperation of the officials. In many States there are no 
adequate enforcement laws; and in a number of States the public senti- 
ment is inactive and hence public officials are derelict. 

A second factor is the anti-prohibition propaganda. The forces opposed 
to prohibition are organized, and they have command of unlimited funds. 
Many newspapers, especially in the East, are opposed to prohibition 
and are doing everything possible to discredit the policy. These in- 
fluences are trying to deceive the people. They try to make it appear 
that prohibition is a failure and cannot be enforced. They are saying 
that prohibition was adopted hastily and only by an active minority of 
the people. They are trying to make the people believe that the policy 
of prohibition is tyrannical and unfair. Worse than this, the propa- 
ganda at home is being reported to the ends of the earth and is weaken- 
ing the cause of prohibition in other lands. 

The third factor, which is the most serious of all, is the apathy 
of the church people. Says Mr. Roger W. Babson: “ Many good people 
are disturbed by The Literary Digest Vote on prohibition showing about 
twenty-one per cent. for repeal of the prohibition Amendment, forty-one 
per cent. for light beer and wines, and only thirty-eight per cent. for a 
continuance of the present laws. 

“Clients and others are justified in being disturbed; but they are 
not justified in being surprised. We figure that after a ‘law’ is passed, 
we have nothing more to worry about. We forget that ‘making’ laws 
does not make men. We need something like this test to wake us up. 

“The liquor interests are united and active, while the churches are 
divided and asleep.” 

The history of temperance legislation has some instructive lessons. 
People are active in securing the enactment of a law; but they have 
an undue confidence in law to enforce itself; and so they neglect the 
work of temperance education and agitation. This is the great danger 
just now. The churches in large part created the sentiment that adopted 
prohibition. But the churches are not active just now in maintaining 
the public opinion which will hold prohibition and secure the enforce- 
ment of the law. Prohibition is in grave danger through a false 
security. Prohibition was adopted as the result of a hundred years of 
education, agitation, effort, and prayer on the part of the churches. 
Prohibition may be lost on account of the apathy of the churches, and 
thus a hundred years of effort may be forfeited. 

The hardest fight, the most difficnlt work, the most critical days, are 
just ahead of us. The next ten years may determine the fate of prohibi- 
tion for all the future. 

There is another reason why this hour is so critical. The world is 
watching the results of prohibition in our land. Says the Westminster 
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Gazette of London: “ World Prohibition, now a real issue in every 
civilized nation, will turn upon the results in, the United States. Other 
countries will not be able to afford a lower standard of sobriety and 
efficiency than the people of America will have for themselves.” And 
from Australia comes this word: “The enactment of the prohibition 
Amendment was the greatest piece of humanitarian legislation ever put 
through by government. The whole world is watching. As goes pro- 
hibition in America, so will prohibition go in Australia, and eventually 
all over the world.” 


What to Do. The churches created the conviction which made the 
Eighteenth Amendment possible. The churches must stir the convic- 
tion that will make prohibition a reality all over the land. Various 
temperance agencies, such as the Anti-Saloon League and the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, are actively at work. But nothing can 
ever be a substitute for the work of the churches themselves; and the 
churches cannot divest themselves of their direct and primary obliga- 
tion here. Some immediate steps are as follows: 


We should authorize our Social Service Committee, in cooperation 
with other religious bodies and the Scientific Temperance Federation, to 
gather the facts showing the beneficent results of prohibition; these facts 
should then be carefully digested and be given the widest publicity. 

Through every means possible; our Sunday-school publications, our 
religious press, the court papers, and special bulletins, these facts should 
be given the widest publicity. 

We should have the question of prohibition presented at all meetings 
of our people, whether Associations or State Conventions, and should 
develop methods whereby the conviction of our people can be mobilized 
in favor of law enforcement. 


Some of the other religious bodies recognize their obligation in this 
field and are making provision for this work. The Methodists have ap- 
propriated $250,000 a year for four years, for this cause. The Presby- 
terian Church in the United States is raising $130,000 a year for its 
Department of Temperance and Moral Welfare. Thus far our own 
denomination has expended very little in this great cause. 


An emergency is upon us, and it must be met. The crisis demands the 
fullest effort on the part of all bodies interested in temperance. Inaction ° 
on the part of any organization, and lack of unity on the part of all, may 
forfeit the results of a hundred years of toil, sacrifice, hope, and prayer. 


Law ENFORCEMENT 


It is axiomatic that every one should be law-abiding. He should respect 
the law and uphold it to the extent of his ability. As Secretary Hughes 
said during his service as Governor of New York State, “ The law-abiding 
citizen is he who obeys all laws, even those that affect him and which he 
may not like.” 
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Laws have been made for the benefit of the people at large and there- 
fore enter into the variety of human relationships. They are intended 
to curb questionable activities of some and to protect the rights of all 
and assist in the production of the best kind of community life. Without 
laws—a condition really inconceivable—there would be reversion to cave- 
man life; there would be confusion and chaos, and life would not be 
worth living. Laws are absolutely essential if we are to enjoy life at all. 

Granting this we nevertheless are witnessing today a wide-spread law- 
lessness. And although it exists in a number of realms, it is most 
conspicuous in the realm of the prohibition of the use of liquor for 
beverage purposes. While the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States declares that “the manufacture, sale, or trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquors within, the importation thereof into, 
or the exportation thereof from the United States and all territory subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof for beverage purposes is hereby prohibited,” 
yet we see flagrant disregard for this declaration, and those in high 
position as well as those in low are conniving by every possible means 
to defeat this statement of the Constitution. Even noted educators are 
on record as speaking in such a way as to cast reflection upon the law 
of the land and by their utterances tending to bring the whole matter 
into disrepute and to create disrespect for law. ‘The situation is appalling 
and needs to be faced seriously and soberly. 

Because a law is not enforced one hundred per cent. is no reason for 
thinking it is futile, useless, and to be repealed. If this were so, there 
would be no law’upon our statute-books, for there is disobedience of 
every law. And with special regard for the Volstead Law setting forth 
the method whereby the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution is 
_ to be enforced, we are assured on high authority that more and more 
the law is being enforced, and we may look forward to a time not so 
many years hence when it will be enforced as effectively as are other 
laws. Supreme Court Justice William H. Taft has stated that it needs 
ten years to reach a state when a law is properly enforced. Therefore even 
though dismayed now because of the apparent lack of enforcement of the 
prohibition law, we need not give up hope. 

We should also take the ground that laws enacted are to be enforced. 
It is dangerous to permit any other point of view. The enforcement will 
show the character of the law, and we can commend the word of many 
magistrates, who, although not in sympathy with the prohibition law, 
declare that so long as it is on the books they intend to enforce it. It 
is bad practise to permit any law to become a dead letter. Better indeed 
have it enforced and proved to be obnoxious and then repealed, than to 
have it remain on the statutes of no effect. 

We should do all within our power to assist those who have to ad- 
minister and enforce the law. We can give them our assistance by word 
of commendation, by assurance of cooperation, and by actively engaging 
in doing what we can within certain limits to see that the laws are 
enforced and that the officers of the law are doing their duty. It is

stated that in the city of Rochester, New York, the religious forces have 
combined in the appointment of a committee of twenty-five which has 
brought actual evidence of law violation before the Grand Jury. A 
cooperation of this character counts. And in line with this we should 
endeavor to have our magistrates impose jail sentences instead of fines. 


We may well render all. possible assistance to the various reform 
agencies, national and State. These agencies are on guard, looking after 
the activities of our legislators and endeavoring to prevent the enacting 
of bad legislation and striving to have enacted laws that ‘serve the best 
interests of the people. These agencies are doing necessary work; such 
work as individuals cannot do, and which even in groups we may not be 
able to accomplish. Their work is laborious and under constant evil 
criticism, but it has resulted in great good to the people at large. They 
furnish us with a splendid means whereby we can effect certain ends 
unreachable otherwise. We are to sustain them not merely by our prayers, 
or expressions of interest, but by our money and personal assistance. 
The enemy never sleeps. These reform agencies are our watch-dogs ever 
on guard. 


The situation is serious indeed and strikes directly at the very center 
of our government inasmuch as it strikes at the Federal Constitution. 
Every one of us should be eager to assist in every way the enforcement 
of law, by being law-abiding himself, and by doing all he can to see that 
laws are properly enforced by those in authority. 


RurRAL LIFE 


It requires little knowledge of rural conditions to conclude that America 
is losing at the sources of her wealth, both in material things and 
socially. From being an agricultural people in the main, Americans are 
now only half country folk, and less than two-thirds of the rural workers 
are landowners. The ratio of natural resources to population is diminish- 
ing steadily; farmers are finding it increasingly desirable to leave the 
country for the town. America has a real problem in maintaining a 
contented, prosperous people on the land. This problem may be analyzed 
into three parts: First, a problem of stimulating the people of the country 
to more effective industry and better business methods; second, a problem 
of checking depletion of country districts by making it more worth 
while to stay there; third, a problem of rebuilding or redirecting rural 
institutions so that they will serve the highest good of the people. The 
rural problem is, therefore, economic, social, and religious. 


Attention is turning toward this problem. Agricultural schools and 
universities are providing institutes and extension courses. Libraries 
and social and cultural clubs are multiplying locally. Improved periodicals 
directed to the farmer’s needs are circulating by millions of copies. Boy 
Scouts, the county Young Men’s Christian Association, the grange, and 
more recent organizations like the Farm Bureau Federation, are all at 
work trying to solve the difficulties that exist. Among these agencies is 
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the church. Presbyterians have been foremost in making surveys; 
Methodists, in elaborate plans for training local leaders. We too should 
translate Christianity into terms of rural thinking and apply its prin- 
ciples to rural living. If necessary, we should reconstruct the rural 
church to serve better the pressing needs of the people for whom it 
exists. 

The situation is not the same all over the country. In the East are 
many localities that are semirural, for the people depend on other in- 
dustriés, such as manufacturing, as well as upon agriculture. In the 
irrigated country of the Far West the situation is peculiar to itself. 
But there are multitudes of rural communities in the great central parts 
of the country that are almost, if not quite, purely agricultural, and 
these present the rural norm. In some sections the people incline to 
expect a solution of their difficulties through political action. Here and 
there they are learning through cooperation in production and distribu- 
tion to modify their individualism and to try to solve their own problems. 
This is encouraging. But there is grave lack of intelligent, far-sceing 


leaders. 

Neither the political party nor the agricultural college can train adequate 

leaders, for neither better government nor better farming can save 
rural America and keep it the bulwark of the nation. Rural life needs 
ennobling and enriching through the application of religion to its problems. 
The church must have a large part in supplying the leaders. If this is 
so, Baptists ought to formulate and attempt a plan to provide such leaders. 
This means, first, an adequately equipped rural department in the Northern 
Baptist Convention or one of the cooperating Societies, which will work 
with the Board of Education to provide proper courses in denominational 
colleges and seminaries for the training of rural ministers, and which will 
cooperate to this end with agricultural schools and with other denomina- 
tions working to the same end. It means, secondly, that every State Con- 
vention should have on its staff a trained rural expert, who can visit local 
churches, advise with pastors, plan programs, and demonstrate methods 
for successful country churches. It means, thirdly, that rural pastors 
will employ a rural evangelism that will arouse the individual and social 
conscience to salvation plus service for God plus the community. It 
means, fourthly, a long-term program of improvements under men and 
women who will definitely devote themselves to rural service as they 
‘do to foreign missions. ; 
_ This is not theory. Others are doing these things successfully. If we 
Baptists are to continue as a real power in the villages and on the farms 
of the open country, we shall be compelled to project our plans with 
some such definite purpose and on an increasingly larger scale. This 
is not a problem that can be neglected as one of secondary importance; 
it is absolutely vital to us as a denomination and as a people. If the 
denomination is well advised, it will make rural life a major issue in the 
years immediately ahead. 
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THE FAmMILy AND Divorce 


The social institution known as the family is so hoary with age and 
varies so widely in form and spirit throughout the centuries, that it 
naturally presents many puzzling problems. Even in our own country 
it has had so checkered a career during the last three hundred years that 
there is little agreement as to the solutions for the many pressing 
problems of the day. 


In the early practises of the American colonies it would be hard to 
find much uniformity in respect to marriage and divorce. From the be- 
ginning thére was in the colonies a mingling of races and of widely 
divergent religious theories in respect to sex relationships. To Catholic 
Maryland marriage was a sacrament; to the Episcopalians, of Virginia, 
it was holy but not sacramental in nature; in the North the civil com- 
peted with the religious sanction of marriage; the Friends or Quakers, 
of Pennsylvania, preferred their contract marriage without the aid of 
magistrate or clergyman; and, under the conditions of frontier life, since 
marriage must take place and ministers or magistrates were few and far 
between, the familiar contract marriage in the presence of mutual friends 
was socially sanctioned. Miscegenation between whites and Indians or 
Negroes was regularly forbidden, resulting in illegal connections, and 
marriages among slaves in respect to form or permanence depended largely 
on the will of their masters. 


By the end of the eighteenth century divorce had come to be considered 
for the most part as a civil matter, and petitions for divorce on grounds 
determined by law might be made to legislatures or to the civil courts. 
The partial divorce from bed and board gradually passed out of use, 
and divorces when granted were usually absolute. Unquestionably among 
a large part of the poorer population divorces were made by mutual 
consent, without the intervention of clergy or court. 


During the first hundred years of national history very little scientific 
attention was given to the changing problems of marriage and divorce. 
The nation was absorbed in the processes of territorial expansion with 
its accompanying phenomenon of a rapidly multiplying population seeking 
access to the free lands of the Farther West. During the same period 
immigration began to pour in from all the nations under heaven, and 
urban centers stressing commerce and manufactures competed with 
farming for the incoming population. By the census of 1920 the urban 
population in percentage slightly surpasses the rural population, while 
at the same time free national lands are practically all preempted, and 
the industries concentrating into urban centers have brought to attention 
the evils of congested housing and the many urban problems that affect 
family life. 

In the United States in the last quarter of the eighteenth century 
there was much discussion of divorce, accompanied by a demand that 
the procedure of divorce be simplified and made less expensive so that it 
might be available for the poor as well as for the wealthy. In conse-

quence jurisdiction over petitions for divorce was transferred definitely 
from legislatures to courts, and these in compliance with public opinion 
granted divorces with a minimum of procedure, time, or expense, so 
that the number of applications steadily mounted upward, practically 
without remark for the reason that social statistics were almost unknown 
in those times. After the close of the Civil War the growing frequency 
of divorce began to attract attention, and in 1881 a Divorce Reform 
League was organized in Massachusetts, which was able to induce the 
national government to make a careful study of the statistics of States 
in respect to marriage and divorce, so far as these could be obtained. 
Congress in 1887 authorized investigations, and these were published in 
1889. The report at once attracted wide attention and ran through three 
editions. On the basis of the information thus furnished, movements at 
once developed throughout the several States for improvement and uni- 
formity in legislation respecting divorce, and much progress in this 
direction has been attained. In 1905, Congress authorized a more com- 
prehensive study of marriage and divorce, and this investigation was 
printed in two volumes in 1908-09. These reports furnish a fairly satis- 
factory basis for a clear statement of the entire question, and the con- 
clusions are startling enough. The total number of marriages in the 
United States during the years 1887 to 1906 was 12,832,044. During the 
same period there were 945,625 divorces, or in round numbers one divorce 
for every twelve marriages. In the opinion of departmental experts this 
ratio may be subject to modification, since statistical records in certain 
sections of the United States are defective so that it is possible that the 
ratio may be anywhere between one to twelve and one to sixteen. The 
divorce rate in 1906 was over three times that of 1867, the increase in 
percentage being practically steady year by year except in times of 
economic disturbance. The ease of divorce is shown by the fact that 
of all petitions presented to the courts about seventy-five per cent. were 
granted, fifteen per cent. only being contested. It is significant that in 
about sixty per cent. of the cases the marriages were childless, and in 
about twenty other per cent. the marriages had resulted in one child 
only. The causes assigned are in many cases conventional, but as 
illustrative of the situation the figures for the three chief causes for the 
five years 1902-06 are as follows: desertion, thirty-eight and five-tenths 
per cent.; cruelty, twenty-three and five-tenths per cent.; adultery, fifteen 
and three-tenths per cent. 

It is not to be assumed that the causes assigned are in all cases the 
real causes, Petitions naming relatively less abnoxious causes, such as 
desertion, will seldom be contested, so that such a cause by connivance 
may be agreed upon in order to avoid the publicity of a trial in a con- 
tested case. Divorce under such circumstances practically amounts to 
divorce by mutual consent formally recorded before a court. 

Odd as it may seem, the problems of family life are not attributable 
to degeneracy in civilization for, aside from the evil influences arising 

from the World War, the family as an institution probably was never 
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on so high a plane as it is in this present generation. The numerous 
evils that beset the family are evil only from the standpoint of our 
idealism. If the family be studied historically, in its social development, 
it is obviously making progress, not degenerating. The evils that environ 
the modern family are ancient evils and are not so intense as in former 
centuries. S 


One of the finest achievements of our Christian civilization consists 
in the many splendid ideals that center round about family life, ideals 
that are far ahead of our practises and represent a goal to be attained, 
not a standard once achieved and lost. We have, for example, the ideal 
of a Christian home, of a permanent monogamous marriage founded on 
love, of a single standard in sex morals, and of the reciprocal devotion 
of husband and wife, parent and child. There is also an appreciation 
of the home as a center for the training of both parents and children 
in mutual self-sacrifice and helpfulness, developing thereby those homely 
virtues and moral and spiritual standards so essential to a sound civili- 
zation. 


In the development of a social policy there is regularly a choice between 
a policy of a united attack upon admitted evils, or on the other hand 
a policy of constructive upbuilding, the success of which would auto- 
matically extirpate the evils. The former policy arouses combativeness, 
it is more spectacular, but ultimately far less effective; the other policy 
is slower but surer, and enlists in its support the moral heroism and 
staying qualities of those who see visions of a progressive civilization. 


Ministers and churches would accomplish most if they would first 
ascertain the facts about the family and child welfare, and then by 
a program of education in the reasons for excessive divorce, family 
desertion, and child exploitation, create in the people an intelligent under- 
standing of the situation and drive home to their consciences the meaning 
for them and their children of lax standards now and for the future. 
With such instruction, and with faith in a progressive religion that is 
able to supply practical ideals for whatever changing conditions may 
arise, the churches need not fear for the future of the American family, 
since clear convictions on their part would likely become the accepted 
opinion of the people at large. 


Thus the church would stress the growing fraternalism and mutual 
helpfulness of all classes and people. It should heartily endorse the 
newer place assigned to women as a free agent in social life, and should 
never forget that the rights of the newer generation-are paramount over 
the selfish interests of adults. In other words, as against the easy 
marriage, the lax divorce, and the childless family, it should stress 
the ideals of a monogamous Christian home made permanent through 
parental and filial devotion. 


We urge therefore, (1) that the churches give attention to the problems 


of the American family through study classes, forum discussions, and 
debates about remediable principles and methods, mindful of the value 
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of modern applications of eugenics, sociology, ethics, and economics 
to the present situation; (2) that ministers regard it as part of their 
obligation to express their opinions on these questions freely and frankly 
at suitable times, whether in the pulpit, in group conferences, or in 
private conversation; and (3) that every social service commission, either 
of a local church or of a specific State, take upon itself the distribu- 
tion of suitable literature to the churches. In these ways, through dis- 
cussion and the printed page, the churches could assist in the formation 
of a definite and effective public opinion as an aid in the attainment 
of desirable legislation. 


Your Committee, therefore, would suggest that in each State of the 
Union an attempt be made to secure intelligent information in respect 
to actual situations and that careful studies be made as to the possi- 
bilities of improvement by the united action of the churches. In this 
way may be created a public opinion that would be able to work out in 
legislation and social action a constructive program that would tend to 
eliminate the social evils that beset the family and to strengthen the 
inherent sterling qualities of the American home. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1, In view of the crisis in prohibition, we urge our people to unceasing 
effort in behalf of temperance education both in the use of temperance 
lessons and by the dissemination of facts showing the beneficent results 
of prohibition. 

2. We urge our people, in the discharge of their duties as citizens, to 
secure the selection, by election and appointment, of high-grade men for 
public office, and to cooperate with all right agencies in upholding the 
sanctity of law and in securing an adequate enforcement of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 


3. In view of the fact that the industrial question is a human, moral, 
and religious question, we strongly urge our people and pastors to make a 
careful study of the issues involved, to encourage classes to study these 
questions, and especially to consider the Christian ideal in industry, and 
to use such literature as is available in making a right understanding of 
the issues at stake; to promote conferences of employers and workers for 
the consideration of industrial questions and the adjustment of industrial 
relations; and we most earnestly charge our people, whether employers or 
workers, to be willing to go the second mile and to make experiments in 
the Christianization of industry. 

4. We call attention to a recommendation adopted by the Convention 
some years ago, “Every church should have a constructive program for 
serving the social needs of its community, both individually and through 
the largest possible cooperation with other agencies of human uplift”; and 
we urge our churches to consider their responsibility for community con- 
ditions, and to cooperate with all worthy agencies in community redemp- 
tion, 
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5. We recommend that the Social Service Committee, in cooperation 
with the departments of social work and education of the Home Mission 
Society and the Publication Society, be authorized to receive special con- 


tributions for the promotion of temperance education and work during the 
next two years. 

6. Resolved, That we express our appreciation of the favorable stand the 
Post Office Department at Washington has taken on the Saturday half 
holiday for postal employees, and earnestly urge the present administration 
to include the Saturday half-holiday provision in the Post Office Bill to 
be submitted to the next Congress; and that we commend the movement 
for the early enactment of a Sunday rest law for the District of Columbia, 
and request our churches to take appropriate action respecting such bill 
as information on the same is sent to them through the Lord’s Day 
Alliance of the United States.

325. The following report of the Committee on Resolutions 
was presented by Rev. Isaac Higginbotham, of New Hampshire: 
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Report of the Committee on Resolutions 


In presenting their report the Committee on Resolutions have grouped 
their resolutions into five groups: 


I. GENERAL 


1. Wuereas, The Baptists of Atlantic City and the Baptist State Con- 
vention of New Jersey have so graciously and at such short notice made 
the preparations for this convention; and 


Wuereas, The Hotel Men’s Association have so generously provided 
for our many needs of entertainment, meetings, and comfort; be it 


Resolved, That we extend to them our sincere thanks and appreciation. 


2. Resolved, That we express our deep sense of appreciation for the con- 
structive work of the Office of Indian Affairs of the Department of the 
Interior in behalf of Indians, and heartily commend the Hon. Charles H. 
- Burke, Commissioner of Indian Affairs; for his recent appeal to all Indian 
superintendents to cooperate with the Indian Office in the control of Indian 
tribal dances with the view of eradicating the features thereof which harm- 
fully affect the moral and economic life of the Indians. 


3. Resolved, That in view of the valuable support being rendered by the 
American Bible Society to Baptist churches and missions throughout the 
world, the Convention commends the Society to the moral support of all 
our churches. 


4. Resolved, That we recommend that there be organized in the cities 
of our territory, especially in those occupied by Negroes, inter-racial com- 
mittees or commissions for the purpose of securing mutual inter-racial 
understanding, cooperation and good-will; and we urge Baptists in such 
localities to promote such organizations. 

5. Resolved, That the Northern Baptist Convention wishes to call the 
attention of the United States Government to the un-American and illegal 
practises of the secret Chinese Tongs, particularly on the Pacific Coast, 
especially in levying and éndeavoring to collect assessments upon Chinese 
Christians, against their will and by most unjust and illegal methods. 


II. EpucationaL INTERESTS 


1. WuereAs, The work of religious education is so important; and 
whereas we deem that Week-day Religious Education has passed the ex- 
perimental stage; be it 

Resolved, That we ask Boards of Public School Education to grant to 
churches that wish to engage in Week-day Religious Education at least 
one hour of public-school time each week, for the religious instruction of 
public-school children whose parents desire them to attend such schools. 

2; Wuereas, The denomination is lamentably failing to provide educated 
leadership for the future, in that so few of our young people are attending 
institutions of higher education; be it 


yl 
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Resolved, That this Convention urges upon pastors and all denomina- 

tional agencies the duty of making a definite part of their program the 

effort to influence large numbers of our young people to attend college. 


3. Wuereas, We acknowledge with gratitude the increase of the stew- . 
ardship of time, energy, and possessions by Northern Baptists, as mani- 
fested in increased service and in enrolment in the Baptist League of 
Christian Stewards and the Baptist Tithers’ League; be it 

Resolved, That we urge our Baptist people to study the stewardship 
principle adopted at Indianapolis, and urge our churches to participate in 
greatly increased stewardship teaching and practise. 


4, WHEREAS, The year just closed reveals the following facts from the 
Department of Missionary Education: 


Church Schools of Missions.......... 400, an increase of 20% 
Misston, “Study Glassestweaeene tice 7,000, an increase of 26% 
Program, (Meetinost ena en aaaie eeuiiaecs 8,426 


Wuereas, It is apparent that many churches which have achieved large 
success in missionary giving have given also large attention to missionary 
education; and 

Wuereas, The closing year of the New World Movement, and the be- 
ginning of the new program to follow, call for a renewed emphasis upon 
the importance of the cultivation of missionary education within the local 
church; be it 

Resolved, That we strongly recommend that churches avail themselves 
of the special plans and materials which the Department of Missionary 
Education is providing, and that they make the study of missions an 
integral part of the church program. 


5. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convention that training for 
rural leadership and the development of rural fields through special pro- 
visions in our colleges, seminaries, State Conventions, and Home Mission 
Boards, more commensurate with the number and importance of our 
country churches and more comparable with that which is being done by 
other denominations, shall be undertaken as rapidly as possible. 


III. Socrat anp InpuUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


1. Wuereas, Definite principles have been formulated by the leading 
Christian bodies within the last few years for the Christian adjustment 
of economic relations; be it é 

Resolved, That those principles ought now to be definitely incorporated 
into the educational program of the local church as an essential part of 
an elementary religious education, and as the necessary basis for the prac- 
tical creation of a Christian order in business and industry. 


The following are the principles formulated: 
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SOCIAL IDEALS OF THE CHURCHES 
Action taken by the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America at a special meeting held at Cleveland, Ohio, May 6-8, 1919. 
Resolved, That we reaffirm the social platform adopted by the First 
Quadrennial in Chicago, 1912, and ratified by the Second Quadrennial in 
St. Louis, 1916. 
That the churches stand for: 
I, Equal rights and justice for all men in all stations of life. 
II. Protection of the family by a single standard of purity, uniform 
divorce laws, proper regulation of marriage, proper housing. 
III. The fullest possible development of every child, especially by the 
provision of education and recreation. 
IV. Abolition of child labor. 
V. Such regulation of the conditions of toil for women as shall safe- 
guard the physical and moral health of the community. 
VI. Abatement and prevention of poverty. 
VII. Protection of the individual and society from the social, economic, 
and moral waste of the liquor traffic. 
VIII. Conservation of health. 
IX. Protection of the worker from dangerous machinery, occupational 
diseases, and mortality. 
X. The right of all men to the opportunity for self-maintenance for safe- 
guarding this right against encroachments of every kind, for the protection 
of workers from the hardships of enforced unemployment. 
XI. Suitable provision for the old age of the workers, and for those 
incapacitated by injury. 
XII. The right of employees and employers alike to organize; and for 
adequate means of conciliation and arbitration in industrial disputes. 
XIII. Release from employment one day in seven. 
XIV. Gradual and reasonable reduction of hours of labor to the lowest 
practicable point, and for that degree of leisure for all which is a con- 
dition of the highest human life. 
_ XY. A living wage as a minimum in every industry, and for the highest 
wage that each industry can afford. 

“XVI. A new emphasis upon the application of Christian principles to the 
acquisition and use of property, and for the most equitable division of the 
product of industry that can ultimately be devised. 


Facing the social issues involved in reconstruction : 
Resolved, That we affirm as Christian churches: ~ 


(1) That the teachings of Jesus are those of essential democracy and ex- 
press themselves through brotherhood and the cooperation of all groups. 
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We deplore class struggle and declare against all class domination, whether 
of capital or labor. Sympathizing with labor’s desire for a better day and 
an equitable share in the profits and management of industry, we stand for 
orderly and progressive social reconstruction instead of revolution by 
violence. 


(2) That an ordered and constructive democracy in industry is as neces- 
sary as political democracy, and that collective bargaining and the sharing 
of shop control and management are inevitable steps in its attainment. 


(3) That the first charge upon industry should be that of a wage suf- 
ficient to support an American standard of living. To that end we advocate 
the guarantee of a minimum wage, the control of unemployment through 
government labor exchanges, public works, land settlement, social insur- 
ance, and experimentation in profit sharing and cooperative ownership. 


(4) We recognize that women played no small part in the winning of the 
war. We believe that they should have full political and economic equality 
with equal pay for equal work, and a maximum eight-hour day. We declare 
for the abolition of night work by women, and the abolition of child labor ; 
and for the provision of adequate safeguards to insure the moral as well as 
the physical health of the mothers and children of the race. 


2. WueErEAS, The practical Christianization of business and industry is 
one of the most immediate and pressing tasks of applied Christianity; be it 


Resolved, That both Christian men and Christian institutions ought to 
scrutinize carefully their own business interests and methods with a view 
to bringing them into harmony with the teachings of Christ. 


3. Resolved, That it is the duty of government in all of its functions, as 
expressed in the Scriptures and in the Constitution of the United States, 
to place the protection of life, liberty, and human welfare above the vested 
rights of property and power; and we urge a steadfast resistance to any 
tendency in our legislation and courts to give primacy to the protection 
of property at the expense of life and human- welfare. 


4. Resolved, That we stand for obedience to law and for its faithful 
enforcement. Particularly, we appeal to all good citizens by example and 
influence to support the Eighteenth Amendment and all effective laws for 
its enforcement. This amendment having been ratified, the States have a 
solemn obligation to cooperate with the Federal Government in its enforce- 
ment, and a failure on the part of any State to do so is a repudiation 
of a solemn obligation to the sisterhood of States and a hazardous public 
example of disregard for the national constitution. We urge Congress to 
make our national prohibition policy applicable to vessels claiming the 
protection of the flag, and appeal to friends of law and order in foreign 
countries to respect that policy. We urge our denomination to give ade- 
quate financial support to its temperance work, and we recommend that 
the annual budget of the Home Mission Society and the Publication 
Society be sufficiently increased to provide for this cause. 
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5. In addition to these resolutions, the following endorsement, which was 
brought in earlier in the Convention in accordance with your instructions 
and which was then passed, is also incorporated in our report: 


Recognizing that the issue involved in the repeal of the Prohibition 
Enforcement Law of the State of New York is a national one, and believing 
that such a repeal would work for increased violation of the Eighteenth 
Amendment and for general lawlessness, the Northern Baptist Convention 
in session at Atlantic City, New Jersey, May 23-29, hereby endorses the 
resolution of the New York State Delegation urging the Governor j¢ 
New York to veto the bill that would repeal the Mullan-Gage — 
ment Act. ; 
IV. INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


1, Wuereas, Under the Providence of God the nations of the earth 
have become so vitally inter-related that no single nation can longer hold 
itself aloof in selfish isolation without guilt; therefore be it 


Resolved, That we urge the administration at Washington to effect such 
international agreement as shall enable us to put the strength of our 
wisdom and experience at the service of humanity and enable us to carry 
our share of the world’s burden through an association of nations and 
an international court; and that we express our approval of the efforts 
thus far made by President Harding to this end. 

2. We record our horror at the unparalleled outrage suffered by the 
Armenians and other peoples at the hands of the Turks, and we deplore 
as a wrong against humanity the attitude of the Allied nations, and 
especially America, for failure to protect these people from the despoiler. 
We rejoice in the splendid work of the Near East Relief in caring for the 
needy children, and reaffirm our sympathy and cooperation in its work, 
but believe that the problems presented are too great to be solved by 
private charity. We, therefore, urge our Government to take a strong 
initiative in securing the cooperation of the nation in handling these prob- 
lems, regarding the protection and promotion of human rights more im- 
portant than economic concessions. 

3. Resolved, That in the interest of justice and peace we believe that 
the United States should take the initiative in calling an international 
conference to consider the whole economic and political situation in 
Europe, including reparations, debts, and armaments in the endeavor to 
accomplish in Europe a result comparable to that which was achieved 
by the four-power pact in the Far East. 


V. FRATERNAL 


Wuereas, The Baptists of Sweden are to celebrate at Stockholm on 
July 19, 1923, the Seventy-fifth Anniversary of the Organization of the 
First Baptist Church established in their country; be it 

Resolved, That the Northern Baptist Convention sends its most frater- 
nal greetings to the Baptists of Sweden. 


t~ 
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We rejoice in the inspiring record of the heroic stand made by the 
Baptists of that land, in the face of persecution for many years, on 
behalf of the historic distinctive principles for which our own fathers 
fought so valiantly. We rejoice as well in the remarkable progress made 
by them, not only in numerical strength, but also in the development of a 
program of service in their own country, in other sections of Europe, in 
Africa and in China. 

We are honored in the fraternal relationships which have so long existed 
between our organizations and those of the Baptists of Sweden. More- 
over, we would record our indebtedness for the contribution made by 
these spiritual kinsmen to American life in sending between thirty and 
forty thousand of their own members, who have joined us in our tasks in 
America. Nor are we unmindful of the fact that very many of the best 
missionaries, home and foreign, under appointment by American Baptist 
societies, as well as numerous pastors and laymen, are the direct product 
of Baptist work in Sweden. 

May God greatly bless the Baptists of Sweden and enable them in the 
future to serve still more largely in the extension of Christ’s kingdom.

The Northern Baptist Convention assembled in Atlantic City in annual 
session has listened with enthusiasm to the illuminating and inspiring 
address of The Federal Prohibition Commissioner, Hon, R. A. Haynes, on 
the progress and accomplishments under your administration, and heartily 
and unanimously commend you for the splendid support you have given 
him, and sincerely congratulate you on your non-compromising stand for 
Prohibition enforcement. 
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342. The following report of the Committee on International 
Good-will was presented by President Mrs. G. W. Coleman, 
and on her motion was adopted: 


Report of the Committee on International Justice and Good-will 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


This Committee was created by the Convention on the request of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America for a committee 
that would cooperate with its Commission on International Justice and 
Good-will. We have not, therefore, initiated activities, but have kept in 
close touch with the Federal Council, seeking to give the backing of our 
denomination to its undertakings in the sphere of international affairs. 


We share with other Christians the sorrow and disappointment that the 
whole world has experienced through the collapse of the spirit of hope 
and high idealism, and the continuance of unrest, physical distress, a dis- 
ordered economic life, suspicions, and hatreds that point to still greater 
disaster. We believe that at the heart of all these menacing conditions 
lies a problem that is essentially spiritual and with which it is our busi-_ 
ness as Christians and as churches to deal. 


We recommend therefore that the Northern Baptist Convention put 
itself on record as declaring our conviction: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That the United States should accept its full share of responsibility 
for bringing about an effective settlement of international problems. 
There are those who think the government has a mandate from the peo- 
ple to pursue a policy of aloofness. We do not thus understand the situa- 
tion. The churches have declared, and must declare again, their convic- 
tions that an attitude of aloofness exposes our foreign policy to the 
charge of timidity and ineffectiveness. The present crisis in Europe sum- 
mons us not to pass judgment on other peoples, but in a spirit of humility 
and self-examination to review our own attitude as a nation and to ask 
ourselves how we may, by cooperation with other nations, help to meet the 
overwhelming responsibility which rests upon the entire world. 


2. That the United States should take the initiative in calling an inter- 
national conference to consider the whole economic and political situa- 
tion in Europe, including reparations, debts, and armaments, in the 
endeavor to accomplish in Europe a result comparable to that which was 
achieved by the Four-Power Pact in the Far East. We welcome the 
suggestion of President Harding in his message to Congress on Decem- 
ber 8, when, in referring to that agreement he said: “It might be made a 
model for like assurances wherever in the world any common interests 
are concerned . . . We believe . . . in the value of conference 
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and consultation, in the effectiveness of leaders of nations looking each 
other in the face.” 

3. That our Government will not be true to its ideals unless it records 
a definite protest against any settlement of the Near East question on a 
basis of expediency or commercial advantage, and without some amends 
for tragic wrongs which have resulted in the persecution and practical 
destruction of the Armenian people, and the confiscation of their prop- 
erty. For the good of all nations wrong must be righted. We would 
urge that in any further conference on Near East problems our Govern- 
ment should give full power to its delegates in all matters in which the 
rights of humanity are at stake, and share with the Allied Powers the 
responsibility for reaching conclusions based upon righteousness and 
justice. 

4, That the nations of the world must learn to settle their international 
disputes by law rather than by force if they hope to survive, and the 
Permanent Court of International Justice offers a practical as well as 
important step in this direction. Therefore we strongly endorse the 
attitude of our President and Secretary of State and vigorously urge 
that Congress, when next assembled, shall take such action as shall make 
the United States a full and active participant in this Permanent Court of 
International Justice located at The Hague. 

5. That the officers of the Northern Baptist Convention be instructed to 
communicate this action to the President and the Secretary of State, and 
to send a copy of it to each member of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. :

First, That we attest and record our sincere sympathy with members of 
the family of our departed brother. 

Second, That we recall with the deepest gratitude the Christian fellow- 
ship which we shared for many years with Doctor Pope, and that we 
express hereby the highest esteem for the quality of his life which was 
ever a reflection of the life of Him who came into this world not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister. 

Third, That we bear testimony to the unusual efficiency and value of 
Doctor Pope’s official service to the Northern Baptist Convention, a ser- 
vice characterized by extraordinary efficiency, unwavering faith, loyalty, ° 
and love to his brethren, and a boundless zeal for the kingdom of God. 


346. The following minute in memory of Rev. Robert Stuart 
MacArthur, of New York (see Item 314), was presented by the 
Corresponding Secretary, and on motion of A. M. Gilbert, of 
Pennsylvania, was adopted: 


In the death of the Reverend Robert Stuart MacArthur, D. D., LL. D., 
the world loses a Christian minister wholly consecrated to service and a 
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preacher of unusual power. He became pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church 
in New York City immediately upon finishing his studies at Rochester 
Theological Seminary and during forty-one years of service stood faith- 
fully for the ideals of Jesus Christ. No mere statistics could at all 
reveal the wonderful success of the ministry of so consecrated and 
cultured a personality. After his long and notable pastorate in New 
York City, he ministered transiently and brilliantly at Atlanta, Ga., Balti- 
more, Md., and in winter at Daytona, Fla., and in summer at Boston, 
Mass. In countless ways: his eloquent voice and unselfish soul served 
the kingdom of God. He was most deeply interested in all that con- 
cerned our Lord’s sway over personal lives and over all realms of life, 
political, commercial, industrial, and international. His loyalty to Jesus 
Christ and the interest of human beings made him generous almost to 
extravagance in his financial giving, utterly unselfish in the dedication of 
his powers to the evangelistic, missionary, philanthropic, and educational 
interests of our denomination and of humanity. As a pastor he was a true 
shepherd; no disciple of our Lord ever: revealed a need that appealed to 
him that he did not try to satisfy. He was president of the Baptist World 
Alliance at the time of his translation and busy working upon his address 
to be delivered at Stockholm on July 21. He gave much time to the interests 
of the Alliance, and his enthusiasm for the triumph of Baptist spiritual 
and democratic ideals all over the world was without limit. None ever 
touched his life without feeling the refined and spiritual qualities of his 
character. It is not too much to say that no contemporary minister in 
our denomination exceeded his influence in the greatest city of our 
country. All his life he was profoundly interested in our denominational 
organizations. He was the preacher at the meeting in Washington, D..C., 
in May, 1907, when the Northern Baptist Convention was provisionally 
organized. Our denomination nationally owes a great debt to this conse- 
crated servant of our Lord. He pleaded continually for an educated 
ministry, his constant affirmation being that while picty was the first and 
essential qualification in ministers, a thorough education in college and 
seminary was the next qualification. 

Doctor MacArthur himself was a cultured Christian gentleman, and 
could not conceive how any minister could be content to give to Jesus 
Christ and to the service of men any less than the utmost spiritual en- 
thusiasm, the most complete intellectual and social culture, and the most 
perfect manhood possible. We are profoundly grateful that our denomi- 
nation had such a noble minister in its fellowship. We tender to tke 
members of his family our deepest sympathy in their bereavement, and 
our heartiest congratulations that such a noble servant of Christ was 
theirs in happy domestic relations.

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BY-LAWS OF THE GENERAL BOARD OF 
PROMOTION OF THE NORTHERN 
BAPTIST CONVENTION 


Adopted at the meeting of the Board held in Atlantic City, N. J., 
May 21-28, 1923 ~ 


ARTICLE J 
OFFICERS OF THE BOARD 


Section 1. The officers of the Board shall be a Chairman, three Vice- 
chairmen, a Recording Secretary, an Executive Secretary hereinafter called 
the General Director, a Treasurer, an Assistant Treasurer, and such other 
officers as the Board may from time to time deem necessary. At least one 
of the officers shall be a woman. 

Sec. 2. The General Director shall be the chief executive officer of the 
Board and,of the Administrative Committee, and shall have general over- 
sight of all work which the Board is duly authorized by the Convention 
or its Executive Committee to do. Between the meetings of the Board the 
General Director shall be subject to the direction of the Administrative 
Committee. The General Director shall have charge of the business 
affairs and the books of account of the Board. The General Director 
shall record and promptly turn over to the Treasurer all money received 
by him for the prosecution of the work of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, of its cooperating organizations, of the Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board, and of the Board of Education, including the Board’s: pro 
rata share of such receipts. All moneys from other sources intended for 
the expenses of the Board, he shall receive and deposit to the credit of the 
“Expense Account” of the Board. No money shall be drawn from the 
treasury except upon vouchers issted by the General Director, or some 
person authorized to do so by the Administrative’ Committee. These 
vouchers shall indicate the account or accounts against which such ex- 
penditures shall be charged and the purpose of the payment. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive and receipt for all contributions 
and gifts paid to the General Board of Promotion for any of the organiza- 
tions to whose financial support the Beard is related. He shall each month 
transmit such funds, except funds for the expenses of the General Board 
vf Promotion, to the organizations for which they are designated and in: 
accordance with vouchers issued, under the authority of the Adminis- 
‘trative Committee, by the General Director,.or- some person authorized by 
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the Administrative Committee. He shall make to the Administrative 
Committee at each regular meeting a report in writing of funds received 
and distributed from time to time. All funds shall be deposited in bank 
in the name of the Board. Funds for its expenses shall be paid out on 
checks signed by the Treasurer or Assistant Treasurer, and countersigned 
by the General Director or such other officer or employee of the Board 
as the Administrative Committee shall designate; or on checks signed by 
the General Director or such other officer or employee of the Board and 
countersigned by such other officer or employee of the Board as may be 
designated by the Administrative Committee. 


Sec. 4. The General Director, the Treasurer, and all other officers and 
employees of the Board who handle or disburse the funds of the Board, 
shall be placed under corporate surety bonds in sums fixed by the Admin- 
istrative Committee. The premiums on all surety bonds shall be paid by 
the Board. 


ARTICLE If 
MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 


Secrion 1, The Board shall meet annually within seven days next pre- 
ceding the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention, at the place at 
which the meeting of the Convention is held. Immediately following the 
election of members of the General Board of Promotion by the Executive 
Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention at the time of the annual 
meeting of the Convention, the Board shall hold a meeting for the purpose 
of organization and the transaction of such other business as may be 
deemed desirable. Special meetings may be called by the Administrative 
Committee. 

Sec. 2. The time and place of the meetings of the Board shall be an- 
nounced in advance in the denominational press, and the meetings shall 
be open to any member of a Baptist church which is a member of the 
Convention. 

Src. 3. Executive and administrative officers of the Boards of Managers 
of the cooperating organizations, of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board of the Northern Baptist Convention, of the Board of Education of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, and of the General Board of Promotion, 
the Editor of The Baptist and the Editor of Missions shall receive notice 
of the meetings of the Board, and each shall be entitled to the privilege of 
the floor, but without the right to vote, unless a member of the Board. 

Src. 4. No member shall be represented at any meeting of the Board 
by proxy. 

Src. 5. One-half of the membership of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Sec. 6. Two notices of the annual meeting shall be sent to the mem- 
bers of the Board and to the persons named in Section 3, the first sixty 
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days and the second fifteen days in advance of the time for holding said 
meeting. 

Sec. 7. Each session of the Board shall be opened and closed with 
prayer. 


ARTICLE II 
DUTIES OF THE BOARD 


Secrion 1. In the preparation of the combined budget provided for in 
Article VI of the by-laws of the Northern Baptist Convention the follow- 
ing procedure shall be followed: 


(a) On or before the first day of February of each year the General 
Director shall request from the Board of Managers of each cooperating 
organization, and of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, and of the Board of Education of the 
_ Northern Baptist Convention, a report of its proceedings during the cur- 
rent fiscal year and a proposed budget of receipts and expenditures for 
the fiscal year next ensuing, together with such other information respect- 
ing its work as may be related to its budget. He shall also request from 
the Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention a budget of 
receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year next ensuing and shall cause 
to be prepared and submitted to the Administrative Committee of the 
General Board of Promotion a budget of receipts and expenditures for 
the work of the Board for the fiscal year next ensuing. All such reports 
and budgets shall be tabulated and presented to the Finance Committee of 
the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) On or before the first day of February of each year the General 
Director shall request from each affiliating organization and each Standard 
City Mission Society in Class “A” as defined by standing resolution of 
the Northern Baptist Convention a report of its proceedings, its proposed 
budget for the next ensuing fiscal year and other information respecting 
its plans. Each affiliating organization shall be requested to make recom- 
mendations respecting moneys proposed or necessary to be raised by or 
for the denominational educational institutions or by or for any other 
institutions in the State, or concerning any contemplated financial campaign 
within the State. The General Director shall send these budgets, reports, 
and recommendations to the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall establish and maintain such officers as may be 
necessary for the conduct of its work. 

Src. 3. The Board shall regulate its expenditures in accordance with 
the budget approved by the Northern Baptist Convention, and shall not, 
without the previous approval of the Finance Committee of the Conven- 
tion, incur indebtedness, or make expenditures other than, or in excess of, 
those provided in such budget. 
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Sec. 4. The Board shall report its proceedings to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Convention, to the Board of Managers of each of the cooper- 
ating organizations, to the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, to the Board of Education of the- 
Northern Baptist Convention, to each affiliating organization, to the State 
Boards of Promotion, and to the Standard City Mission Societies. It 
shall also make a full report to the Northern Baptist Convention at its 
next meeting. 


ARTICLE IV 
DUTIES OF THE STANDING COMMITTEES 

Section 1, It shall be the duty of the Administrative Committee ; 

(a) To administer the work of the Board as described in Article VI 
of the by-laws of the Northern Baptist Convention and Article III above, 
in accordance with general rules and policies adopted by the Board; to 
make such provisions as it may deem wise for the payment of the expenses 
of the Board; and, when it is necessary to the accomplishment of this 
task, to exercise the functions of the Board ‘between the sessions of the 
Board in all matters not by these by-laws or the by-laws of the Northern 
Baptist Convention reserved to the Board or to another committee of the 
Board. : 

(b) To fill vacancies in its own membership or in the membership of 
the other standing committees or in the offices of the Board, subject to 
confirmation by the Board at its next meeting. 

(c) On the request of the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, to communicate to that Committee the judgment of the 
Administrative Committee respecting any request from any cooperating 
organization of the Convention, or from either the Ministers and Mission- 
aries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Convention or the Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention with respect to incurring 
indebtedness or making expenditures other than, or in excess of, those 
provided in the budget approved by the Convention; and also to present 
to the Finance Committee of the Convention any similar request of the 
Board of Promotion itself. 

(d) To appoint such assistant officers as the Administrative Committee 
may find necessary and to direct their work and that of all the secretaries 
and other salaried officers of the Board; to fix the salaries of all officers 
of the Board; to establish a scale of salaries for all employees; to pass 
upon the budget of expenditures of the Board for the fiscal year next 
ensuing; to direct the Treasurer as to the distribution of such money and 
property as may come into his hands in conformity with any condition’ 
imposed by a donor and accepted by the organization for which the 
money or property is received; to give notice of all its meetings to its own 
members and to the representative on the Advisory Committee of each of 
the cooperating organizations, the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board of the Northern Baptist Convention, the Board of Education of the 
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Northern Baptist Convention, the State Secretaries Association, and the 
City Mission Secretaries Association; to give to such persons the privilege 
of the floor, but without the right to vote unless they are members of the 
committee; and to submit a report of all its proceedings to the General 
Board at its next meeting. 

(e) To appoint a subcommittee on Order of Business, of which the 
Chairman of the Administrative Committee and also a woman shall be 
members. This subcommittee shall prepare the agenda of the meetings, 
see to it that the programs for the meetings are carefully prepared and 
serve to get the business of the Administrative Committee transacted in an 
orderly manner. It shall also have authority to call special meetings of 
the Administrative Committee. 

(f) To appoint a subcommittee on Field Activities, which shall have 
general supervision of the deputation work of the Board, of the initiation 
and direction of regional, State, associational, and local promotional con- 
ferences and of the activities of the field workers of the Board. 

(g) To appoint a Business Committee, which shall have general super- 
vision of the business affairs and financial administration of the Board, 
subject to such regulations as the Board or Administrative Committee may 
from time to time adopt. 

(h) To appoint a Committee on Literature and Publishing, which shall 
have general supervision over the publication of all promotional literature 
issued by the Board and advise and consult with the participating organi- 
zations regarding the publication for them of literature issued by the 
Board. 

(i) To appoint a Committee on Publicity, which shall have general 
supervision of the advertising and other publicity work of the Board. 

(j) To appoint a Committee on Stewardship, which shall have general 
supervision of the activities of the Board designed to promote the practise 
of Christian stewardship. 

(k) To appoint a Committee on Missions, which shall have general 
supervision of the editorial and business management of Missions. 

(1) To appoint a Committee on The Baptist, which shall have general 
supervision of the editorial and business management of The Baptist. 

(m) To appoint such other subcommittees representing the various 
phases of the work of the Board as it may deem desirable and so to 
arrange its program that the subcommittees may meet at the same general 
period. 

(n) Each of the subcommittees provided for by the preceding sub- 
divisions (e), (f), (gz), (h), (i), (j), (k), (J), and (m) shall report in 
writing at each regular meeting of the Administrative Committee. 

(o) The Administrative Committee shall meet bi-monthly on the first 
Wednesday in the month, unless otherwise ordered by it. It shall ordi- 
narily hold its sessions with members of the Advisory Committee and 
visitors present, but executive sessions may be held at any time at the 
discretion of the Administrative Committee. 
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Seven members of the Administrative Committee shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


Sec. 2. (a) There shall be an Advisory Committee of eleven members, 
composed of a Chairman appointed by the Administrative Committee from 
its members but who shall not be a Secretary; the General Director; one 
representative of each of the cooperating organizations and of the Minis- 
ters and Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Convention 
and of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
to be appointed by such organizations and boards respectively; one repre- 
sentative of the State Conventions as a group, and one representative of 
the Standard City Mission Societies as a group, to be appointed by the 
State Secretaries Association and City Mission Secretaries Association 
respectively. In the absence of any member at any meeting, such member 
may appoint a substitute to act at such meeting. 

(b) The Advisory Committee shall hold regular meetings and for its 
advice questions may be submitted to it by the General Director and the 
Administrative Committee. The Advisory Committee may also initiate 
policies, and, after review by the General Director, present them to the 
Administrative Committee, whether approved by the General Director 
or not. 

(c) The General Director may initiate policies and submit them to 
the review of the Advisory Committee; and he may present them to the 
Administrative Committee, whether approved by the Advisory Committee 
or not. 


Sec. 3. With a view to unification and harmony in the work of the 


Board, each Standing Committee of the Board shall as promptly as prac- 
ticable transmit to the General Director a record of all its proceedings. 


ARTICLE V 


These by-laws may be amended at any annual or special meeting of the 
Board by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting, provided 
that notice of the proposed amendment shall have’ been given at a previous 
meeting or at a previous session of the same meeting.
